7HEREAS  by  The  Extradition  Acts,  1870  to  1906,  it  was  amongst  other 
things  enacted  that,  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such  State  of  any  fugitive 
criminals,  His  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts 
shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State;  and  that  His  Majesty  may, 
by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the  operation  of  the  Order, 
and  restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being 
iu  the  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  render 
the  operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifi- 
cations as  may  be  deemed  expedient ; 

And  whereas  a  treaty  was  concluded  on  the  llth|24th  day  of  September, 
1910,  between  His  Majesty  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes, 
for  the  mutual  extradition  of  fugitive  criminals,  which  treaty  is  in  the 
terms  following: — 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India, 
and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes,  having  determined,  by  common 
consent,  to  conclude  a  treaty  for  the  extradition  of  criminals,  have  accord- 
ingly named  as  their  plenipotentiaries: 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India, 
Sir  Francis  Edmund  Hugh  Elliot,  a  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Royal 
Victorian  Order,  Knight  Commander  of  the  Most  Distinguished  Order  of 
St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  Grand  Cross  of  the  Royal  Hellenic  Order  of 
the  Redeemer,  His  Majesty's  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Pleni- 
potentiary at  Athens; 

And  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes,  His  Excellency  M.  Deme- 
trius Kalergi,  Officer  of  the  Royal  Hellenic  Order  of  the  Redeemer,  His 
Majesty's  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs; 
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Who,  after  having  exhibited  to  each  other  their  respective  full  powers 
and  found  them  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
articles : — 

Article  1. 

The  high  contracting  parties  engage  to  deliver  up  to  each  other, 
under  certain  circumstances  and  conditions  stated  in  the  present  treaty, 
those  persons  who,  being  accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes  or 
offences  enumerated  in  Article  2,  committed  in  the  territory  of  the  one 
party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territor}^  of  the  other  party. 

Article  2. 

Extradition  shall  be  granted  for  the  following  crimes  or  offences  when 
provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  requisitioning  State  and  of  the  State  applied 
to:— 

1.  Murder  (including  parricide,  infanticide,  poisoning),  or  attempt 
or  conspiracy  to  murder,  manslaughter. 

2.  Kidnapping  and  false  imprisonment. 

3.  Abandoning  or  exposing  children  below  the  age  of  seven  years. 

4.  Abortion. 

5.  Abduction  of  persons  under  age. 

6.  Bigamy. 

7.  Malicious  wounding  or  inflicting  grievous  bodily  harm  with  pre- 
meditation, w^hen  such  acts  cause  death  (without  the  intention  of  killing) 
or  disease  or  incapacity  for  personal  labour  lasting  for  more  than  three 
months,  or  serious  mutilation,  or  the  loss  or  disablement  of  a  member  or 
organ,  or  other  permanent  infirmity. 

8.  Threats  by  letter  or  otherwise  with  intent  to  extort. 

9.  Perjury. 

10.  Arson. 

11.  Burglary,  housebreaking,  larceny,  embezzlement,  fraudulent  mis- 
appropriation of  property,  obtaining  property  by  false  pretences. 

12.  Fraud  and  embezzlement  by  public  officials;  bribery  of  public 
officials. 

13.  Receiving  any  chattel,  money,  valuable  security,  or  other  property, 
knowing  the  same  to  have  been  embezzled,  stolen,  or  feloniously  obtained. 

14.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  knowingly  bringing  into 
circulation  counterfeited  or  altered  money. 

15.  Knowingly  making  without  lawful  authority  any  instrument, 
tool,  or  engine  adapted  and  intended  for  the  counterfeiting  of  the  coin  of 
the  realm. 

16.  Forgery  by  writing,  or  uttering  what  is  forged. 

17.  Fraudulent  bankruptcy. 

18.  Malicious  injury  to  any  house  or  building  calculated  to  cause 
danger  to  life  or  property. 

19.  Rape. 
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Participating;  in  the  aforesaid  crimes  is  also  included,  provided  that 
such  participation  is  punishable  by  the  laws  of  the  demanding  State  and  of 
the  State  ai)pUed  to. 

Article  3. 

No  Greek  subject  shall  be  surrendered  by  the  Government  of  His 
Majesty  the  King;  of  the  Hellenes  to  the  Government  of  His  Britannic 
Majesty,  and  no  British  subject  shall  be  surrendered  by  his  Government 
to  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes. 

Article  4. 

Extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of 
His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  or  of  the  Government  of  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  the  Hellenes,  has  already  been  tried,  discharged,  or  punished 
or  is  waiting  trial  in  the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  Greece, 
respectively,  for  the  crime  or  offence  for  which  his  extradition  is  demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  the  Hellenes  or  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  should 
be  awaiting  trial  or  undergoing  sentence  for  any  other  crime  or  offence 
in  the  territory  of  Greece  or  in  the  United  Kingdom,  respectively,  his 
extradition  shall  be  deferred  until  after  he  has  been  discharged,  whether 
by  acquittal  or  on  expiration  of  sentence. 

Article  5. 

Extradition  shall  not  be  granted  if  exemption  from  prosecution  or 
punishment  has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  State  applied  to. 

Neither  shall  it  be  granted  in  the  case  of  persons  convicted  by  default, 
or  otherwise,  unless  the  sentence  inflicted  be  at  least  one  year's  imprison- 
ment. 

Article  6. 

The  person  claimed  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the  crime  in  respect 
of  which  extradition  is  applied  for  be  deemed  by  the  party  to  whom  appli- 
cation is  made  to  be  a  political  offence,  or  connected  with  such  an  offence, 
or  if  the  person  claimed  proves  that  the  application  for  extradition  has 
in  fact  been  made  with  a  view  to  try  or  to  punish  him  for  an  offence  of 
this  character. 

Article  7. 

A  person  whose  surrender  has  been  granted  shall  in  no  case  be  detained 
or  tried  in  the  State  to  which  the  siu-render  has  been  made  for  any  other 
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crime,  or  on  account  of  any  other  matters  than  those  for  which  the  extra- 
dition shall  have  taken  place. 

This  stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed  after  the  extra- 
dition. 

The  person  who  has  been  claimed,  and  whose  extradition  shall  have 
been  granted,  shall  not  be  tried  or  punished  for  any  political  offence 
committed  prior  to  his  extradition,  nor  for  any  matter  connected  with 
such  an  offence,  nor  for  any  crimes  or  offences  not  provided  for  in  the 
present  treaty. 

Article  8. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made  through  the  diplomatic 
agents  of  the  high  contracting  parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused  person  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  warrant  of  arrest  issued  by  the  competent  judicial 
authority  setting  forth  clearly  the  nature  of  the  crime  or  offence  with 
which  the  person  claimed  is  charged.  The  said  warrant  shall  also  be 
accompanied  by  such  evidence  as,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  place 
where  the  accused  is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had  been 
committed  there. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a  person  already  convicted,  it  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  judgment  passed  on  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  court  of  the  State  that  makes  the  requisition  for  extra- 
dition. 

A  sentence  in  contumaciam  is  not  to  be  deemed  a  conviction,  but 
a  person  so  sentenced  may  be  dealt  with  as  an  accused  person. 

In  the  event  of  any  doubt  arising  as  to  whether  the  crime  or  offence, 
in  respect  of  which  the  prosecution  has  been  instituted,  comes  within  the 
stipulations  of  the  present  treaty,  the  Government  applied  to  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  require  all  such  further  information  as  it  may  consider  neces- 
sary^ or  of  assistance  in  order  to  form  an  opinion,  after  which  it  shall  decide 
what  action  shall  be  taken  on  the  demand  for  extradition. 

The  requisitioning  Government,  in  furnishing  such  further  information 
to  the  Government  applied  to,  shall,  at  the  same  time,  place  at  the  disposal 
of  the  latter  all  such  documents  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  enabling 
it  to  form  an  opinion. 

Article  9. 

In  cases  of  urgency  provisional  arrest  may  be  effected  upon  notice 
being  given,  by  post  or  telegraph,  through  the  diplomatic  channel  that 
one  of  the  documents  enumerated  in  Article  8  has  been  issued,  provided, 
however,  that  such  notice  shall  always  be  given  to  the  Ministry  for  Foreign 
Affairs  of  the  State  appHed  to. 

Provisional  arrest  shall  be  effected  in  the  manner  and  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to.    It  shall 
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not  be  maintained  if,  within  a  period  of  one  month  from  the  date  on  which 
it  has  been  effected,  the  State  appUed  to  has  not  been  furnished  with  one 
of  the  documents  specified  in  Article  8  of  the  present  treaty. 

Article  10. 

All  papers  and  documents  issued  by  the  authorities  of  the  contracting 
states  which  may  be  produced  in  virtue  of  Articles  8  and  13  of  the  present 
treaty  must  be  accompanied  by  an  authenticated  translation  in  the  French 
language. 

Article  11. 

The  extradition  shall  take  place  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either  to  justify  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner  for  trial,  in  case  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  territory 
of  the  same  State,  or  if  extradition  is  claimed  in  respect  of  an  offence 
of  which  the  fugitive  has  been  already  convicted,  to  prove  that  the  prisoner 
is  the  person  convicted,  and  that  the  crime  of  which  he  has  been  convicted 
is  one  in  respect  of  which  extradition  could,  at  the  time  of  such  conviction, 
have  been  granted  by  the  State  applied  to. 

Article  12. 

Extradition  shall  be  granted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down 
by  the  law  of  the  States  applied  to. 

Article  13. 

Warrants,  depositions,  and  affirmations,  issued  or  taken  in  the  domin- 
ions of  one  of  the  high  contracting  parties,  and  copies  of  such  documents 
as  well  as  certificates  or  judicial  documents  stating  the  fact  of  a  conviction 
shall  be  admitted  as  valid  evidence  in  the  proceedings  taken  in  the  domin- 
ions of  the  other  party,  if  they  bear  the  signature  or  are  accompanied 
by  the  certificate  of  a  judge,  magistrate,  or  officer  of  the  State  in  which 
they  have  been  issued  or  taken,  provided  that  such  warrants,  depositions, 
affirmations,  copies,  certificates,  or  judicial  documents  are  authenticated, 
either  by  the  oath  of  some  witness,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
Minister  of  Justice,  or  some  other  Minister  of  State. 

Article  14. 

If  the  accused  or  sentenced  person  be  not  a  subject  of  one  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  the  Government  to  whom  application  for  extradition  is 
made  shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  such  action  in  respect  of  the  applica- 
tion, as  it  may  think  fit,  and  to  surrender  the  person  claimed  to  be  tried 
in  the  State  in  which  the  crime  or  offence  has  been  committed. 
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Nevertheless,  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes 
reserves  to  itself  the  option  of  surrendering  the  person  claimed  to  the 
State  to  which  he  belongs,  instead  of  surrendering  him  to  the  State  in 
which  the  crime  or  offence  has  been  committed. 

Article  15. 

If  a  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  arrested  has  not  been  surrendered 
and  conveyed  away  within  three  months  after  his  arrest,  or  within  three 
months  after  the  decision  of  the  court  upon  the  return  to  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  be  set  at  liberty. 

Article  16. 

When  extradition  is  granted  all  articles  connected  with  the  crime  or 
offence,  or  which  may  serve  as  proofs  of  the  crime,  which  are  found  in  the 
possession  of  the  person  claimed  at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  or  which  may 
be  afterwards  discovered,  shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  the  State 
applied  to  so  direct,  be  seized  and  restored  to  the  requisitioning  State. 

Such  restoration  shall  be  carried  out,  even  if  extradition  be  not  carried 
out  owing  to  the  escape  or  death  of  the  person  claimed. 

The  rights,  however,  which  third  persons,  not  involved  in  the  prosecu- 
tion, may  have  acquired  over  the  said  articles  are  reserved,  and  the  latter 
shall,  should  the  (^ase  arise,  be  restored  to  them,  free  of  charge,  at  the  termin- 
ation of  the  proceedings. 

Article  17. 

All  expenses  arising  out  of  an  application  for  extradition,  also  the 
costs  of  the  arrest,  maintenance,  and  transport  of  the  person  whose  extra- 
dition shall  have  been  granted,  as  well  as  of  the  dispatch  and  forwarding 
of  the  articles  which,  by  the  provisions  of  Article  16,  are  to  be  returned 
or  restored,  shall  be  borne  by  the  requisitioning  State  and  by  the  State 
applied  to  witliin  the  limits  of  their  respective  territories. 

The  cost  of  transport  or  other  expenses  outside  the  territory  of  the 
State  applied  to  shall  be  borne  by  the  demanding  State. 

Article  18. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  treaty  shall  be  applicable  to  the  colonies 
and  foreign  possessions  of  His  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal  who  has  taken 
refuge  in  any  of  such  colonies  or  foreign  possessions  shall  be  made  to  the 
Governor  or  chief  authority  of  such  colony  or  possession  by  the  chief 
consular  officer  of  Greece  in  such  colony  or  possession. 

Such  requisition  may  be  disposed  of,  subject  always,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  by  the  said  governor 
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or  chief  authority.  He  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant  the 
surrender  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

His  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty  to  make  special 
arrangements  in  the  British  colonies  and  foreign  possessions  for  the  surrender 
of  criminals  from  Greece  who  may  take  refuge  within  such  colonies  and 
foreign  possessions,  on  the  basis  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  treaty. 

Requisitions  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal  emanating 
from  any  colony  or  foreign  possessions  of  His  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  preceding  articles  of  the  present 
treaty. 

Article  19. 

The  present  treaty  shall  come  into  operation  ten  days  after  its  publica- 
tion in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  respective  countries. 

Crimes  committed  prior  to  the  coming  into  force  of  the  treaty  shall 
not  form  the  subject  of  an  application  for  extradition  except  in  cases 
in  which  the  persons  claimed  shall  have  taken  refuge  in  the  territory' 
of  the  State  applied  to  after  the  exchange  of  ratifications.  i 

Each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  be  at  liberty  at  any  time  to 
denounce  the  present  treaty  upon  giving  six  months'  notice  to  the  other 
party  of  its  intention  to  do  so. 

It  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  at  Athens 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Done  in  duplicate  at  Athens  the  twenty-fourth  (eleventh)  day  of 
September,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ten.

And  whereas  the  ratifications  of  the  said  treaty  were  exhanged  at 
Athens  on  the  30th  day  of  December,  1911, — 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty,  l3y  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy 
Council,  and  in  virtue  of  the  authority  committed  to  him  by  the  said  recited 
Acts,  doth  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  from  and  after  the  26th 
day  of  February,  1912,  the  said  Acts  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  Greece  under 
and  in  accordance  w^ith  the  said  Treaty  of  the  11th  1 24th  September, 
1910; 

Provided  always  that  the  operation  of  the  said  Acts  shall  be  and  remain 
suspended  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada  so  long  as  an  Act  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada,  being  Part  I  of  chapter  155  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  1906,  and  entitled  An  Act  respecting  the  Extradition  of  Fugitive 
Criminals,  shall  continue  in  force  there,  and  no  longer.

His  Majesty,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this  behalf  vested 
in  him  by  The  Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal  Act,  1884,  is  pleased,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  to  make  the  following  order  as  to 
the  removal  of  prisoners  and  criminal  lunatics  to  Ireland  under  the  said  Act : 
The  Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal  Order  in  Council,  1907,  shall,  if  the 
prisoner  or  criminal  lunatic  to  be  removed  under  the  said  Act  is  to  be 
detained  in  Ireland,  be  amended  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — 

I.  A  Secretary  of  State  shall  transmit  one  copy  of  the  order  of  removal 
and  one  copy  of  the  notification  of  concurrence  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  for  record  in  Dublin  Castle,  instead  of  transmitting  them  to  the 
Home  Office. 

II.  For  the  forms  numbered  III,  IV,  IX  and  X,  in  the  schedule  to 
the  Order  of  the  9th  day  of  September,  1907,  there  shall  be  substituted  the 
forms  similarly  numbered  in  the  schedule  to  this  Order,  or  forms  to  the 
like  effect  varied  as  circumstances  may  require. 

III.  This  Order  shall  commence  and  come  into  operation  on  the  first 
day  of  May,  1913. 

IV.  Nothing  lawfully  done  as  regards  Ireland  under  The  Colonial 
Prisoners'  Removal  Order  in  Council,  1907,  shall  be  prejudiced  by  this 
Order. 

V.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  *'The  Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal  Order 
in  Council,  1913."

Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal  Act,  1884.

Whereas  an  order  has  been  made  imder  The  Colonial  Prisoners'  Removal 
Act,  1884,  by  one  of  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Government  of  the  colony  (or  protectorate,  or 

)  of  for  the  removal  of  A.B.,  a 

prisoner  now  in  custody  of  you,  the  said  C.  D.,  under  a  sentence  of  penal 
servitude  (or  imprisonment  or,  as  the  case  may  be)  for  the  term  of 

years   from   the  day  of 

(or  for  life),  to  the  United  Kingdom,  there  to  undergo  the  residue  of  the 
said  sentence. 

Now  I  do  hereby,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  order  you,  the  said  C. 
D.J  to  deliver  the  body  of  the  said  A.  B.  into  the  custody  of  the  said  E.  F. 
and  G.  H.,  or  one  of  them;  and  I  do  hereby,  in  further  pursuance  of  the  said 
Act,  authorize  you,  the  said  E.  F.  and  G.  H.,  or  either  of  you,  to  receive  the 
said  A.  B.  into  your  custody,  and  to  convey  him  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
to  deUver  hun  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  empowered  by  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland  to  receive  him  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the 
said  order  of  removal.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1894  TO  1911. 
Horses  (Importation  and  Transit)  Order  of  1913. 

THIS  Order  revokes  the  existing  orders  dealing  with  the  importation 
and  transit  of  horses,  asses  and  mules,  and  re-enacts  those  orders 
with  the  following  amendment : — 

Importation. — Chapter  I. 

Horses,  asses  and  mules  brought  to  Great  Britain  from  abroad  are 
required  by  the  new  order  to  be  accompanied  by  a  veterinary  certificate 
of  freedom  from  symptoms  of  glanders  (including  farcy),  epizootic  lymphan- 
gitis, ulcerative  lymphangitis,  dourine,  horse  pox,  sarcoptic  mange, 
psoroptic  mange,  influenza,  ringworm,  or  strangles,  instead  of,  as  at 
present,  from  symptoms  of  glanders  (including  farcy)  only. 

The  existing  special  provisions  as  to  landing  at  Leith  and  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne  are  continued. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  I  of  the  Horses  (Importation  and  Transit) 
Order  of  1912,  which,  in  effect,  required  horses,  asses  or  mules,  brought 
from  abroad  to  be  either  accompanied  by  a  license  of  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries  or  to  be  examined  at  a  place  of  detention  at  the  port 
of  landing,  but  which  had,  for  various  reasons,  been  postponed  from  time 
to  time  and  have  not  come  into  operation,  are  entirely  withdrawn. 

The  new  order  will  come  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1913.

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ORDER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND 
FISHERIES.

Horses  (Importation  and  Transit)  Order  of  1913. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of 
the  powers  vested  in  them  under  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  1894 
1911 J  and  of  every  other  power  enabling  them  in  this  behalf,  do  order,  and 
it  is  hereby  ordered,  as  follows: — 

Chapter  I. — Importation. 

Regulation  of  Importation  of  Horses,  Asses  and  Mules. 

1.  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  brought  to  Great  Britain  from  any  other 
country,  except  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands  or  the  Isle  of  Man,  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  next  following  article,  be  landed  in  Great 
Britain  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  a  veterinary  surgeon  to 
the  effect  that  he  examined  the  animal  immediately  before  it  was  embarked 
or  whilst  it  was  on  board  the  vessel,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  he  found 
that  the  animal  did  not  show  symptoms  of  glanders  (including  farcy), 
epizootic  lymphangitis,  ulcerative  lymphangitis,  dourine,  horse-pox,  sar- 
coptic  mange,  psoroptic  mange,  influenza,  ringworm,  or  strangles. 

Special  Provisions  as  to  Landing  at  Leith  and  Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

2.  (1.)  Horses,  asses  or  mules  brought  to  Great  Britain  from  Iceland 
or  the  Faroe  Islands  may  be  landed  in  the  burgh  of  Leith,  at  the  Albert 
Dock,  or  the  Imperial  Dock,  or  the  Edinburgh  Dock,  or  at  the  wharf 
belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  situate  between 
St.  Lawrence-road  and  the  River  Tyne  in  the  city  of  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne,  with  the  permission  in  writing  of  an  officer  of  customs  and  excise, 
under  and  in  accordance  with  the  following  conditions,  namely : — 

(i)  A  horse,  ass  or  mule  so  landed  in  the  bm-gh  of  Leith  shall  be 

moved  forthwith  by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof  to 
the  shed  known  as  the  Black  Shed  and  situate  between  the  south 
side  of  the  Imperial  Dock  and  the  Albert  Dock  Basin. 

(ii)  A  horse,  ass  or  mule  so  landed  in  the  city  of  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  shall  be  moved  forthwith  by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge 
thereof  to  the  sheds  in  the  occupation  of  the  corporation  of  the 
said  city  situate  between  St.  Lawrence-road  and  the  River 
Tyne. 

(iii)  Every  animal  when  moved  to  the  said  shed  shall  be  there  detained 
by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof  until  an  inspector  of 
the  local  authority  is  furnished  with  a  certificate  by  a  veterinary

surgeon  stating  that  the  horse,  ass  or  mule  has  been  examined 
by  him  and  does  not  show  symptoms  of  glanders  (including 
farcy),  epizootic  lymphangitis,  ulcerative  lymphangitis,  dourine, 
horse-pox,  sarcoptic  mange,  psoroptic  mange,  influenza,  ring- 
worm, or  strangles,  and  the  inspector  authorizes  the  removal 
of  the  animal  from  the  shed, 
(iv)  During  movement  to  the  shed,  horses,  asses  and  mules  shall  be 
kept  separate  from  all  horses,  asses  or  mules  not  landed  under 
this  provision. 

(2.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  in  the  shed  is  diseased  or  suspected 
within  the  meaning  of  any  order  of  the  Board,  the  local  authority  of  the 
district  shall  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  that  order, 
except  that  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  which  is  not  diseased  or  suspected 
may  be  moved  with  the  written  permission  of  an  inspector  of  the  local 
authority  of  the  district  to  a  vessel  in  the  Leith  Docks  or  Harbour,  or  in 
the  River  Tyne,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  exportation;  and  also  except  that 
no  compensation  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  any  horse,  ass  or  mule 
slaughtered  by  the  local  authority. 

Chapter  II. — Carriage  by  Water. 

Carriage  by  water  of  unfit  Horses,  etc. 

3.  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  permitted  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  his  agent,  or  any  person  in  charge  thereof,  to  be  embarked  in  a  vessel 
for  carriage  thereon  from  any  port  in  Great  Britain  if,  owing  to  infirmity, 
illness,  injury,  fatigue  or  any  other  cause,  it  cannot  be  carried  without 
unnecessary  suffering  during  the  intended  passage. 

Notification  hy  Inspectors  of  unfitness  of  Horses,  etc.,  for  Conveyance. 

4.  Where  an  inspector  of  the  board  or  of  a  local  authority  is  of  opinion 
that  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  intended  to  be  carried  on  a  vessel  from  any  port 
in  Great  Britain,  cannot,  owing  to  infirmity,  illness,  injury,  fatigue,  or 
any  other  cause,  be  so  carried  without  unnecessary  suffering,  he  may  serve 
a  notice  to  that  effect  on  the  person  in  charge  of  the  animal  and  also, 
when  practicable,  on  the  master  of  the  vessel,  and  until  such  notice  is 
withdrawn  by  an  inspector  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  carry  the  animal  on  a 
vessel,  and  if  the  animal  is  carried  in  contravention  of  this  article,  the 
person  in  charge  thereof,  and  the  master  of  the  vessel,  where  the  notice 
has  been  served  on  the  master,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
the  Act  of  1894. 

Provisions  as  to  Vessels  and  carrying  Horses,  etc. 

5.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to  all  vessels  on  which 
horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried  to  or  from  any  port  in  Great  Britain. 
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(Fittings  of  Vessels.) 

(i.)  Each  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  carried  in  a  separate  box  or 
stall,  except  that  brood  mares,  ponies,  asses,  mules  and  unbroken  horses, 
and  horses  in  charge  of  special  attendants,  may  be  carried  in  pens.  Boxes, 
stalls  and  pens  shall  be  of  sufficient  size,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
to  be  of  a  substantial  character,  and  of  sufficient  strength  to  withstand 
the  action  of  the  weather  and  to  resist  the  weight  of  any  animal  that 
may  be  thrown  against  them.  A  movable  box  shall  be  so  secured  as  to 
prevent  its  displacement  by  the  motion  of  the  vessel. 

(ii).  The  floor  of  each  box,  stall  or  pen  shall,  in  order  to  prevent 
slipping,  be  fitted  with  suitable  battens,  and  be  strewn  with  a  proper 
quantity  of  sand  or  other  suitable  substance. 

(iii.)  The  vessel  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable  means 
for  slinging  the  animals  carried. 

(iv.)  The  fittings  or  other  parts  of  a  vessel,  box,  stall  or  pen  likely 
to  cause  injury  or  unnecessary  suffering  to  horses,  asses  or  mules  shall 
be  properly  and  securely  fenced  off  or  padded,  as  the  case  may  require. 

(v.)  Horses,  asses  and  mules  while  on  a  vessel  shall  be  protected 
against  injury  or  unnecessary  suffering  from  undue  exposure  to  the  weather. 

(Ventilation.) 

(vi.)  All  parts  of  the  vessel  in  or  on  which  horses,  asses  or  mules  are 
carried  shall  be  sufficiently  and  suitably  ventilated.  All  such  parts  if 
below  deck  shall,  in  addition  to  any  ventilation  obtained  by  means  of  the 
hatchways,  be  provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable  ventilators  for  the 
removal  of  foul  air  and  for  the  admission  of  a  proper  supply  of  fresh  air 
to  all  the  animals  carried. 

(Light.) 

(vii.)  All  parts  of  the  vessel  over  which  the  horses,  asses  or  mules 
pass,  or  in  which  they  are  carried,  shall  be  properly  lighted,  and  arrange- 
ments shall  be  made  for  the  provision  at  all  times  of  adequate  light  for  the 
proper  tending  of  the  animals. 

(Passage- Ways.) 

(viii.)  Every  part  of  the  vessel  where  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried 
shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  passage-ways  leading  from  the  hatch- 
way or  entrance  to  such  part  of  the  vessel  and  giving  frontal  access  to  each 
box  or  stall  containing  a  horse,  ass  or  mule.  Each  passage-way  shall  be 
of  a  minimum  width  of  one  foot  and  six  inches,  and  be  kept  free  of  obstruction. 
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(Food  and  Water.) 

(ix.)  Horses,  asses  and  mules  carried  on  a  vessel  for  a  voyage  which 
on  an  average  takes  moi*e  than  six  hours  shall  be  provided  while  on  board 
with  a  sufficient  amount  of  suitable  food  and  water,  and  proper  acconmiod- 
ation  shall  be  provided  on  board  for  the  stowage  of  the  food  so  that  the 
same  shall  not  be  unduly  exposed  to  the  weather  at  sea. 

(x.)  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  paragraph  (ix)  shall  not  apply 
to  a  vessel  on  which  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried  from  Ireland  to  a 
])ort  in  Great  Britain,  or  from  Great  Britain  to  a  port  in  Ireland,  but  in 
any  such  case  the  following  provisions  shall  apply: — 

(a)  Horses,  asses  and  mules  shall  be  provided  while  on  board  with 
a  sufficient  amount  of  food  and  water  on  the  request,  made  before  the 
sailing  of  the  vessel,  of  the  consignor  or  any  person  in  charge  thereof,  or 
if  the  master  of  the  vessel  considers  such  food  and  water  should  be  provided 
in  order  to  protect  the  animals  from  unnecessary  suffering.  The  cost  of 
providing  the  food  shall  in  each  case  be  recoverable  from  the  consignor 
of  the  animals. 

(6)  Proper  acconmiodation  shall  be  provided  on  board  for  the  stowage 
of  food  carried  thereon  for  the  purpose  of  this  provision  so  that  the  same 
shall  not  be  unduly  exposed  to  weather. 

(Securing  of  Horses,  etc.) 

(xi.)  All  horses,  asses  or  mules  while  being  carried  in  a  box  or  stall 
shall  as  far  as  practicable  be  securely  tied  by  the  head. 

(Attendance.) 

(xiL)  A  vessel  on  which  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried  shall  carry^ 
a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  attendants  to  tend  the  animals  properly. 

(Returns  as  to  Casualties.) 

(xiii.)  The  owner  or  charterer  of  a  vessel  on  which  horses,  asses  or 
mules  are  carried,  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  such  animals  which  have  died 
or  have  been  killed  or  seriously  injured  while  on  such  vessel,  and  shall 
at  the  end  of  every  month  make  a  return  to  the  board  showing  whether 
any,  and,  if  so,  how  many,  animals  have  so  died  or  been  killed  or  injured 
on  the  vessel. 

(Saving  for  Ferry  Boats,  etc.) 

(xiv.)  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  article  shall  not  extend  to  the 
carriage  of  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  a  vessel  across  an  arm  of  the  sea  or 
over  any  ferry,  or  on  a  river,  canal,  or  other  inland  water,  but  the  fittings 
of  the  vessel  shall  be  such  as  to  protect  as  far  as  practicable  the  animals 
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so  carried  from  injury  and  unnecessary  suffering,  and  as  far  as  practicable 
provision  shall  be  made  in  order  to  prevent  slipping,  by  strewing  the  deck 
with  sand  or  other  suitable  substance. 

(Approaches,  Gangways,  and  other  Apparatus.) 

(xv.)  Approaches,  gangways,  passage-ways,  cages,  and  other  appar- 
atus used  for  the  loading  or  unloading  or  movement  of  horses,  asses  or 
mules  on  or  from  a  vessel,  shall  be  so  constructed  that  injury  or  unnecessary 
suffering  shall  not  be  caused  to  the  animals. 

(Overcrowding.) 

(xvi.)  A  vessel  shall  not  be  overcrowded  in  any  part  or  pen  so  as  to 
cause  injury  or  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  horses,  asses  or  mules  thereon. 

(Injured  Horses,  etc.) 

(xvii.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  on  a  vessel  has  a  limb  broken  or  is 
otherwise  seriously  injured  so  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  disembarked 
without  cruelty,  the  master  of  the  vessel  may,  and  shall  if  so  required 
by  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1910,  forthwith  cause  that  animal  to  be 
slaughtered.  The  person  in  charge  of  the  animal  shall  forthwith  report 
the  injury  to  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

(Approved  Killing  Instruments.) 

(xviii.)  Every  vessel  on  which  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  carried  shall 
carry  a  proper  killing  instrument,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  for  that 
purpose,  and  it  shall  be  .the  duty  of  the  owner  and  master  of  every  such 
vessel  to  see  that  the  vessel  is  provided  with  such  an  instrument,  and  the 
master,  if  so  required  by  an  inspector  of  the  board  or  of  the  local  authority, 
shall  produce  the  instrument  for  his  inspection. 

Water  at  Shipping  and  Unshipping  Places. 

6.  At  every  place  where  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  put  on  board  of 
or  landed  from  vessels,  provision  shall  be  made,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
board,  for  a  supply  of  water  for  the  animals;  and  water  shall  be  supplied 
there  gratuitously  to  any  animal  on  request  of  any  person  having  charge 
of  the  animal. 

Provision  to  be  made  at  Unshipping  Places. 

7.  At  every  place  where  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  landed  from  vessels, 
provision  shall  be  made,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the  speedy 
and  convenient  landing  of  the  animals,  and  for  a  supply  of  food  for  them; 
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and  food  shall  be  supplied  there  by  the  occupier  of  the  landing  place  to 
any  horse,  ass  or  mule  on  request  of  any  person  having  charge  of  the 
animal,  at  such  price  as  the  board  approve. 


Chapter  III. — Carriage  by  Railway. 
Carriage  by  Railway  of  unfit  Horses^  etc. 

8.  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  permitted  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  his  agent,  or  any  person  in  charge  thereof,  to  be  carried  by  railway  if, 
owing  to  infirmity,  illness,  injury,  fatigue,  or  any  other  cause,  it  cannot 
be  carried  without  unnecessary  suffering  during  the  intended  transit  by 
railwa3^ 

Notification  hy  Inspectors  of  unfitness  of  Horses,  etc.,  for  Conveyance, 

9.  Where  an  inspector  of  the  board  or  of  a  local  authority  is  of  opinion 
that  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  intended  to  be  carried  by  railway  cannot,  owing 
to  infirmity,  illness,  injury,  fatigue,  or  any  other  cause,  be  so  carried 
without  unnecessary  suffering,  he  may  serve  a  notice  to  that  effect  on 
the  person  in  charge  of  the  animal  and  also,  when  practicable,  on  an  officer 
of  the  railway  company,  and  until  such  notice  is  withdrawn  by  an  inspector 
it  shall  be  unlawful  to  carry  the  animal  by  railway,  and  if  the  animal  is 
carried  in  contravention  of  this  article,  the  person  in  charge  thereof,  and 
the  railway  company,  where  the  notice  has  been  served  on  an  officer  of 
the  company,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of 
1894. 

Construction  of  Trucks,  etc,  used  for  Carriage  of  Horses,  etc. 

10.  — (1.)  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  carried  by  railway  in  a  truck 
or  other  vehicle  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 

(2.)  Ever}^  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  provided  at  each  end  with 
spring  buffers,  and  the  floor  thereof,  in  order  to  prevent  slipping,  shall 
be  fitted  with  battens  or  other  proper  footholds,  or  be  strewn  with  a  proper 
quantity  of  Utter  or  sand  or  other  proper  substance. 

(3.)  The  battens  in  a  truck  or  other  vehicle  (other  than  a  horse-box) 
shall  be  placed  across  the  vehicle,  except  between  the  doorways,  where 
they  shall  be  placed  lengthways. 

(4.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  (other  than  a  horse-box)  shall  be 
so  constructed  as  to  admit  of  ventilation  and  inspection  at  the  floor 
level. 

(5.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the 
interior  thereof  shall  be  free  from  any  boltheads,  angles  or  other  projections 
likely  to  cause  suffering  to  animals  carried  therein. 
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(6.)  Every  falling  loading  door  and  every  gangway,  passage-way, 
loading  or  unloading  board,  shall  be  fitted  with  longitudinal  battens  or 
other  proper  footholds. 

(7.)  Every  truck  for  carrying  horses,  asses  or  mules,  built  after  the 
first  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  shall  be  fitted  with  a  roof, 
and  with  falling  loading  doors  of  a  pattern  approved  by  the  board,  and 
all  internal  projections  shall  be  rounded. 

(8.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  permit 
of  its  being  cleansed  and  disinfected  in  manner  prescribed  by  this  Order. 

Overcrowding. 

11.  A  railway  company  shall  not  allow  any  railway  truck  or  other 
railway  vehicle  used  for  carrying  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  the  railway, 
or  any  compartment  thereof,  to  be  overcrowded  so  as  to  cause  injury  or 
unnecessary  suffering  to  the  animals  therein. 


Chapter  IV.— Cleansing  and  Disinfection. 
Vessels. 

12. — (1.)  A  vessel  used  for  carrying  horses,  asses  or  mules  by  sea 
or  on  a  canal,  river  or  inland  navigation,  shall,  after  the  landing  of  such- 
animals  therefrom  at  any  port  in  Great  Britain,  and  before  the  taking  on 
board  of  any  other  such  animal  or  other  cargo,  be  cleansed  and  disinfected 
as  follows: — 

(i.)  All  parts  of  the  vessel  with  which  any  such  animal  or  its  droppings 
have  come  in  contact  shall  be  scraped  and  swept,  and  then  be 
thoroughly  washed  or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water,  and  then 
have  applied  to  them  a  coating  of  limewash,  or  be  otherwise  dis- 
infected in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed ;  provided  that  the 
application  of  limewash  shall  not  be  compulsory  as  regards 
such  parts  of  the  vessel  as  are  used  for  passengers  or  the  crew. 

(ii.)  All  fittings,  pens,  hurdles,  or  utensils  used  for  or  about  the 
animals  shall,  if  not  permanently  removed  from  the  vessel,  be 
scraped,  and  then  be  thoroughly  washed  or  scrubbed  or  scoured 
with  water,  and  then  have  applied  to  them  a  coating  of  lime- 
wash, or  be  otherwise  disinfected  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
prescribed. 

(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  vessel  shall  not  be  landed 
unless  and  until  they  have  been  well  mixed  with  quicklime. 

(3.)  In  the  case  of  a  ferry-boat  or  other  vessel  which  makes  short 
and  frequent  passages  across  a  river  or  an  arm  of  the  sea  or  other  water 
it  shall  be  sufficient  if  the  ferry-boat  or  vessel  be  cleansed  and  disinfected 
once  in  every  period  of  twelve  hours  within  which  it  is  so  used 
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Fodder  at  id  Litter. 

13.  All  partly  consumed  or  broken  fodder  that  has  been  supplied  to, 
and  all  litter  that  has  been  used  for  or  about,  horses,  asses  or  mules  carried 
by  sea,  or  on  a  canal,  river  or  inland  navigation,  shall,  if  and  when  landed 
from  the  vessel,  be  forthwith  well  mixed  with  quickhme  and  be  effectually 
removed  from  contact  with  horses,  asses  or  mules. 

Movable  Gangways  and  other  Apparatus. 

14.  — (1.)  A  movable  gangway,  passageway,  cage  or  other  apparatus 
used  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  or  from  a  vessel 
or  otherwise  used  in  connection  with  the  transit  of  such  animals  by  sea, 
or  on  a  canal,  river  or  inland  navigation,  or  used  for  the  loading  or  unloading 
of  such  animals  on  or  from  a  railway  truck  or  other  railway  vehicle,  or  other- 
wise used  in  connection  with  the  transit  of  such  animals  on  a  railway,  shall 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  being  so  used  be  cleansed  as  follows : — 

The  apparatus  shall  be  scraped  and  swept,  so  as  effectually  to  remove 
therefrom  all  dung,  litter,  and  other  matter,  and  then  be  thoroughly 
washed  or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water. 

(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  apparatus,  and  all  dung, 
litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom  shall  forthwith  be  well  mixed 
with  quicklime,  and  be  effectually  removed  from  contact  with  horses,  asses 
or  mules. 

Trucks,  etc. 

15.  — (1.)  A  railway  truck,  if  used  for  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  a  rail- 
way, shall,  on  every  occasion  after  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  taken  out  of  it,  and 
before  any  other  horse,  ass  or  mule,  or  any  fodder  or  htter,  or  anything 
intended  to  be  used  for  or  about  horses,  asses  or  mules  is  placed  in  it,  be 
cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows: — 

(i) .  The  floor  of  the  truck,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with  which  any 
such  animal  or  its  droppings  have  come  in  contact  shall  be  scraped 
and  swept,  and  the  scrapings  and  sweepings  and  all  dung,  sawdust, 
litter  and  other  matter  shall  be  effectually^  removed  therefrom: 
then 

(ii.)  The  same  parts  of  the  truck  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  or  scrubb- 
ed or  scoured  with  water;    and  then  have  applied  to  them  a 
coating  of  limewash  or  be  otherwise  disinfected  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  prescribed. 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  truck,  and  all  dung,  sawdust 
litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom  shall  forthwith  be  well  mixed 
with  quicklime,  and  be  effectually  removed  from  contact  with  horses, 
asses  or  mules. 

Horse-Boxes,  Guards^  Vans,  etc. 

16.  — (1.)  A  horse-box  or  other  railway  vehicle  (not  being  a  railway 
truck)  if  used  for  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  a  railway  shall,  on  every  occas- 
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ion  after  the  animal  is  taken  out  of  it,  and  before  any  other  horse,  ass  or 
mule  is  placed  in  it,  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows: — 

(i.)  The  floor  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with  which 
the  droppings  of  the  animal  have  come  in  contact,  shall  be  scraped 
and  swept,  and  the  scrapings  and  sweepings  and  all  dung,  sawdust 
fodder,  litter,  and  other  matter  shall  be  effectually  removed  there- 
from :  and 

(ii.)  The  sides  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with  which 
the  head  or  any  discharge  from  the  mouth  or  nostrils  of  the  animal 
has  come  in  contact,  and  any  halter  or  headstall  used  for  the 
animal  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  with  water  by  means  of 
a  sponge,  brush  or  other  instrument,  and  then  as  far  as  practicable 
be  disinfected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed;  and 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  dung,  sawdust, 
fodder,  litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom  shall  forthwith  be  well 
mixed  with  quicklime,  and  be  effectually  removed  from  contact  with  horses, 
asses  or  mules. 

Disinfection  prescribed  in  specified  Cases. 

17.  The  prescribed  manner  of  disinfection  to  be  adopted  in  the  case 
of  any  place  or  thing,  or  part  of  a  place  or  thing  required  to  be  disinfected 
under  this  Order,  is  as  follows: — 

The  place  or  thing,  or  the  part  thereof,  required  to  be  disinfected  shall 
be  thoroughtly  coated  or  washed  with — 

(a)  a  one  per  cent  (minimum)  solution  of  chloride  of  lime  containing 
not  less  than  thirty  per  cent  of  available  chlorine;  or 

(6)  a  four  per  cent  (minimum)  solution  of  carbolic  acid  (containing  not 
less  than  ninety-five  per  cent  of  actual  carbolic  acid),  followed  by 
a  thorough  sprinkling  with  lime  wash;  or 

(c)  a  disinfectant  equal  in  disinfective  efficiency  to  the  above  men- 
tioned solution  of  carbolic  acid,  followed  by  a  thorough  sprinkling 
with  lime  wash. 

Chapter  V. — General. 

Digging  up  of  Carcases. 

18.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  except  with  the  license  of  the 
board  or  permission  in  writing  of  an  inspector  of  the  board,  to  dig  up  or 
cause  to  be  dug  up,  the  carcase  of  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  that  has  been 
buried. 

Expenses  of  Burial  of  Carcases  of  Horses,  etc.,  washed  ashore. 

19.  Section  46  of  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894,  which  relates  to 
expenses  of  burial  of  certain  carcases  washed  ashore,  shall  apply  to  any 
carcase  of  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  washed  ashore. 
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Local  Authority  to  Enforce  Order. 

20.  The  provisions  of  this  Order,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  provided, 
shall  be  executed  and  enforced  by  the  local  authority  of  each  district  in 
Great  Britain. 

Extension  of  certain  Sections  of  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  189/f. 

21.  Horses,  asses  and  mules  shall  be  animals  for  the  purposes  of  the 
following  sections  of  the  Act  of  1894  (namely): 

Section  forty-three  (Police); 

Section  fortj^-four  (General  Administrative  Provisions); 
Section  fifty-six  (Proceedings  under  Customs  Acts  for  unlawful  landing 
or  shipping); 

and  also  for  the  purpose  of  all  other  sections  of  the  said  Act  containing 
provisions  relative  to  or  consequent  on  the  provisions  of  those  sections  and 
this  Order,  including  such  sections  as  relate  to  offences  and  legal  proceed- 
ings. 

Crown  not  bound  by  the  Order. 

22.  This  Order  does  not  bind  the  Crown. 

Offences. 

23.  — (1.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  landed  in  contravention  of  this 
Order,  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  owner  and  the  lessee  and  the  occupier 
of  the  place  of  landing  where  such  animal  is  landed,  and  also  the  owner 
and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of  the  vessel  from  which  the  same  is 
landed,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acis  and  defaults 
be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 

(2.)  If  any  horse  ass  or  mule  is  carried  on  a  vessel  which  does  not 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order  as  to  vessels  carrying  horses,  asses 
or  mules,  or  if  any  such  provision  or  any  provision  as  to  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  vessels  or  any  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  the  transit 
of  such  animals  by  sea,  is  not  complied  with  on  a  vessel  on  which  horses, 
asses  or  mules  are  carried,  the  owner  and  the  charterer  and  the  master 
of  the  vessel  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts  and 
defaults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 

(3.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  carried  by  railway  in  a  vehicle  which 
is  not  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  or  if 
any  provision  as  to  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  railway  vehicles  used  for 
horses,  asses  or  mules,  or  ai!y  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  the  transit 
of  such  animals  on  a  railway,  is  not  complied  with,  the  railway  company 
carrying  the  animal  or  owning  or  using  the  vehicle  or  apparatus  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 
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Interpretation. 

24.  In  this  Order,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 
''The  board"  means  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries; 
'Tort"  includes  place; 

*' Person"  includes  a  body  corporate; 

"Fodder"  means  hay  or  other  substance  commonly  used  for  food 
of  horses,  asses  or  mules; 

"Litter"  means  straw  or  other  substance  commonly  used  for  bedding 
or  otherwise  for  or  about  horses,  asses  or  mules; 

"The  Act  of  1894"  means  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894; 

"Master"  includes  a  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  a  vessel; 

Other  terms  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Act  of  1894. 

Commencement. 

25.  This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Revocation. 

26.  The  Orders  described  in  the  schedule  hereto  are  hereby  revoked 
to  the  extent  therein  specified. 

Short  Title. 

27.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Horses  (Importation  and  Transit) 
Order  of  1913.

REGULATIONS  REGARDING  THE  WEARING  OF  ORDERS, 
MINIATURE  DECORATIONS  AND  MEDALS,  WITH  EVENING 
DRESS. 

IN  amplification  of  the  regulations  issued  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain's 
Office  on  the  13th  June,  1912,  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor 
General  has  been  pleased  to  authorize  the  following  special  regulations 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

1.  Orders,  miniature  decorations  and  medals  will  be  worn  with  evening 
dress  on  the  following  occasions: — 

(a)  On  all  State  occasions  when  the  Governor  General  or  administrator 
is  present. 

(h)  At  dinners  and  evening  parties  given  by  the  Governor  General 

or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  administrator, 
(c)  At  all  official  military  dinners  not  covered  by  existing  regulations. 

2.  Orders,  miniature  decorations  and  medals  may  be  worn  with  evening 
dress  on  the  following  occasions: — 

(a)  At  the  opening  and  prorogation  of  provincial  legislatures. 
(h)  On  official  occasions  at  the  residence  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  a  province,  within  that  province. 

3.  The  above  are  the  only  occasions  when  orders,  miniature  decorations 
and  medals  will  be  worn  with  evening  dress.

Sir, — I  have  before  me  Your  Excellency's  courteous  letter  of  the 
24th  October  last  on  the  subject  of  the  powers  of  the  officers  of  the  Belgian 
consular  service  in  regard  to  the  settlement  of  estates,  more  particularly 
in  Canada. 
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By  virtue  of  regulations  in  force,  the  officers  in  question  in  the  Domin- 
ion, as  everywhere  else,  have  the  right  to  receive  the  goods  left  by  Belgian 
subjects  who  have  died  in  their  jurisdiction.  They  are  empowered  further 
to  give  to  the  local  authorities  a  valid  discharge. 

I  think  well  to  remind  Your  Excellency  that  this  procedure  is  followed 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  regard  to  the  sums  and  articles  forming  part 
of  the  estates  of  Belgian  sailors  who  die  w^hile  in  the  service  of  British 
shipping  companies.  The  moneys  and  articles  in  question  are  sent  to 
the  Belgian  Consulate  General  in  London  and  transmitted  to  those  entitled 
to  them  through  my  department.

3.  Every  importer  of  fruit,  or  his  representative  shall  cause  all  grade 
m.arks  found  on  closed  packages  containing  imported  fruit  to  be  completely 
removed,  erased  or  obliterated,  when  such  grade  marks  are  different  to,  or 
inconsistent  with  the  marking  or  branding  required  by  sections  320  and  321  of 
The  Inspection  and  Sale  Act,  or  section  4  of  these  regulations. 

4.  Every  importer  of  fruit,  or  his  representative,  shall  cause  all  closed 
packages  containing  such  imported  fruit  to  be  marked  or  branded  in  a  plain 
and  legible  manner,  in  letters  and  figures  not  less  than  half  an  inch  long,  and 
in  the  following  form : 


5.  The  removal,  erasure  or  obliteration  of  original  grade  marks  or  brands 
on  closed  packages  containing  imported  fruit  and  the  re-marking  or  branding 
of  said  closed  packages  to  conform  with  the  provisions  of  TJie  Inspection  and 
Sale  Act  as  required  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  done  at  the  time  when  the 
said  packages  are  being  taken  from  the  railway  car,  steamship  or  other  con- 
veyance in  which  they  have  been  brought  into  Canada. 

6.  The  marks  or  brands  specified  in  section  4  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
placed  on  the  end  of  the  packages.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  31st  of  March,  1913,  in  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  26  of  The  Adulteration  of  Food  Act,  chapter  133  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  the  following  standards  of  quality 
were  established  for  glucose  products,  viz: — 

1.  Starch  sugar  (corn  sugar,  grape  sugar)  is  the  solid  product  made  by 
hydrolyzing  starch,  or  a  starch  containing  substance,  until  the  greater  part  of 
the  starch  is  converted  into  dextrose. 

2.  Anhydrous  starch  sugar  contains  not  less  than  ninety-five  (95)  per  cent, 
of  dextrose  and  not  more  than  eight-tenths  (0-8)  per  cent  of  ash. 

3.  Hydrous  starch  sugar  (brewers'  sugar,  climax  sugar,  acme  sugar,  etc.) 
contains  from  seventy  to  eighty  (70  to  80)  per  cent  of  dextrose  and  not  more 
than  two  (2.0)  per  cent  of  ash.  When  sold  under  any  name  which  implies  a 
definite  percentage  of  dextrose  it  must  contain  at  least  the  stated  percentage  of 
that  component. 

4.  Glucose  (mixing  glucose,  confectioners'  glucose)  is  a  thick,  syrupy, 
nearly  colourless  product  made  by  incompletely  hydrolyzing  starch  or  a  starch 
containing  substance.  It  varies  in  density,  and  is  usually  sold  upon  the  basis 
of  density.  Upon  this  basis,  the  maximum  amount  of  water  present  is  as 
follows : —

It  contains  not  m.ore  than  two  (2-0)  per  cent  of  ash. 

5.  Corn  syrup  is  a  mixture  of  glucose  with  a  sugar  syrup  (sugar  cane  syrup, 
golden  syrup,  sorghum  syrup,  maple  syrup,  sugar  syrup,  molasses,  refiners' 
syrup,  treacle,  etc.)  with  or  without  the  addition  of  harmless  flavouring  sub- 
stances, and  contains  not  more  than  thirty-five  (35)  per  cent  of  water,  and  not 
more  than  three  (3)  per  cent  of  ash.

When  jam,  jelly,  marmalade,  etc.,  are  prepared  from  two  or  more  sorts  of 
fruits,  the  first  namxed  fruit  on  the  label  shall  be  that  which  is  present  in  largest 
amount;  thus  a  jam  made  from  strawberries  and  apples,  or  apple  pulp  or  apple 
jelly,  shall  be  labelled  as  strawberry  and  apple  jam,  only  if  the  weight  of  straw- 
berries used  exceeds  the  weight  of  apples  or  apple  pulp  or  apple  jelly  in  the 
product;  where  the  weight  of  apples  or  apple  pulp  or  apple  jelly  exceeds  the 
weight  of  strawberries  used,  the  label  shall  read,  apple  and  strawberry  jam,  or 
apple  jam  flavoured  v/ith  strawberries,  or  otherwise,  in  such  a  way  as  to  make 
clear  the  fact  that  strawberries  are  not  the  chief  constituent.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th  of  December,  1913,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  26  of  chapter  133,  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1906,  intituled  The  Adulteration  Act,  the  following  standards  of 
quality  and  limits  of  variability  for  vinegar  and  similar  articles  were 
established : — 

Vinegar  Standards. 

1.  Vinegar  is  a  more  or  less  coloured  liquid,  consisting  essentially  of  impure, 
dilute  acetic  acid,  obtained  by  the  oxidation  of  wine,  beer,  cider,  or  other  alco- 
holic liquor. 

2.  The  term  acetic  acid  in  the  above  and  in  the  following  clauses  is  to  be 
understood  to  mean  acetic  anhydride,  C4H6O3;  molecular  weight  =  102;  equivalent 
weight  =  51. 

One  cubic  centimetre  of  normal  soda  neutralizes  0-051  gramme  of  acetic 
acid.  Hence,  the  number  of  cubic  centimetres  of  normal  soda  required  to 
neutralize  100  grammes  of  vinegar,  when  multiplied  by  0-051  gives  the  percen- 
tage weight  of  acetic  acid  contained  in  the  vinegar. 

When  the  vinegar  is  measured  instead  of  being  weighed  the  number  of 
cubic  centimetres  of  normal  soda  required  to  neutralize  lOOcc  of  the  vinegar, 
multiplied  by  0-051  gives  the  percentage  weight  of  acetic  acid  in  100  volumes 
of  the  vinegar  and  is  stated  as  percentage  of  weight  in  volume. 

3.  Vinegar  shall  contain  not  less  than  three  and  one-half  (3-5)  per  cent; 
and  not  more  than  ten  and  one-half  (10-5)  per  cent  of  acetic  acid. 

4.  Wine  vinegar  is  vinegar  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous 
fermentation  of  the  juice  of  grapes. 

5.  Spirit  vinegar;  alcohol  vinegar;  grain  vinegar  is  vinegar  made  by  the- 
acetous  fermentation  of  diluted  distilled  alcohol. 

6.  Malt  vinegar  is  vinegar  made  by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous 
fermentation,  without  distillation,  of  an  infusion  of  malt,  with  or  without  the 
addition  of  other  cereals.  It  is  dextrorotatory,  and  contains  in  lOOcc  not  less 
than  1-8  grammes  of  solids,  and  not  less  than  0-2  gramme  ash. 

7.  Cider  vinegar,  apple  vinegar,  is  vinegar  made  by  the  alcoholic  and 
subsequent  acetous  fermentation  of  the  juice  of  apples.  It  is  l^evo-rotatory 
and  contains  in  lOOcc  not  less  than  1-6  grammes  of  apple  solids,  of  which  not 
more  than  50  p.c.  is  reducing  sugars;  and  not  less  than  0-35  gramme  of  apple 
ash.  The  water  soluble  ash  from  lOOcc  contains  not  less  than  ten  milligrammes 
of  phosphoric  acid  (P2O5)  and  requires  not  less  than  30cc  of  deci-normal  acid  to 
neutralize  its  alkalinity,  lOOcc  of  the  vinegar  contains  not  less  than  0- 15  gramm^e 
of  glycerine. 

8.  Vinegar  may  be  made  by  the  acetous  fermentation  of  dilute  alcoholic 
liquids  whose  alcohol  may  have  had  its  origin  in  the  fermentation  of  fruit  sugars 
of  various  kinds  or  of  ordinary  sugar.  Such  vinegar  should  bear  distinctive 
names,  indicating  the  source  of  the  saccharine  matter. 

9.  Blended  vinegar  is  made  by  mixing  two  or  more  of  the  above  varieties 
of  vinegar. 

10.  Artificial  vinegar;  imitation  vinegar;  vinegar  substitute;  acetar,  etc., 
are  solutions  of  pure  acetic  acid  within  the  limits  of  strength  of  vinegar,  which 
acid  is  not  wholly  the  product  of  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentation. 

11.  Concentrated  vinegar;  vinegar  essence,  is  a  liquid  containing  more  than 
10  •  5  of  acetic  acid,  whose  acetic  acid  entirely  the  product  of  the  acetous  fermenta- 
tion of  alcohol. 
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12.  Concentrated  artificial  vinegar,  or  concentrated  imitation  vinegar,  or 
imitation  vinegar  essence,  is  a  liquid  containing  more  than  10-5  p.c.  acetic  acid, 
such  acetic  acid  being  in  whole  or  in  part  derived  from  other  sources  than  the 
acetous  fermentation  of  alcohol. 

13.  Concentrated  vinegar;  vinegar  essence  and  concentrated  artificial 
vinegar,  etc.,  as  defined  in  sections  11  and  12,  shall  not  be  offered  for  sale  when 
the  acetic  acid  content  is  above  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  unless  labelled  in  such 
a  way  as  to  show  plainly  that  the  article  is  poisonous  unless  diluted  with  at 
least  an  equal  amount  of  water.

The  following  regulations  governing  the  employment  of  preservatives  shall 
apply  to  foods  intended  for  domestic  consumption : — 

Foods  intended  for  export  may  contain  preservatives,  provided  that  both 
in  specific  character  and  in  amount,  such  preservatives  do  not  conflict  with  regu- 
lations in  force  in  the  country  to  which  export  is  made. 

It  is  forbidden  to  add  any  preservative  whatever  to  milk,  or  any  other 
preservatives  than  those  named  in  Class  1,  to  foods  especially  intended  for  the 
use  of  infants  or  invalids. 


Preservatives  which  may  be  used  without  declaration  of  their  presence, 
provided  that  such  use  does  not  conflict  with  any  other  statutory  regulations: — 


Class  I. 


Common  salt; 
Sugar, 
Saltpetre, 
Wood  smoke.

Class  11. 


Preservatives  which  may  be  used  until  further  notice,  provided  that  no 
more  than  one  kind  of  preservative  substance,  named  in  the  list,  shall  be  added 
to  any  one  kind  of  food,  or  to  any  mixture  of  two  or  more  kinds  of  food;  that  the 
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amount  of  preservative  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  amount  herein  named,, 
and  that  the  presence  of  the  preservative  shall  be  declared  on  the  label. 

Regarding  this  class  of  preservatives  it  is  to  be  noted  that  toleration  of  their 
use  is  dependent  upon  the  fact  that  available  evidence  concerning  their  physio- 
logical action  is  not  considered  sufficient  to  prove  that  under  the  prescribed 
regulations,  th^  are  harmful  to  health  in  such  a  degree  as  to  bring  them  under 
sec.  3  (/)  of  The  Adulteration  Act,  which  reads  as  follows, — 

''Food  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  if 
it  contains  any  added  poisonous  ingredient,  or  any  ingredient  which  may  render- 
such  an  article  injurious  to  the  health  of  persons  or  cattle  consuming  it." 

Should  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  harmfulness  to  health  of  any  of  the- 
preservatives  named  in  Class  II  be  forthcoming,  such  preservatives  would 
immediately  fall  under  the  condemnation  of  The  Adidteration  Act,  and  foods, 
containing  such  preservatives  would  be  declared  to  be  adulterated. 

1.  Boric  Acid  (boracic  acid)  or  borax. 

Limit: — 1  part  in  400  in  cream. 

1  part  in  200  in  butter  and  other  foods. 

2.  Benzoic  Acid  (bensoate  of  soda).

4.  Sulphurous  Acid  (bisulphite  of  soda,  potash  or  lime).

Limit: — 1  part  in  1,500  parts  in  beverages.

Note. — This  substance  shall  not  be  used  to  take  the  place  of  sugar  in  any~ 
food  in  which  sugar  is  employed  as  a  source  of  nutriment,  or  for  its  feeding; 
value.    Where  sugar  is  used  only  as  a  sweetener,  saccharin  may  replace  it  under 
the  conditions  defined  above.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  5th  of  May,  1913,  under  the  authority  of 
section  66  of  The  Immigration  Act  of  Canada,  the  following  regulations 
for  the  protection  of  immigrants  seeking  employment  from  companies, 
fii-ms,  or  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  intelligence  officers,  or  employ- 
ment or  labour  agencies  in  Canada,  were  made  and  established : — 

Regulations. 

1.  Every  person,  firm  or  company  engaged  in  the  business  of  an  intelligence 
office,  or  employment  or  labour  agency,  and  having  business  dealings  with 
im_migrants,  shall  first  obtain  a  license  for  this  purpose  from  the  superintendent 
of  immigration,  Ottawa,  which  license  shall  be  issued  without  fee  upon  the 
superintendent  being  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  duly  com^plying  with  the 
requirements  of  The  Immigration  Act  and  Orders  in  Council  or  regulations  passed 
thereunder;  the  license,  unless  otherwise  cancelled,  shall  rem^ain  in  force  for  the 
calendar  year  during  which  it  is  issued,  and  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  the  holder's  premnses. 

2.  Such  license  shall  not  be  transferable,  and  shall  be  revocable  on  the 
written  order  of  the  superintendent  of  immigration,  where  the  latter  has  been 
satisfied  that  the  holder  is  not  complying  with  the  requirements  of  The 
ImmigratiGn  Act,  or  of  any  Orders  in  Council  or  regulations  passed  thereunder. 

3.  The  superintendent  of  immigration  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  license 
holders  hereunder. 

4.  No  person,  firm  or  company  engaged  in  an  intelligence  office,  or  employ- 
ment or  labour  agency  business  shall,  by  advertisement,  letter,  poster,  verbal 
communication  or  otherwise,  make  false  representations  to  any  immigrant 
seeking  emplo3^ment  as  to  opportunities,  or  conditions  of  emxployment,  with  any 
employer  in  Canada. 

5.  Every  holder  of  a  license  under  these  regulations  shall,  in  books  provided 
for  that  purpose,  keep  the  following  records  of  his  business,  viz:  the  full  name 
and  address  in  Canada,  and  home  address,  if  any  elsewhere,  of  every  immigrant 
with  whom  the  holder  has  dealings;  the  port  and  date  of  the  immigrant's  arrival 
in  Canada;  the  name  of  the  steamship  or  railvv^ay  by  which  the  immigrant  has 
come  to  Canada;  the  name  and  address  of  the  immigrant's  next  of  kin;  together 
with  the  name  and  address  of  the  employer  for  whom  the  immigrant  is  engaged; 
the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  performed;  the  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid,  the  rate  of 
board,  all  deductions  from  wages,  and  other  terms  of  engagement. 
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6.  Such  books  of  record  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection  by  any 
officer  authorized  for  this  purpose  by  the  superintendent  of  immigration. 

7.  The  employment  fee  chargeable  by  intelligence  offices,  employment  or 
labour  agencies  for  their  services  in  securing  employment  for  an  immigrant  shall 
not  in  any  case  exceed  the  sum  of  SI. 00,  and  such  fee  shall  be  refunded  in  case 
the  im^migrant  is  unable  immediately  upon  arrival  at  the  place  where  the  work 
was  represented  to  be,  to  secure  the  promised  employment  at  the  wages  and  upon 
the  terms  represented  afc  time  of  payment  of  fee. 

8.  No  holder  of  a  license  under  these  regulations  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
$1.00  fee  above  mentioned,  charge  to  any  immigrant  for  transportation  to  the 
point  where  employment  is  to  commence,  any  sum  more  than  the  actual  cost  of 
such  transportation. 

9.  No  holder  of  a  license  under  these  regulations  shall  engage  for  any 
emploj^er  of  labour,  any  immigrant,  unless  said  holder  of  license  has  in  his 
possession  a  written  and  dated  order  from  the  employer  of  labour  setting  forth 
specifically  the  number  of  men  and  women  whom  it  is  the  employer's  desire  to 
engage,  and  which  written  order  shall  also  state  full  particulars  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  work  to  be  performed,  the  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid,  the  rate  of  board,  all 
deductions  from  wageo  to  be  paid  and  other  terms  of  engagement. 

10.  Every  holder  of  a  license  under  these  regulations  shall  keep  on  a  file 
separate  from  other  correspondence  and  numbered  consecutively  from  one  up, 
all  orders  for  immiigrant  help  from  employers  of  labour  which  file  shall  be  pro- 
duced to  any  immigration  officer  requesting  to  see  the  same. 

11.  No  holder  of  a  license  under  these  regulations  shall  engage  for  any 
employer  of  labour  any  immigrant,  where  the  written  order  for  help  was  given 
over  two  months  before  the  filling  thereof. 

12.  Every  holder  of  a  license  under  these  regulations  shall  post  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  on  his  premises  any  copy  or  synopsis  of  these  regulations  which 
may  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  superintendent  of  immigration,  which 
copy  or  synopsis  may  be  in  any  language  or  languages. 

13.  If  any  license  holder  shall  be  convicted  of  an  indictable  offence,  his 
license  shall  ipso  facto  be  deemed  to  have  been  cancelled. 

14.  If  the  holder  of  a  license  hereunder  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
requirements  of  the  foregoing  regulations,  he  shall  be  liable  on  summary  con- 
viction to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $100.00,  and  in  default  of  payment,  to  a  term 
of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  10th  of  May,  1913,  section  14  of  the 
regulations  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  5th  of  May,  1913,  was 
repealed,  and  the  following  section  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

If  any  person,  firm  or  company,  engaged  in  the  business  of  an  intelligence 
office,  or  employment  or  labour  agency,  and  having  business  dealings  with 
immigrants,  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the  requirements  of  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, he  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $100.00 
and  in  default  of  payment,  to  a  term  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  14th  of  May,  1913,  the  Order  in  Council 
dated  18th  July,  1905,  establishing  regulations  for  the  issue  of  leases  of 
school  lands  for  petroleum  purposes,  was  rescinded  and  the  annexed  regu- 
lations (as  therein  set  forth)  were  made  and  established  for  the  issue 
of  leases  of  school  lands  for  petroleum  and  natural  gas  purposes  in  the  pro- 
vinces of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  8th  of  August,  1913,  the  regulations  relating 
"to  forest  reserves  established  under  the  authority  of  section  17  of  The 
.Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act,  by  Orders  in  Council  of  the  13th 
January,  1908,  and  the  12th  October,  1910,  were  rescinded,  and  the  accom- 
panying regulations  were  substituted  therefor: — 

REGULATIONS  FOR  DOMINION  FOREST  RESERVES. 

INTERPRETATION. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 
(a     Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  the  Interior; 

(h)  ''Director"  means  the  Director  of  Forestry; 

(c)  "Forest  officer"  means  any  officer  of  the  Forestry  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior; 

(d)  'Dominion  lands"  means  lands  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  which  are 
within  or  which  comprise  any  Dominion  forest  reserve  to  which  the  provisions 
of  I'he  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act  apply. 

TRES^^ASS. 

2.  The  following  acts  are  prohibited  on  Dominion  lands  within  Dominion 
forest  reserves: — 

(a)  Locating  or  settling  upon,  using  or  otherwise  occupying  such  lands, 
except  such  occupation  as  is  authorized  under  regulations  established  under  the 
authority  of  The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act,  or  is  authorized  by  a 
lease  or  license  granted  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  forest  reserve. 

(b)  Allowing  stock  to  be  driven  through  or  grazed  upon  such  lands  without 
a  permit. 

(c)  Taking,  cutting,  removing,  destroying  or  injuring  any  tree,  hay  or  other 
natural  product  or  object  in  or  upon  such  lands  without  a  permit,  sale  or  license, 
except  upon  lands  leased  or  licensed  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  forest  reserve  when 
such  cutting  and  removing  is  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  lease  or  license. 

(d)  Cutting  or  removing  timber  upon  lands  covered  by  a  lease,  license  or 
permit  for  surface  or  mining  rights  unless  such  right  of  removal  is  expressly 
conveyed  by  the  lease  or  license. 

3.  The  following  acts  are  prohibited  within  the  Dominion  forest  reserves: — 
(a)  Setting  out  or  causing  to  be  set  out  any  fire  in  the  open  air,  except  for 

<X)oking  or  camping  purposes,  without  a  permit  between  the  15th  day  of  April 
^nd  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  year. 
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(6)  Taking,  trapping,  killing  or  injuring  of  any  fish  without  a  permit. 

(c)  Hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding  or  injuring  of  any  wild  animal  or 
bird  on  such  lands  as  have  been  declared  a  game  reserve  under  the  authority  of 
The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act. 

(d)  Removing,  defacing  or  destroying  of  any  building  or  other  public  pro- 
perty or  of  any  post,  mark  or  notice  established  or  posted  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  reserves  or  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
regulations. 

(e)  Using  the  stamp  ''D.F.R."  or  any  other  stamp  or  brand  which  may  be 
selected  as  the  official  stamp  of  the  department  except  by  a  forest  officer. 

SETTING  OF  FIRES  AND  THE  USE  OF  FIRE. 

4.  The  director  or  any  other  officer  acting  under  his  instructions  may  grant 
permits  for  the  setting  out  of  fires  during  the  closed  season  between  the  15th  day 
of  April  and  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  year  as  established  by  section  3  of 
these  regulations  and  the  director  is  authorized  to  extend  the  closed  season  during 
periods  of  special  danger. 

5.  Every  person  who  makes  or  starts  a  fire  in  the  open  air  for  cooking  or 
camping  purposes  shall: — 

(a)  Select  a  bare  rock  whereon  to  kindle  such  a  fire  wherever  possible,  and 
if  there  be  no  bare  rock  in  the  neighbourhood,  then  a  site  on  which  there  is  the 
smallest  quantity  of  vegetable  natter,  dead  trees,  branches,  brushwood,  dry 
leaves  or  resinous  trees. 

(b)  Clear  the  place  in  which  he  is  about  to  light  the  fire  by  removing  all 
vegetable  matter,  dead  trees,  branches,  brushwood  and  dry  leaves  from  the  soil^ 
within  a  radius  of  ten  feet  from  the  fire. 

(c)  Exercise  and  observe  every  possible  precaution  to  prevent  such  fire  from 
spreading,  and  carefully  extinguish  the  same  before  quitting  the  place. 

6.  Any  person  who  throws  or  drops  any  burning  match,  ashes  from  a  pipe, 
lighted  cigar  or  any  other  burning  substance  or  w^ho  discharges  any  firearms 
within  a  forest  reserve  shall  completely  extinguish  before  leaving  the  spot  the 
fire  of  such  match,  ashes  of  a  pipe,  cigar,  wadding  of  the  firearm,  or  other  burning 
substance. 

7.  Any  act  or  regulations  made  thereunder  for  the  protection  of  forests  from 
fire  of  any  province  in  which  a  forest  reserve  is  situated  shall  be  applicable  to  such 
forest  reserve  and  any  breach  of  such  act  or  regulations  made  thereunder  shall 
be  held  to  be  a  breach  of  the  regulations  hereby  established  and  shall  render  the 
person  or  persons  guilty  of  such  breach  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  by  The 
Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act  in  addition  to  any  penalty  or  penalties 
provided  by  the  Provincial  Act. 

8.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly,  personally  or  through  any 
servant,  employee  or  agent, — 

(a)  Kindle  a  fire  or  let  it  run  at  large  on  any  land  not  his  own  property; 
(6)  Permit  any  fire  to  pass  from  his  own  land;  or 

(c)  Allow  any  fire  under  his  charge,  custody  or  control,  or  under  the  charge, 
custody  or  control  of  any  servant,  employee  or  agent  to  run  at  large,  with  the 
result  that  such  fire  shall  pass  into  any  forest  reserve,  shall  be  liable  in  addition 
to  any  penalty  imposed  by  any  Provincial  Act,  to  the  penalty  imposed  by  the 
Reserves  Act  for  any  breach  of  these  regulations. 

9.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  drive  of  timber  or  survey  or  exploring  party, 
or  of  any  other  party  in  any  forest  reserve,  shall  provide  himself  with  a  copy  of 
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these  regulations,  and  shall  see  that  the  men  under  his  charge  are  fully  informed 
of  the  provisions  thereof;  and  in  case  a  breach  of  these  regulations  is  committed 
by  any  of  tlieni  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  for  such  breach  as  if  it  had  been 
committed  by  himself,  unless  he  estabhshes  that  such  breach  was  committed 
without  his  knowledge  and  contrary  to  his  instructions,  but  such  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  person  in  charge  of  any  such  party  shall  not  relieve  any  member  of  his 
party  from  personal  liability  for  any  such  breach. 

10.  Every  engine  operated  by  the  power  of  steam  passing  through  or 
located  in  a  forest  reserve  shall,  by  the  company  or  authority  using  the  same,  be 
provided  with  and  have  in  use  all  the  most  improved  and  efficient  appliances  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  fire  from  the  furnace  or  ash  pan  or  from  the  smokestack  of 
such  engine,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  engineer  in  charge  of  any  such  engine 
to  use  all  necessary  means  and  appliances  to  prevent  the  esca,pe  of  fire. 

11.  Every  company  operating  a  railroad  by  the  power  cf  steam  shall,  where 
such  railroad  passes  through  a  forest  reserve,  establish  and  maintain  along  the  line 
thereof  at  such  points  and  for  such  distances  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Minister  to 
be  necessary  on  each  side  of  such  line  of  railroad  as  may  be  decided  by  the 
Minister,  a  good  and  sufficient  fire  guard  to  be  made  by  ploughing  the  land  to  the 
extent  of  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  width  on  the  side  of  the  fire  guard  farthest 
from  the  railroad,  and  by  burning  or  otherwise  freeing  from  inflammable  material 
the  spaces  between  such  ploughing  and  such  line  of  railroad;  provided,  however, 
that  from  the  15th  April  to  the  31st  October  no  fire  shall  be  started  for  the 
purpose  of  clearing  such  fire  guard  without  a  permit  from  a  forest  ranger. 

12.  Every  company  operating  a  railroad  by  the  power  of  steam  shall,  at 
all  times,  keep  its  right  of  way  and  such  fire  guards  free  from  wood  and  other 
inflammable  material  and  in  such  condition  as  not  to  allow  fire  to  spread  therein 
and  therefrom. 

13.  Every  railway  company  which  is  not  under  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  operating  a  railroad  by  the  power  of 
steam  within  a  forest  reserve  shall  provide  a  patrol  along  its  line  during  any 
period  when  there  is  danger  of  fire  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Minister  or  any  forest  offi_cer  acting  under  his  instructions,  and  the  Minister  or 
such  officer  acting  under  his  instructions  may  prescribe  the  number  of  patrolmen 
to  be  employed,  the  frequency  of  the  patrol  and  the  equipment  to  be  furnished 
such  patrolmen. 

14.  Any  forest  officer  may  set  out  fire  or  cause  the  same  to  be  set  out  under 
his  instructions  within  a  forest  reserve  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  timber  or  decreasing  fire  danger  or  for  any  other  purpose  required  for  the 
proper  administration  of  the  reserve. 

DISPOSAL  OF  TIMBER  BY  PERMIT,  SALE  OR  LICENSE. 

Paid  Permits. 

15.  The  director,  or  any  other  forest  officer  acting  under  his  instructions, 
m_ay  grant  annual  permits  for  the  cutting  of  timber  upon  the  forest  reserves, 
subject  to  the  conditions  provided  by  these  regulations. 

16.  Permits  for  the  cutting  of  timber  upon  the  forest  reserves  may  be 
granted  without  competition  as  follows: — 

{a)  To  actual  settlers  living  within  fifty  miles  of  the  nearest  boundary  of  a 
forest  reserve  for  their  own  use  upon  lands  occupied  by  them. 
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ih)  To  miners  and  prospectors  for  timber  required  for  development  work 
upon  mining  claims  held  by  them. 

(c)  For  mmiicipal  or  public  works  and  for  the  erection  of  schools  and  churches 
in  rural  districts. 

{d)  For  the  erection  of  buildings  or  other  structures  required  in  connection 
with  any  authorized  use  of  the  reserve  on  lands  within  the  reserve,  except  upon 
such  lands  as  are  included  within  the  limits  of  a  town  site. 

(e)  To  any  person  or  any  number  of  persons  co-operating  who  hold  proper 
water  records,  for  the  constructing  of  flumes,  dams  or  other  structures  to  be 
used  to  obtain  water  for  irrigating  the  land  or  lands  of  such  person  or  persons, 
provided  that  no  company  engaged  in  or  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  selling, 
leasing  or  otherwise  disposing  of  land  or  water  as  a  comm.ercial  enterprise,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  permit  under  this  regulation. 

(/)  To  the  holders  of  permits  or  leases  for  rights  of  way  for  the  construction 
of  roads,  trails,  telephone  or  telegraph  lines  or  other  authorized  use  of  forest 
reserve  land  for  such  timber  as  is  required  to  be  cut  from  the  right  of  way  in 
order  to  make  it  available  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  permit  or  lease  of  occupa- 
tion is  granted. 

{g)  To  any  company  constructing  a  railroad  through  a  forest  reserve  under 
proper  authority,  or  to  any  person  holding  a  contract  from  such  company  for 
cutting  ties  or  timber  for  constructing  such  railroad,  for  ties  and  other  con- 
struction timber,  including  timber  for  buildings  required  in  connection  with  the 
construction,  upon  any  tract  in  the  vicinity  of  the  railroad. 

17.  The  maximum  quantities  which  may  be  granted  under  permit  to  the 
person  specified  in  section  16  are  as  follows: — 

(a)  To  actual  settlers  (subsection  a,  section  16)  10,000  feet  board  measure' 
of  saw  logs,  500  fence  posts,  500  fence  rails  not  over  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
butt,  1,000  lineal  feet  of  round  building  timber,  25  cords  of  wood  for  fuel. 

(6)  To  miners  and  prospectors  (subsection  h,  section  16)  50,000  feet  board 
measure  of  timber  or  its  equivalent. 

(c)  For  municipal  and  public  worKs  (subsection  c,  section  16)  whatever 
timber  is  required,  and  for  churches  and  schools  in  rural  districts  20,000  feet 
board  measure  or  its  equivalent. 

{d)  To  occupants,  permittees  or  lessees  (subsection  d,  section  16)  3,000 
lineal  feet  of  building  logs,  500  roof  poles  not  over  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
butt. 

(e)  For  irrigation  purposes  (subsection  e,  section  16)  50,000  feet  board 
measure  or  its  equivalent. 

18.  The  minimum  rates  of  dues  which  may  be  charged  for  a  timber  permit 
are  as  follows:-^ 

(a)  Cordwood,  25  cents  per  cord. 

(6)  Mining  props  and  poles,  other  than  telegraph  and  telephone  poles,  3^ 
cent  per  lineal  foot. 

(c)  Fence  posts,  one  cent  each. 

{d)  Poles  or  rails  (not  to  exceed  six  inches  at  the  butt),  two  cents  each. 

(e)  Telephone  and  telegraph  poles,  cent  per  lineal  foot  for  poles  25  feet 
in  length  and  under,  1  cent  per  lineal  foot  for  poles  over  twenty-five  feet  in 
length. 

/)  Shingle  bolts,  50  cents  per  cord. 
{g)  Railway  ties,  3  cents  each. 

Qi)  Sawlogs,  $1.50  per  thousand  feet  board  measure. 
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{i)  Dead  timber  on  the  Rocky  Mountain  Forest  Reserve,  50  cents  per 
thousand  feet  board  measure. 

(j)  Round  building  timber,  3^  cent  per  lineal  foot. 

19.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  it  is  necessary  to  take  special 
measures  for  the  improvement  of  any  forest  reserve  or  for  the  encouragement 
of  any  specially  valuable  species  of  timber  within  a  forest  reserve,  he  may  vary 
the  requirements  of  the  regulations  and  the  scale  of  dues  to  be  charged  to  such 
an  extent  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  that  purpose,  provided  that  not  less  than 
the  minimum  rate  of  dues  fixed  by  the  regulations  may  be  charged. 

20.  The  director  may  fix  the  dues  on  any  classes  of  timber  which  may  not 
have  been  provided  for  in  these  regulations,  provided  that  such  dues  shall  not, 
when  reduced  to  the  same  standards,  be  less  than  the  minimum  dues  fixed  by 
these  regulations. 

FREE  PERMITS. 

21.  A  permit  to  cut  25  cords  of  dry  wood  free  of  dues  may  be  granted  to  any 
applicant  for  his  own  use. 

22.  Any  bona  fide  occupant  of  a  homestead  who  has  the  right  to  a  permit 
to  cut  timber  free  of  dues  under  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  granting  of  yearly  licenses  and  permits  to  cut  timber  on  Dominion 
lands  established  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  1st  of  July,  1898,  as  amended 
by  subsequent  Orders  in  Council,  or  who  may  acquire  the  right  under  the  said 
regulations  and  amendments  thereto,  may  be  granted  a  permit  to  exercise  such 
rights  within  any  forest  reserve  covered  by  the  regulations  hereby  estaVjlished, 
provided  the  application  for  such  permit  is  m^ade  within  five  yeors  of  the  date  of 
homestead  entry,  but  the  permittee  must  comy.ly  with  the  requirements  of  the 
regulations  hereby  established  or  of  any  amendment  thereto. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  PERMITS. 

23.  An  office  fee  of  25  cents  shall  be  required  before  any  permit  is  issued. 
The  fee  and  dues  in  connection  with  any  permit  must  be  paid  in  full  before  the 
permit  is  issued  and  all  outstanding  permits  must  have  been  returned. 

24.  Permits  for  cutting  timber  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May  next 
succeeding  the  date  of  issue  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one 
permit  in  one  year  of  each  class  provided  for  by  these  regulations,  excepting  for 
the  classes  of  permits  provided  for  in  subsectior  s  /  and  g  of  section  16  of  these 
regulations.  Each  permit  shall  designate  the  location  in  which  the  cutting  is  to 
be  done  and  the  quantities  and  classes  of  timber  to  be  cut  thereunder. 

25.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  or  condition  of  the  permit  by  a  permittee 
or  failure  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve 
or  the  forest  ranger  shall  render  the  permit  Uable  to  cancellation  and,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Minister,  the  privilege  of  obtaining  any  further  or  other  permit 
shall  be  withdrawn. 

26.  All  timber  cutting  upon  the  reserves  shall  be  done  under  the  control  of 
the  forest  ranger  or  other  officer  and  subject  to  his  instructions,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  Only  such  timber  shall  be  cut  as  is  designated  by  the  forest  officer. 

(b)  No  unnecessary  damage  shall  be  done  to  the  young  growth  or  to  trees 
left  standing. 
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(c)  All  merchantable  portions  shall  be  taken  from  the  trees  cut  and  there 
shall  be  no  unnecessary  waste  of  timber. 

{d)  Stumps  shall  not  be  cut  higher  than  18  inches  without  special  permission 
from  the  forest  officer. 

(e)  All  the  debris  of  operations  shall  be  piled  for  burning  unless  written 
permission  to  the  contrary  is  given  by  the  forest  officer. 

SALES  WITHOUT  COMPETITION. 

27.  The  director  or  any  other  forest  officer  acting  under  his  instructions  may 
sell  timber  without  competition  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  To  residents  of  towns  and  villages  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  their 
own  use  in  quantities  not  to  exceed  3,000  lineal  feet  of  round  timber  and  500  roof 
poles  not  to  exceed  6  inches  in  diameter  at  the  butt  in  any  one  year  at  an  upset 
price  not  less  than  that  fixed  by  these  regulations  for  permits. 

(6)  To  any  applicant  for  his  ov/n  use  or  for  sale  or  barter,  green  or  dry 
cordwood  at  not  less  than  25  cents  per  cord  and  in  amounts  not  to  exceed  400 
cords  on  any  one  permit. 

SALES  BY  TENDER. 

28.  The  director  may  approve  of  contracts  for  the  sale  of  timber  from  the 
forest  reserves  in  quantities  not  to  exceed  5,000,000  feet  board  measure  or  its 
equivalent,  on  any  one  sale  for  a  period  of  removal  not  to  exceed  five  years 
providing  that  the  timber  so  sold  shall  have  been  advertised  for  sale  in  a  news- 
paper circulating  in  the  district  in  which  the  timber  is  situated  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  30  days.  The  director  may  fix  the  upset  price  and  other  con- 
ditions of  the  contract  subject  to  these  regulations.  If  no  tender  is  received  the 
timber  so  advertised  may  be  disposed  of  at  private  sale  at  not  less  than  the  upset 
price  at  which  the  sale  was  advertised. 

29.  Appfications  for  sales  of  timber  under  5,000,000  feet  shall  be  made 
to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  forest  reserve  on  forms  provided  by  the  department 
to  be  forwarded  to  the  director. 

30.  All  applications  for  sales  of  timber  m.ade  under  section  28  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  deposit  of  S50.  In  case  the  timber  is  not  advertised  for  sale  or  if 
it  is  advertised  and  the  depositor  is  not  the  successful  tenderer  his  deposit  will  be 
returned.  If  the  timber  is  advertised  and  no  tender  is  received  the  deposit 
will  be  forfeited.  If  the  depositor  is  the  successful  tenderer  the  deposit  will  be 
retained  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  dues. 

31.  Each  person  submitting  a  tender  for  timber  advertised  under  these 
regulations  shall  be  required  to  deposit  with  his  tender  an  amount  equal  to  not 
less  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  dues  at  the  upset  price  on  the  quantity  of  timber 
to  be  sold  when  the  total  does  not  exceed  $5,000  and  one-tenth  when  the  total 
exceeds  that  amount.  This  deposit  shall  be  retained  in  case  the  tender  is  accepted 
and  shall  be  returned  if  the  tender  is  rejected.  The  person  to  whom  the  timber 
is  awarded  shall  immediately  sign  an  agreement  to  conduct  the  operation  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  sale  and  the  regulations  of  the  forest  reserve. 

(6)  The  purchaser  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  timber  cut  either  by  scale,  count 
or  measurement  as  may  be  specified  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  department  and 
such  record  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  forest  officer  at  any  time.  Sworn 
returns  shall  also  be  furnished  quarterly  by  the  purchaser  showing  the  quantity  of 
timber  cut  and  payment  of  the  dues  on  the  timber  so  reported  shall  be  made  at

these  quarterly  periods.  The  deposit  made  with  the  tender  shall  be  retained  and 
applied  in  settlement  of  the  two  last  quarterly  returns  and  all  deposits  in  excess 
of  the  amount  found  to  be  due  shall  be  refunded  when  the  sale  is  closed.  Sales 
shall  be  closed  by  the  director  on  the  report  of  the  forest  officer  in  charge  to  the 
effect  that  all  conditions  of  the  contract  have  been  compHed  with. 

(c)  Contracts  may  be  cancelled  hy  the  Minister  for  failure  to  compl}^  with 
the  conditions  of  the  same  and  all  deposits  shall  be  forfeited  on  such  cancellation. 

32.  The  director  may  require  that  bonds  be  given  for  the  fulfilment  of  the 
conditions  of  the  contract  whenever  in  his  opinion  it  is  desirable. 

33.  No  person  to  whom  a  sale  of  timber  has  been  made,  as  provided  for  in 
section  28,  shall  be  ehgible  to  tender  on  another  sale  during  the  term  of  the 
contract  of  sale  except  within  a  period  of  six  months  prior  to  the  expiration 
thereof  and  unless  the  conditions  of  the  contract  have  been  complied  with. 

SEIZURES. 

34.  All  timber  cut  within  a  forest  reserve  without  proper  authority  shall  be 
liable  to  seizure,  whether  in  the  possession  of  the  person  by  whom,  it  was  cut  or  of 
any  other  persons,  and  v/hether  it  has  or  has  not  been  removed  from  the  reserve; 
and  the  person  by  whom  the  timber  was  cut  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister, 
forfeit  all  right  to  obtain  a  permit  within  a  forest  reserve,  in  addition  to  any 
other  penalty  provided  by  The  Forest  Reserves  Act,  or  by  these  regulations. 
Unless  the  person  who  cut  the  timber  can  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  forest  reserve  that  the  cutting  was  done  without  wilful 
intent  to  contravene  the  regulations,  the  timber  shall  be  confiscated  and  may 
be  disposed  of  by  public  auction  after  proper  advertisem^ent,  and,  if  no  bid  equal 
to  the  amount  due  the  Government  is  received,  may  be  disposed  of  by  private 
sale.  If  it  is  established  that  the  cutting  was  done  without  wilful  intent  to  con- 
travene the  regulations,  the  timber  ma.y  be  released  on  payment  of  a  fine  equi- 
valent to  at  least  double  dues  on  the  timber  seized,  which  may  be  collected 
whether  the  timber  is  partly  covered  by  permit  or  not. 

35.  If  timber  has  been  cut  on  a  forest  reserve  without  authority,  and  has  been 
removed  beyond  the  reach  of  the  forest  officers,  the  person  responsible  for  the 
cutting,  whether  done  by  him.self  or  som.e  person  employed  by  him,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  not  exceeding  three  dollars 
for  each  tree  unlawfully  cut.  If  the  person  responsible  for  cutting  the  timber 
unlawfully  can  establish  that  the  cutting  was  done  w^ithout  wi-lful  intent  to 
infringe  the  regulations,  he  may  be  relieved  from  further  liability  by  the  Minister 
on  pajmient  of  at  least  double  dues  on  the  quantity  cut,  as  determined  by  the 
forest  officer. 

GRAZING  OF  LIVE  STOCK. 

36.  Permits  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year  for  the  grazing  of  live  stock 
on  forest  reserves  may  be  granted  by  the  director  of  forestry,  or  any  forest  officer 
acting  under  his  instructions,  except  where  it  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister 
that  the  exclusion  of  stock  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  reserve. 

37.  The  number  and  kind  of  stock  which  may  be  grazed  upon  each  grazing 
district  in  each  reserve  and  the  period  during  which  grazing  will  be  permitted  shall 
be  determined  for  each  year  by  the  director  of  forestry. 

38.  Applications  for  the  grazing  of  stock  shall  be  made  to  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  reserve.    Any  applications  received  after  the  first  day  of  March

shall  be  entitled  to  consideration  only  after  the  applications  received  prior  to  such 
date  have  been  satisfied  or  disposed  of.  Applications  for  grazing  permits  must  be 
made  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the  director  of  forestry  for  that  purpose,  and 
must  give  the  information  called  for  by  such  form  including  the  brands  for  the 
identification  of  the  stock. 

39.  In  considering  applications  for  grazing  permits  on  a  forest  reserve  the 
following  classes  of  applicants  shall  be  considered  in  the  following  order  of 
preference : — 

Class  1. — Persons  owning  and  residing  upon  improved  ranch  or  farm  pro- 
perty near  a  forest  reserve  who  are  dependent  on  the  forest  reserve  for  range  for 
their  stock  and  who  do  not  own  more  stock  than  the  grazing  unit  for  the  district. 

Class  2. — Persons  owning  improved  ranch  or  farm  property  near  a  forest 
reserve  who  are  dependent  on  the  forest  reserve  for  range  for  their  stock,  but  who 
do  not  reside  on  the  property,  or  who  own  more  stock  than  the  grazing  unit  for  the 
district. 

Class  3.— Persons  who  do  not  own  improved  property  near  the  forest 
reserve  or  who  are  not  dependent  on  the  forest  reserve  for  range. 

Applications  from  persons  in  Class  3  may  be  refused  if  the  applications  from 
persons  in  Classes  1  and  2  are  for  a  number  of  stock  equal  to  the  maximum  fixed 
by  the  director  under  section  37  of  these  regulations. 

40.  An  office  fee  of  25  cents  shall  be  required  before  any  permit  is  issued. 
The  director  of  forestry  shall  fix  the  dues  for  grazing  permits  for  each  forest 
reserve.  The  minimum  dues  for  a  grazing  permit  for  cattle  or  horses  shall  be 
five  cents  per  head  per  month,  and  the  m-aximum  shall  be  ten  cents  per  head  per 
month,  but  no  permit  shall  be  granted  for  less  than  twenty-  sve  cents  per  head. 

The  rate  of  dues  charged  for  sheep  shall  be  one-fourth  of  that  charged  for- 
cattle. 

If  the  tract  to  be  grazed  is  enclosed  by  a  fence  the  dues  for  a  grazing  permit 
may  be  increased  to  twenty-five  cents  per  head  per  month  or  one  dollar  per  head 
for  the  season. 

The  fees  and  dues  in  connection  with  any  permxit  must  be  paid  in  full  before 
the  permit  is  issued. 

Only  stock  six  months  old  or  over  will  be  counted  in  the  determination  of 
the  dues  for  a  permit. 

•  41.  The  director  of  forestry  may  establish  a  fixed  number  of  stock  as  a 
grazing  unit  for  each  forest  reserve,  the  basis  of  the  minimum  unit  being  the 
number  of  stock  which  can  be  carried  during  the  winter  in  connection  with  a 
homestead  or  small  ranch;  and  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  permits  for 
grazing  stock  are  issued  in  any  grazing  district  may  be  increased  to  the  number 
of  grazing  units  which  will  be  supported  by  the  maximum  limit  for  the  grazing 
district,  and  the  number  of  stock  grazed  on  the  district  by  any  one  person  may 
be  reduced  to  the  grazing  unit  on  such  scale  of  reduction  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
director,  but  any  such  reduction  shall  be  made  only  at  the  close  of  a  grazing 
season  and  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  20%  o^  the  total  number  of  stock 
grazed  in  the  grazing  district  by  such  person  under  permit. 

42.  All  cattle  and  horses  over  six  months  old  must  be  branded  before 
being  permitted  to  graze  on  the  forest  reserve. 

43.  When  a  permittee  wishes  to  drive  stock  on  the  reserve  he  must  before 
doing  so  give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  forest  ranger  or  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  reserve,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  stating  the  number  of  stock  to  be 
driven  in.    Similar  notice  must  also  be  given  when  the  stock  are  to  be  removed. 
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44.  At  the  expiration  of  the  permit  the  permittee  shall  remove  his  stock 
from  the  reserve,  and  if  this  is  not  done  within  fifteen  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  permit  the  forest  ranger  or  ti  c  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  may  have  the 
stock  removed  and  the  department  will  assume  no  responsibility  for  the  loss  of 
the  stock  or  for  damage  occasioned  by  them. 

45.  Any  stock  removed  from  the  reserve  before  the  expiration  of  the  permit 
may  be  replaced  by  other  stock,  to  an  equal  number,  owned  by  the  permittee. 

46.  If  the  stock  are  sold  during  the  term  of  the  permit  the  permit  shall  be 
surrendered  and  a  new  permit  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  will  be 
issued  free  of  dues  to  the  purchaser  of  the  stock. 

47.  All  stock  grazed  under  permit  must  be  supplied  with  salt  at  such  places 
and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  designated  by  the  forest  ranger. 

48.  The  carcases  of  any  animals  on  the  reserves  which  die  of  infectious 
diseases  must  be  burned  and  any  carcases  which  are  in  the  vicinity  of  any 
supply  or  body  of  water  or  any  habitation  must  be  removed  or  buried  by  the 
owner  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  forest  ranger. 

49.  Permits  for  driving  stock  across  a  reserve  may  be  granted  by  the 
forest  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  on  such  conditions  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

50.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  or  conditions  of  the  permit  by  a  permittee 
or  failure  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  or 
of  the  forest  ranger  shall  render  the  permit  liable  to  cancellation  and,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Minister,  the  privilege  of  obtaining  any  further  or  other  permit 
shall  be  withdraAvn. 

51.  An^  damage  done  to  improvements  on  a  forest  reserve  shall  be  repaired 
by  the  person  responsible  for  such  damage  whether  the  damage  is  the  result  of 
his  own  action,  or  the  action  of  any  person  employed  by  him  or  of  stock  owned 
by  him. 

52.  When  it  is  considered  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  injury  or  con- 
tamination to  any  sources  of  water  supply,  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve 
may  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  protection  and  for  that  purpose 
may  provide  for  the  exclusion  of  stock  therefrom  by  fencing  or  otherwise. 

53.  Any  person  owning  or  leasing  unfenced  land  within  a  forest  reserve  who 
waives  the  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  such  land  maj^  be  granted  a  permit  free  of 
dues  for  a  number  of  stock  equa.1  to  the  number  which  can  be  carried  on  such 
land  under  the  regulations  for  granting  leases  for  grazing  purposes  on  Dominion 
lands,  namely,  one  head  of  cattle  or  horses  for  each  twenty  acres. 

54.  Whenever  any  live  stock  association  whose  membership  includes  a 
majorit}^  of  the  owners  of  any  class  of  live  stock  using  a  forest  reserve  or  portion 
thereof  shall  appoint  a  committee,  an  agreement  on  the  part  of  which  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  association,  such  committee,  upon  application  to  the  director, 
may  be  recognized  as  an  advisory  board  for  the  association,  and  shall  then  be 
entitled  to  receive  notice  of  proposed  action  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
by  the  local  forest  officer  in  reference  to  increase  or  decrease  in  the  number  of 
stock  to  be  allowed  for  any  year,  the  division  of  the  range  between  different 
classes  of  stock,  or  their  ov/ners,  or  the  adoption  of  special  rules  to  meet  local 
conditions. 

GRAZING  TRESPASS. 

55.  The  owner  of  any  stock  grazing  on  a  forest  reserve  without  a  permit 
shall  be  liable  to  at  least  four  times  the  regulation  rate  of  dues  for  the  number  of 
stock  so  grazing  unless  he  can  establish  that  the  trespass  was  made  without 
wilful  intent  in  which  case  at  least  double  dues  shall  be  charged. 
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DISPOSAL  OF  HAY. 

56.  Permits  for  cutting  wild  grass  for  hay  on  forest  reserves  may  be  granted 
by  the  director  or  any  officer  acting  under  his  instructions. 

57.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  for  a  period  greater  than  one  year,  and  no 
permit  shall  be  transferable.  The  cutting  of  hay  shall  not  be  permitted  before 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July  in  any  year  or  such  other  date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  forest  reserve. 

58.  Any  actual  settler  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  a  forest  reserve  may  be 
granted  a  permit  for  hay  for  use  by  stock  owned  by  him  on  paying  therefor  at  the 
rate  of  ten  cents  per  ton. 

(6)  Permits  may  be  granted  to  cut  hay  for  barter  or  sale  at  the  rate  of  fifty 
cents  per  ton,  but  such  permits  shall  not  be  granted  until  after  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  July  in  any  year  or  such  other  date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  officer  in  charge 
as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  permit  shall  be  twenty-five  cents.  The  fee  and  dues  in 
connection  with  a  permit  must  be  paid  in  full  before  the  permit  is  issued  and  all 
previous  permits  must  have  been  returned. 

59.  Application  for  permits  of  hay  may  be  received  at  any  time  after  the 
first  day  of  January  and  permits  may  be  gTanted  at  any  time  after  the  first  day 
of  April. 

60.  In  case  two  or  more  applications  are  received  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  April  in  any  year  for  permits  to  cut  hay  on  one  parcel  of  land,  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  forest  reserve  shall  have  authority  to  make  a  division  among  the 
applicants  or  to  put  up  the  right  to  a  permit  to  tender. 

61.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  by  a  permittee  or  failure  to  comply  with 
the  instructions  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  or  of  the  forest  ranger  shall . 
render  the  permit  liable  to  cancellation  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister, 
the  privilege  of  obtaining  any  further  or  other  permit  shall  be  withdrawn. 

SEIZUKES. 

62.  All  hay  cut  within  a  forest  reserve  without  proper  authority  shall  be 
liable  to  seizure,  whether  in  the  possession  of  the  person  by  whom  it  was  cut  or 
of  any  other  person  and  whether  it  has  not  been  removed  from  the  reserve;  and 
the  person  by  whom  the  hay  was  cut  shall  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  forfc  it 
all  right  to  obtain  permit  within  a  forest  reserve  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty 
provided  by  The  Forest  Reserves  Act  or  by  these  regulations. 

(6)  Unless  the  person  who  cut  the  hay  can  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  forest  reserve  that  the  cutting  was  done  without  vvdlful 
intent  to  contravene  the  regulations,  the  hay  shall  be  confiscated  and  may  be 
disposed  of  by  public  auction  after  proper  advertisement,  and,  if  no  bid  equal  to 
the  amount  due  the  government  is  received,  may  be  disposed  of  by  private  sale. 

(c)  If  it  is  established  that  the  cutting  was  done  without  wilful  intent  to 
contravene  the  regulations,  the  hay  may  be  released  on  payment  of  a  fine 
equivalent  to  at  least  double  dues  on  the  hay  seized,  which  may  be  collected 
whether  the  hay  is  partly  covered  by  permit  or  not. 

63.  If  hay  has  been  cut  on  a  forest  reserve  without  authority,  and  has  been 
removed  beyond  the  reach  of  the  forest  officers,  the  person  responsible  for  the 
cutting,  whether  done  by  himself  or  some  person  employed  by  him,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  not  exceeding  three  dollars  for 
each  ton  of  hay  unlawfully  cut. 
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(6)  If  the  person  responsible  for  cutting  the  hay  unlawfully  can  establish  that 
the  cutting  was  done  without  wilful  intent  to  infringe  the  regulations,  he  may 
be  relieved  from  further  liability  by  the  Minister  on  payment  of  at  least  double 
dues  on  the  quantity  cut,  as  determined  by  the  forest  officer. 

USE  OF  LANDS  UNDER  LEASE  OR  PERMIT. 

64.  The  Minister  is  authorized  to  lease  lands  for  the  following  purposes, 
and  under  the  conditions  hereinafter  provided: — 

(a)  Surface  rights  for  mining  claims. 

(6)  Schools,  churches,  club-houses,  sanitaria  and  cemeteries, 
(c)  Summer  resort  lots. 

Conditions  governing  the  leasing  of  lands  for  above  purposes: — 
(a)  The  owner  or  lessee  of  a  mining  claim  may  acquire  under  such  form  of 
lease,  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Minister,  such  portion  of  the 
surface  rights  on  lands  within  the  boundaries  of  the  claim  as  is  necessary  for  the 
proper  working  of  the  mine,  the  term  of  the  lease  not  to  exceed  the  term  of  the 
lease  of  the  mining  rights,  or  in  any  case  a  term  of  twenty-one  years. 

{h)  Leases  of  surface  rights  may  be  granted  on  such  conditions  and  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years,  for  such  areas  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Minister  for  churches,  club-houses,  sanitaria  and  cemeteries,  and  may  be 
renewed  for  like  periods  from  time  to  time  if  the  conditions  of  the  lease  have  been 
complied  with. 

(c)  Leases  for  building  lots  within  duly  established  summer  resorts,  on  such 
form  as  is  approved  by  the  Minister,  may  be  granted  for  a  period  of  forty-two 
years  renewable  in  like  periods  at  a  rental  to  be  fixed  by  the  Minister.  Such  rental 
shall  be  subject  to  readjustment  in  the  year  1920  and  at  the  end  of  each  period  of 
ten  years  thereafter. 

Before  a  lease  is  issued  in  favour  of  any  applicant  he  shall  be  required  to 
execute  an  agreement  by  which  he  will  undertake  to  erect  and  complete  within  one 
year  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  forest  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  a  building  for 
residential  purposes  according  to  plans  and  specifications  previously  approved 
by  the  said  forest  officer,  and  on  fulfilment  of  the  terms  of  the  agreement  the  lease 
shall  be  granted.  No  building  shall  be  erected  or  used  for  other  than  residential 
purposes  except  by  special  authorization  of  the  Minister. 

{(i)  Leases  shall  not  be  transferable  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Minister. 

65.  Perm.its  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  year  for  the  construction  of 
buildings,  fences  or  other  works  or  structures  on  forest  reserves  and  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  lands  necessary  for  any  purpose  authorized  by  the  regulations  may  be 
granted  by  the  director  or  any  other  officer  acting  under  his  instructions,  subject 
to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister.  The  f 
Minister  may  in  his  discretion  put  the  right  up  to  tender. 

66.  Permits  at  the  minimum  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  may  be  granted, — 
(a)  To  hunters,  trappers,  prospectors  and  fishermen  for  cabins. 
(6)  To  grazing  permittees  for  cabins,  corrals,  drift  fences,  stock- watering 

tanks  and  dipping- vats. 

(c)  To  lessees  of  lots  in  summer  resorts  in  forest  reserves  for  boathouses. 

{d)  To  any  person,  or  number  of  persons  co-operating  who  hold  proper  water 
records,  for  the  construction  of  flumes,  dams,  or  other  structures  in  forest  reserves 
to  be  used  to  obtain  water  for  irrigating  the  land  or  lands  of  such  person  or  persons, 
provided  that  no  company  engaged  in  or  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  selling,  | 
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leasing  or  otherwise  disposing  of  land  or  water  as  a  commercial  enterprise  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  permit  as  herein  provided. 

(e)  For  millsites,  logging  railways,  tramways,  flumes,  and  chutes  required 
by  persons  authorized  to  cut  timber  on  public  lands. 

(/)  For  works  for  municipal  water  supply. 

(g)  For  roads  and  trails. 

67.  Permits  at  a  scale  of  fees  to  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  may  be  granted,— 
(a)  For  enclosing  pastvires  not  to  exceed,  except  in  the  Rocky  Mountains 

forest  reserve,  twenty  acres  in  area. 

{h)  For  sawmills,  stopping  places,  restaurants,  stores,  summer-houses  and 
boat-houses,  and  for  any  other  buildings  required  for  temporary  purposes. 

(c)  For  irrigation  works  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

68.  Permits  for  periods  not  to  exceed  one  year  for  the  cultivation  of  land 
in  special  cases  approved  by  the  Minister,  where  it  is  necessary  to  improve  the 
production  of  feed  for  stock,  may  be  granted  on  such  terms  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Minister. 

69.  All  leases  and  permits  granted  under  these  regulations  shall  be  issued 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  Minister  to  construct  or  authorize  the  construction  of 
roads,  trails  or  telephone  lines  on  or  across  the  lands  included  in  such  lease  or 
permit,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  a  reservation  of  a  public  shore  allowance  of 
at  least  sixty-six  feet  in  width,  measured  from  highwater  mark  along  all  lakes, 
rivers  or  streams. 

70.  Lessees  and  permittees  must  keep  their  buildings  and  premises  in  a  neat 
and  sanitary  condition,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  regulations  in  force  in  the 
forest  reserves  and  to  the  directions  of  the  forest  officers  in  giving  effect  to  such 
regulations. 

7L  In  such  portions  of  any  reserve  where  restrictions  on  camping  are 
determined  by  the  director  to  be  necessary  camping  shall  only  be  permitted 
under  permit. 

72.  The  public  will  be  permitted  to  picnic  in  the  forest  reserve  without 
special  permit,  but  where  land  is  specially  set  aside  for  this  purpose  may  be 
required  to  use  such  land  only. 

73.  No  permit  granted  under  these  regulations  shall  be  transferred  without 
the  consent  of  the  Minister. 

74.  Any  permit  granted  under  these  regulations  may  be  cancelled  for 
failure  to  complj^  with  the  conditions  on  which  it  is  issued  or  for  any  breach  of  the 
regulations  relating  to  forest  reserves. 

SALE  OF  LANDS. 

75.  The  Minister  may  establish  townsites  in  forest  reserves,  in  his  discretion, 
subdivide  the  townsites  into  lots,  and  sell  the  lots  at  public  auction,  fixing  upset 
prices  and  terms  of  payment  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Advertisement  of  a  sale  must  be  made  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the 
district  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  the  sale. 

{h)  No  lot  shall  be  sold  for  a  less  amount  than  the  upset  price  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Minister  and  given  in  the  advertisement. 

(c)  The  sale  of  each  lot  shall  be  subject  to  the  purchaser  entering  into  an 
agreement  to  erect  within  one  year  a  building  satisfactory  to  the  forest  officer  in 
charge  of  the  reserve.  Agreements  of  sale  shall  not  be  transferable.  Failure  to 
fulfil  this  agreement  shall  render  the  sale  liable  to  cancellation. 
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{d)  If  the  townsite  is  being  established  in  connection  with  mining  or  other 
industrial  operations,  the  company  carrying  on  such  operations  may  be  per- 
mitted by  the  Minister  to  purchase  such  number  of  lots  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  in  connection  with  the  operations,  without  restriction 
as  to  the  buildings  on  individual  lots. 

(e)  A  suitable  number  of  lots  may  be  reserved  by  the  Minister  for  pubhc 
purposes  and,  in  the  event  of  a  municipality  being  organized,  may  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Minister  be  granted  to  such  municipality  for  the  erection  of  public 
buildings. 

HUNTING. 

76.  In  any  portion  of  a  forest  reserve  proclaimed  as  a  game  preserve,  no 
game  shall  be  hunted,  taken  or  killed,  and  any  further  regulations  necessary 
for  this  purpose  may  be  made  by  the  Minister. 

77.  Forest  officers  shall  have  authority  at  any  time  to  destroy  predatory, 
noxious  or  dangerous  animals. 

FISHING. 

78.  Fishing  in  any  other  manner  than  by  angling  and  trolling  is  prohibited. 

(b)  Angling  or  trolling  is  prohibited,  except  under  permit. 

(c)  Every  British  subject  resident  in  the  province  for  which  it  is  issued, 
shall  be  eligible  for  an  angling  and  trolling  permit.  The  annual  fee  for  such 
permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(d)  Every  non-resident  shall  be  eligible  for  an  angling  and  trolling  permit, 
the  fee  on  which  shall  be  one  dollar  for  a  single  day,  or  five  dollars  for  the  season. 

(e)  Permittees  must  carry  their  permits  with  them,  and  produce  them  at 
the  request  of  the  forest  officer. 

(/)  Subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  these  regulations,  a  permit 
granted  under  the  regulations  established  by  Orde^r  in  Council  to  govern  fishing 
outside  of  forest  reserves,  shall  entitle  the  permittee  to  the  privilege  of  fishing 
in  a  forest  reserve. 

CLOSE  SEASON. 

79.  The  following  close  seasons  are  established  for  the  provinces  of  Alberta 
and  Saskatchewan: 

(a)  In  waters  in  that  portion  of  Alberta  northward  from  the  international 
boundary  line  to  and  including  the  Bow  River  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the 
1st  day  of  November  in  each  year  to  the  30th  day  of  June  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

(6)  In  the  Red  Deer  River  and  its  tributaries,  and  the  North  Saskatchewan 
River  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  grayling 
or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  1st  day  of  September,  in  each  year  to  the 
30th  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  In  the  Athabaska  River  and  its  tributaries  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  any  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  1st  day  of 
November  in  eacJi  year  till  the  31st  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive. 
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(d)  In  waters  frequented  by  lake  trout  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
any  trout  from  the  1st  day  of  September  in  each  year  till  the  30th  of  April 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

80.  In  forest  reserves  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia  no  person  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout  from  the  1st  day  of  November  to  the  15th  day  of 
June  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

SIZE  LIMIT. 

81.  No  cut-throat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  grayhng  or  Rocky  Mountain 
whitefish  less  than  nine  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water, 
and  anyone  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum  measurement 
named — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre 
of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken,  alive 
and  uninjured. 

(5)  No  lake  trout  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept 
out  of  the  water,  and  anyone  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the 
minimum  measurement  named — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point 
of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail  — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which 
it  was  taken,  alive  and  uninjured. 

PER  DIEM  CATCH. 

82.  No  one  shall  in  one  day  catch  and  retain  more  than  twenty-five  cut- 
throat trout,  rainbow  trout,  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the  diiferent 
species  named  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty-five 
fish. 

(5)  No  one  shall  catch  and  retain  more  than  ten  lake  trout  in  one  day. 

(c)  No  one  shall  in  one  day  by  angling  or  trolling  catch  and  retain  more 
than  twenty-five  pike  (jackfish),  pickerel  (dore),  or  of  either  of  these  species 
than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty-five. 

FISHING  GEAR. 

83.  No  one  shall  use  in  angling  or  trolling  a  gang  of  hooks,  and  in  anghng 
not  more  than  three  hooks  shall  be  used  on  any  line,  which  shall  be  a  sufficient 
distance  apart  to  prevent  a  fish  being  hooked  on  more  than  one  at  the  same  time. 

84.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  in  the  middle  and  south  forks 
of  Highwood  river,  Trout  creek,  and  Willow  creek  and  their  tributaries  until 
July  1,  1914. 

85.  The  Minister  may  close  any  stream  from  fishing  for  such  term  as  is 
necessary  and  may  also  prohibit  camping  on  such  streams. 

POWERS  OF  FOREST  OFFICERS  AND  PENALTIES. 

86.  Any  forest  ranger  may  on  view,  without  warrant  or  legal  process, 
arrest  and  bring  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law, 
or  may  on  view  arrest  and  remove  from  the  reserve  any  person  found  violating 
any  provision  of  The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act  or  any  regulations 
made  thereunder. 

(h)  Any  forest  ranger  may  seize,  whether  within  a  reserve,  or  elsewhere, 
all  timber  cut  or  removed,  all  minerals  removed,  all  animals,  birds  and  fip^ 
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captured  or  killed,  and  within  a  reserve  may  seize  all  firearms,  ammunition, 
explosives,  spears,  traps,  nets,  rods,  lines,  tackle  and  appliances  used  or  found 
in  the  possession  of  any  person  without  lawful  authority,  or  in  contravention 
of  any  provision  of  The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act  or  of  any 
regulations  made  thereunder,  and  when  so  seized  they  shall  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  searching  for  anything  mentioned  in  subsection 
h  of  this  section,  any  forest  ranger  may,  without  warrant  or  legal  process,  enter 
and  search  any  house,  dwelling,  structure  or  camp  within  a  reserve,  or  within 
ten  miles  of  the  boundary  of  a  reserve. 

{d)  An  arrest,  removal,  seizure  or  confiscation  shall  not  relieve  the  offender 
from  anj^  other  penalty  to  which  he  may  be  liable  under  The  Dominion  Forest 
Reserves  and  Parks  Act  or  otherwise. 

87.  As  provided  by  section  15  of  The  Reserves  Act  any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  these  regulations  shall,  in  addition  to  any  civil  liability  thereby 
incurred  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  in  default  of  immediate  payment  of  such  penalty  and  of 
the  cost  of  prosecution  such  person  may  be  imprisoned  with  or  without  hard 
labour  for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

88.  Every  holder  of  a  lease,  permit  or  other  privilege  within  a  forest  reserve 
shall  place  himself,  his  agents,  and  employees  at  the  disposal  of  the  forest  officer 
for  the  purpose  of  fighting  fire  on  or  threatening  such  reserves,  whenever  so 
required  by  the  forest  officer.  Refusal  to  perform  this  service  shall  render  such 
lease,  permit,  or  other  privilege  liable  to  cancellation.  This  service  shall  be  given 
free  whenever  the  fire  threatens  the  land  or  improvements  of  the  holder  of  such 
lease,  permit,  or  other  privilege.  In  other  cases  such  service  will  be  paid  for 
at  the  usual  rate  for  fire  fighting  in  force  in  the  forest  reserve. 

89.  On  special  instructions  of  the  Minister  and  until  otherwise  ordered 
by  him  permits  as  provided  for  in  these  regulations  may  be  issued  by  the  Dominion 
timber  or  land  agent  for  the  district  in  which  any  forest  reserve  is  situated. 

90.  Any  person  entering,  passing  into,  across  or  through  any  part  of  a  forest 
reserve  shall,  when  required  so  to  do  by  any  forest  ranger  or  any  other  officer 
having  charge  of  or  jurisdiction  within  the  reserve,  truthfully  answer  any  inquir- 
ies made  of  him  by  such  ranger  or  officer  as  to  his  name,  his  post  office  address, 
the  duration  or  the  proposed  duration  of  his  stay  in  the  reserve  and  the  portion 
thereof  he  intends  to  visit  or  has  visited,  and  shall  give  other  information  of 
a  similar  nature  as  such  ranger  or  officer  may  ask  from  him.  If  such  information 
is  not  satisfactory  to  the  forest  officer  he  may  require  such  person  to  remove 
from  the  reserve. 

91.  Persons  who  render  themselves  obnoxious  by  disorderly  conduct  or 
bad  behaviour  or  who  violate  any  of  the  regulations  of  the  reserves  may  be 
summarily  removed  from  the  reserve  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  return 
without  permission  in  writing  from  the  officer  in  charge.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  27th  of  November,  1913,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  18  of  The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves 
and  Parks  Act  (Chapter  10  of  the  Statutes  of  1911)  the  following  regulations 
respecting  buildings  in  Dominion  parks  (as  therein  set  forth)  were  made 
and  established.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th  of  January,  1914,  the  regulations 
governing  the  disposal  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights,  the  property 
of  the  Crown,  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  the  Northwest 
Territories,  the  Yukon  Territory,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  province  of 
British  Columbia,  and  within  the  tract  containing  three  and  one-half 
(33^)  million  acres  of  land  acquired  by  the  Dominion  Government  from 
the  province  of  British  Columbia,  and  referred  to  in  subsection  (6)  of  section 
3  of  The  Dominion  Lands  Act,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the 
11th  day  of  March,  1910,  and  amended  and  re-established  by  Orders  in: 
Council  dated  the  10th  day  of  March,  1911,  the  12th  day  of  August,  1911, 
and  the  16th  day  of  October,  1913,  were  rescinded  and  the  annexed  regula- 
tions substituted  therefor: — 

Regulations  for  the  disposal  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights,  the  property 
of  the  Crown,  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories, the* Yukon  Territory,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  province  of  British 
Columbia,  and  within  the  tract  containing  three  and  one-half  (33/^)  million 
acres  of  land  acquired  by  the  Dominion  Government  from  the  province 
of  British  Columbia,  and  referred  to  in  subsection  (6)  of  section  3  of  The 
Dominion  Lands  Act. 


Interpretatjon. 

''Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  of  Canada. 

"Adjoining"  lands  shall  be  those  which  are  not  separated  by  a  section, 
or  by  any  of  the  regular  subdivisions  into  which  a  section  may  be  divided. 

"Location"  shall  mean  the  tract  described  in  a  petroleum  and  natural 
gas  lease. 

"Group"  shall  mean  two  or  more  of  the  locations  described  in  petroleum 
and  natural  gas  leases,  consolidated  for  purposes  of  operation. 

"Lessee"  means  any  individual,  company,  corporation  or  municipality ^ 
the  holder  of  a  petroleum  and  natural  gas  lease  in  good  standing. 

"Paver"  shall  mean  a  stream  of  water,  the  bed  of  which  is  of  an  average 
width  of  150  feet  throughout  the  portion  thereof  on  which  the  tract  applied  for 
fronts. 

1.  The  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  which  are  the  property  of  the 
Crown,  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  the  Northwest  Territories, 
the  Yukon  Territory,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  and 
within  the  tract  containing  three  and  one-half  (3K)  million  acres  of  land  acquired 
by  the  Dominion  Government  from  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  and 
referred  to  in  subsection  (6)  of  section  3  of  The  Dominion  Lands  Act,  may 
be  leased  to  applicants  at  a  rental  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  an  acre  for  the  first 
year,  and  for  each  subsequent  year  a  rental  at  the  rate  of  fifty  (50)  cents  an 
acre,  payable  yearly  in  advance.  The  term  of  the  lease  shall  be  twenty-one 
years,  renewable  for  a  further  term  of  twenty-one  years,  provided  the  lessee 
can  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  to  show  that  during  the  term 
of  the  lease  he  has  complied  fully  with  the  conditions  of  such  lease  and  with 
the  provisions  of  the  regulations  in  force  from  time  to  time  during  the  currency 
of  the  lease. 
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2.  The  maximum  area  of  a  petroleum  and  natural  gas  location  shall  be 
1,920  acres,  and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  acquire  a  greater  area  except 
by  assignment; 

Provided  that  a  person  who  has  been  granted  a  lease  for  a  location,  and  who 
subsequently  abandons  or  assigns  the  same^  may,  after  the  expiration  of  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  the  said  lease,  apply  for  an  area  not  greater  than  that 
abandoned  or  assigned; 

Provided  further,  however,  that  such  right  shall  not  be  granted  unless  all 
payments  on  account  of  rent  or  other  liability  to  the  Crown,  due  by  such  person, 
have  been  fully  made,  up  to  the  date  of  the  registration  by  the  department 
of  th3  assignment  of  his  right  to  such  lease,  or  up  to  the  date  upon  which  the 
notice  of  his  abandonment  of  the  same  was  received  by  the  department. 

3.  If  the  tract  applied  for  is  situated  in  surveyed  territory  it  shall  consist 
of  sections,  or  legal  subdivisions  of  sections,  but  the  several  parcels  comprising 
the  tract  shall  be  adjoining,  the  length  of  the  tract  not  to  exceed  three  times 
its  breadth.  In  unsurveyed  territory,  if  at  least  one  of  the  lines  bounding  the 
tract  applied  for  has  been  surveyed,  and  the  returns  of  such  survey  have  been 
duly  received  in  the  office  of  the  surveyor  general,  an  application  for  a  lease  of 
the  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  under  such  tract  may  be  considered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  regulations. 

4.  Application  for  a  lease  of  the  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  on  surveyed 
lands  shall  be  filed  by  the  applicant  in  person  with  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands 
for  the  district  in  which  the  rights  applied  for  are  situated,  or  with  a  sub-agent 
for  such  district,  for  transmission  to  the  agent,  but  priority  of  application  shall 
be  based  upon  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  such  application  in  the  office  of  the 
agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district. 

5.  If  the  rights  applied  for  are  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory,  application 
for  a  lease  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  in  person  to  the  agent  of  Dominion 
lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  rights  applied  for  are  situated,  or  to  a  sub-agent 
for  such  district,  for  transmission  to  the  agent. 

6.  Application  for  a  location  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory  shall  contain 
a  description  by  metes  and  bounds  of  the  location  applied  for,  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  plan  showing  the  position  of  such  location  in  its  relation 
to  some  prominent  topographical  feature  or  other  known  point.  The  plan 
shall  contain  sufficient  data  to  admit  of  the  position  of  the  location  applied  for 
being  definitely  shown  in  the  records  of  the  department.  The  location  must 
be  rectangular  in  form,  except  where  a  boundary  of  a  previously  located  tract 
is  adopted  as  common  to  both  locations,  the  length  not  to  exceed  three  times 
the  breadth. 

The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  evidence,  supported  by  affidavit 
of  a  locator,  to  show  that  the  following  requirements  have  been  fully  complied 
with: 

(a)  That  the  location  applied  for  has  been  defined  on  the  ground  by  the 
locator  in  person  by  planting  two  wooden  posts,  at  least  four  inches  square, 
and  standing  not  less  than  four  feet  above  the  ground,  such  posts  being  numbered 
"1"  and  ''2"  respectively.  The  distance  between  post  No.  ''1"  and  post 
No.  **2"  shall  not  exceed  15,840  feet,  and  upon  each  post  shall  be  inscribed  the 
name  of  the  locator  and  the  date  of  the  location.  Upon  post  No.  "1"  there 
shall  be  written,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  words  ''initial  post,"  the 
approximate  compass  bearing  of  post  No.  ''2"  and  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  feet  lying  to  the  right  and  to  the  left  of  the  line  between  post  No.  ''1"  and 
post  No.  "2."    Thus — initial  post,  direction  of  post  No.  ''2"  is  feet 
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lie  to  the  right  and  feet  to  the  left  of  the  line  between  post  No.    1 "  and 

post  No.  ''2." 

When  the  tract  which  an  appHcant  desires  to  lease  has  been  located,  he 
shall  immediately  mark  the  line  between  post  No.  ''1"  and  post  No.  ''2''  so 
that  it  can  be  distinctly  seen,  in  a  timbered  locality,  by  blazing  trees  and  cutting 
underbrush,  and  in  a  locality  where  there  is  neither  timber  nor  underbrush 
he  shall  set  posts  of  the  above  dimensions  or  erect  mounds  of  earth  or  rock  not 
less  than  two  feet  high  and  two  feet  in  diameter  at  the  base  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  line  may  be  distinctly  seen. 

(6)  All  the  particulars  required  to  be  inscribed  on  posts  No.  ''1"  and 
No.  *'2"  shall  be  set  out  in  the  application  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plan 
showing  the  position  of  the  tract  in  its  relation  to  some  prominent  topographical 
feature  or  other  known  point,  such  plan  to  contain  sufficient  data  to  admit 
of  the  location  being  shown  definitely  on  the  records  of  the  department. 

(c)  The  locator  shall  post  a  written  or  printed  notice  on  a  conspicuous 
part  of  the  location  applied  for,  setting  out  his  intention  to  apply  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  such  notice  for  a  lease  of  the  petroleum  and  natural  gas 
rights  under  the  said  location. 

{d)  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  evidence,  supported  by  the 
affidavit  of  the  locator,  in  due  form,  to  show  that  the  above  requirements  of 
the  regulations  have  been  fully  complied  with. 

7.  In  case  the  tract  applied  for  is  located  in  unsurveyed  territory  on  the 
margin  of  a  river  or  lake,  it  shall  not  include  more  than  one  mile  in  direct  distance 
along  such  water  frontage,  and  shall  extend  back  therefrom  as  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  include  a  total  area  of  not  more  than  1,920  acres,  the  length  of 
the  location,  however,  not  to  exceed  three  miles.  The  tract  shall  be  marked  on 
the  ground  by  two  posts  firmly  fixed  in  the  ground,  one  at  each  end  of  such' 
front  boundary.  The  posts  shall  be  numbered  "1"  and  ^^2"  respectively. 
It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  move  post  No.  "1,"  but  post  No.  ''2"  may  be  moved 
by  a  Dominion  land  surveyor  if  the  distance  between  the  posts  exceeds  the 
length  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  but  not  otherwise.  The  side  boundaries 
shall  be  parallel  lines  drawn  from  each  end  of  the  front  boundary  at  right  angles 
to  the  base  line  of  such  river  or  lake,  established  or  to  be  established  by  the  depart- 
ment. In  the  event  of  the  base  Ihie  not  being  established,  the  side  boundaries 
of  the  location  shall  be  drawn  at  right  angles  to  the  general  direction  of  the 
valley  of  the  river,  or  the  margin  of  the  lake.  The  required  notice  of  application 
shall  be  posted  conspicuously  on  the  location  near  the  margin  of  the  lake  or 
river  on  which  it  fronts. 

The  boundaries  of  claims  situated  on  the  margin  of  a  lake  or  river,  and 
any  disputes  which  may  arise  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  subject  to  final 
adjustment  by  the  Minister. 

8.  Application  for  a  lease  of  the  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  under 
lands  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory  shall  be  made  by  the  locator  in  person 
to  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  tract  applied  for 
is  situated,  or  to  a  sub-agent  for  such  district,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date 
upon  which  the  tract  applied  for  was  staked  as  above  provided,  if  it  is  situated 
within  one  hundred  miles  of  the  office  of  the  agent  or  sub-agent,  otherwise  it 
will  not  be  considered.  One  extra  day,  however,  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
additional  ten  miles  or  fraction  thereof  that  the  location  is  distant  more  than 
one  hundred  miles  from  the  office  of  the  agent  or  sub-agent. 

9.  Where  two  or  more  persons  lay  claim  to  the  same  location,  or  to  portions 
of  the  same  locations,  situated  in  unsurveyed  territory,  the  right  to  the  lease 
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shall  be  in  him  who  can  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  he  was 
the  first  to  take  possession  of  the  tract  in  dispute  by  staking  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  these  regulations,  and  that  he  made  application  for  a  lease  within 
the  specified  time. 

10.  As  soon  as  the  survey  of  a  township  has  been  confirmed,  all  petroleum 
and  natural  gas  leases  embracing  any  portion  of  such  township  so  surveyed 
and  confirmed,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  Dominion  lands  system  of 
survey  if  the  Minister  so  decides,  by  the  substitution  of  a  new  lease  describing 
by  sections,  legal  subdivisions  of  sections,  or  regular  portions  of  legal  subdivisions 
— as  nearly  as  may  be — the  tract  embraced  in  the  leasehold  in  so  far  as  the  town- 
ship so  surveyed  is  concerned.  If  any  part  of  the  leasehold  is  in  territory  which 
remains  unsurveyed,  is  shall  continue  to  be  described  as  in  the  lease  originally 
issued,  until  such  portion  is  included  in  a  confirmed  survey. 

11.  As  soon  as  the  survey  of  a  township  has  been  confirmed,  all  petroleum 
and  natural  gas  leaseholds,  embracing  any  portion  of  the  township  so  surveyed 
and  confirmed,  shall  be  subject  to  withdrav/al  forthv/ith  from  the  lease,  without 
compensation  to  the  lessees,  of  any  portions  which,  in  accordance  with  such 
confirmed  survey,  are  found  to  be  the  property  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 

Provided,  however,  that  upon  such  v/ithdrawal  being  made  from  any  loca- 
tion in  good  standing,  the  rental  paid  on  the  land  so  withdrawn,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be  refunded  to  the  lessee. 

12.  The  rental  for  the  first  year  of  the  location  applied  for  at  the  rate  of 
tv/enty-five  (25)  cents  an  acre  per  annum,  shall  accompany  the  application 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which  the 
rights  applied  for  are  situated,  and  no  application  for  a  lease  of  petroleum  and 
natural  gas  rights  shall  be  accepted  or  recorded  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the 
full  amount  of  the  rental  for  the  first  year  at  the  above  rate.  The  lease,  when 
issued,  shall  bear  date  from  the  day  upon  which  the  application  was  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands.  If,  during  the  term  of  the  lease,  the 
lessee  shall  fail  to  pay  rental  in  advance  for  each  subsequent  year  at  the  rate 
of  fifty  (60)  cents  an  acre  per  annum  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  upon 
which  the  same  became  due,  the  lease  shall  be  sut)ject  to  cancellation  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Minister  and  to  the  immediate  forfeiture  of  the  rights  which 
the  lessee  had  in  the  said  lease. 

13.  Provided,  that  if  the  lessee,  in  consideration  of  the  expenditure  to  be 
incurred  by  him  in  actual  boring  operations  upon  his  leasehold,  makes  applica- 
tion, at  or  before  the  beginning  of  the  second  and  third  years,  respectively, 
of  the  term  of  the  lease,  for  an  extension  of  time  within  which  to  pay  the  rental 
when  due,  or  becoming  due,  the  Minister  may  grant  such  extension  of  time 
in  writing,  and  if  the  lessee,  before  the  end  of  the  year  in  respect  of  which  appli- 
cation was  made,  submits  evidence  to  the  land  agent  of  the  district  in  which 
the  leasehold  is  situated,  supported  by  affidavit,  that  during  such  year  actual 
boring  operations  have  been  prosecuted  upon  his  leasehold,  as  required  by  section 
15  of  these  regulations,  the  amount  expended  in  such  boring  operations, 
exclusive  of  the  cost  of  machinery  and  casing,  may  be  deducted  from  the  rental 
which  became  due  at  the  beginning  of  the  said  year.  The  balance  of  rental 
due,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  time  as  the  evidence  in  regard  to  work 
done  is  submitted,  as  above  required.  Failure  to  submit  such  evidence,  or  to 
pay  the  balance  or  rental  due,  with  interest,  will  render  the  lease  liable  to 
cancellation,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

14.  The  lessee  shall,  ^vithin  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  lease,  have  upon 
the  lands  described  therein  such  machinery  and  equipment  suitable  for  carrying 
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on  prospecting  operations  as  the  Minister  may  consider  necessary,  and  he  shall 
within  the  same  period  furnish  evidence,  supported  by  affidavit,  showing  the 
character,  quantity  and  value  of  the  machinery  so  installed,  the  date  of  its 
installation  and  the  particular  parcel  of  land  upon  which  it  was  installed.  If  the 
required  machinery  is  not  installed  within  the  period  specified,  and  if  evidence 
of  its  installation  is  not  furnished  within  the  prescribed  period,  the  lease  shall 
be  subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister.  Provided,  however, 
that  the  Minister  shall  not  require  that  the  value  of  the  machinery  so  installed 
on  location  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00.) 

15.  The  lessee  shall  commence  boring  operations  on  his  leasehold  v/ithin 
fifteen  months  of  the  date  of  his  lease  and  he  shall  continue  such  boring  opera- 
tions with  reasonable  diligence,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister,  with  a  view 
to  the  discover}^  of  oil  or  natural  gas.  If  the  lessee  does  not  commence  boring 
operations  within  the  time  prescribed,  or  if  having  commenced  the  operations 
he  does  not  prosecute  the  same  with  reasonable  diligence,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister,  or  if  he  ceases  to  carry  on  the  same  for  a  period  of  more  than 
three  months,  the  lease  shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  upon  three  months'  notice  to  this  effect  being  given  to  the  lessee. 
Provided,  however,  that  if  satisfactory  evidence  is  furnished  to  show  that  the 
sum  of  at  least  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  has  been  expended  in  actual 
boring  operations,  by  recognized  methods,  upon  the  leasehold  in  any  year, 
such  expenditure  shall  be  accepted  as  compliance  with  this  provision  for  the 
year  during  which  such  expenditure  shall  have  been  incurred. 

16.  The  Minister  may  permit  a  lessee,  who  has  acquired  by  assignment 
or  otherwise,  more  than  one  petroleum  and  natural  gas  lease  to  consolidate 
his  operations  and  expenditure,  and  to  install  machinery  and  equipment  on  one 
or  more  of  the  locations  described  in  the  lease  affected:  Provided  that  such 
consc4idation  or  grouping  shall  apply  only  to  the  second  and  third  years  of 
the  term  of  the  leases,  and  shall  comprise  only  such  leases  as  may  at  the  time 
be  included  in  such  consolidation  or  grouping.  Evidence  of  the  installation  of 
machinery  on  one  or  more  of  the  locations  included  in  a  group  shall  be  that 
prescribed  by  section  14  of  these  regulations.  If  the  required  machinery  is 
not  installed  on  one  or  more  of  the  locations  included  in  a  group  within  the 
period  specified  and  evidence  of  its  installation  furnished  within  the  prescribed 
period,  and  if  boring  operations  are  not  commenced  and  continued  on  such 
location  or  locations  in  the  manner  set  out  in  section  15  of  these  regulations, 
the  leases  included  in  the  group  shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister. 

17.  The  Minister  may,  in  consideration  of  the  expenditure  to  be  incurred 
by  a  lessee  in  boring  operations  upon  one  or  more  of  the  locations  included  in 
a  group,  grant  an  extension  of  time  within  which  to  pay  the  rental  for  the  second 
and  third  years  of  the  terms  of  the  several  leases  so  included,  and  upon  receipt 
of  the  evidence  required  by  section  13  of  these  regulations,  he  may  deduct 
from  the  rental  which  became  due  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  respect  of  the 
several  locations  grouped,  the  amount  expended  in  actual  boring  operations 
on  one  or  more  of  the  locations,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  machinery  and  casing. 
The  balance  of  the  rental  due,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  time  as  the 
evidence  in  regard  to  work  done  is  submitted  as  above  required.  Failure  to 
submit  such  evidence  or  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  rental  due,  with  interest, 
will  render  the  several  leases  included  in  the  group  liable  to  cancellation. 

18.  Provided,  however,  that  the  Minister  shall  not  require  that  the  value 
of  the  machinery  to  be  installed  on  any  group  of  locations  shall  exceed  the  sum 
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of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00),  nor  shall  he  require  that  the  expenditure 
incurred  in  boring  operations  thereon  in  any  one  year  shall  exceed  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  each  location  included  in  the  group. 

19.  The  maximum  area  of  the  locations  which  may  be  included  in  one 
consolidation  or  group  shall  not  exceed  twenty  (20)  square  miles,  nor  shall 
the  locations  so  included  be  separated  one  from  the  other  by  a  greater  distance 
than  two  miles. 

20.  The  Minister  may,  upon  application,  grant  a  lessee  during  the  second 
and  third  years  of  the  term  of  the  lease  an  extension  of  time  within  which  to 
pay  the  rental  and  to  install  the  prescribed  machinery  and  equipment,  and 
within  which  to  commence  actual  boring  operations  upon  the  location,  or  upon 
a  group  of  locations  consolidated  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations: 
Provided  that  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  is  furnished  to  show 
that  an  expenditure  equal  to  that  prescribed  by  these  regulations  in  respect  of 
boring  operations  is  to  be  incurred  in  some  other  acceptable  and  necessary  form 
of  preliminary  development,  having  for  its  object  the  discovery  of  petroleum 
or  natural  gas  by  which  the  interests  of  the  district  in  which  the  locations  are 
situated  might  be  materially  benefited.  Upon  receipt  of  evidence  on  or  before 
the  termination  of  the  year,  supported  by  affidavit  and  duly  corroborated, 
that  such  expenditure  has  been  incurred  and  that  the  work  done  was  of  a  character 
beneficial  to  the  district,  the  Minister  may  deduct  the  amount  of  such  expendi- 
ture from  the  amount  due  on  account  of  the  rental  of  the  location  or  locations, 
affected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  13  of  these  regulations.  In  case 
evidence  is  not  furnished,  or  if  furnished  is  not  acceptable  to  the  Minister 
the  leases  shall  be  subject  to  immediate  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister. 

In  case  an  extension  of  time  is  granted  during  the  second  and  third  years 
of  the  term  of  a  lease  within  which  to  install  machinery  and  commence  boring 
operations  on  any  location  under  the  grouping  provisions  of  these  regulations 
then  the  provisions  of  sections  14  and  15  of  the  regulations  shall  apply  to  the 
fourth  year  of  the  term  of  the  lease  of  such  location. 

21.  In  case  the  surface  rights  of  a  petroleum  and  natural  gas  location 
are  covered  by  a  timber  license,  grazing  or  coal  mining  lease,  mining  claims  or 
other  form  of  terminable  grant  the  lease  shall  not  authorize  entry  thereon, 
without  the  permission  of  the  Minister  being  first  had  and  obtained,  and 
such  permission  shall  be  given  subject  to  such  conditions  for  the  protection 
of  the  rights  of  such  lessee  or  licensee  as  it  may  be  considered  necessary  to 
impose. 

22.  In  case  the  surface  rights  of  a  petroleum  and  natural  gas  location 
have  been  patented,  or  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Crown  under  any  act  or 
regulation  which  contemplates  the  earning  of  patent  of  such  surface  rights, 
and  the  lessee  of  the  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  cannot  make  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  owner  of  such  surface  rights,  or  with  his  agent,  or  the  occupant 
thereof,  for  entry  upon  the  location,  or  for  the  acquisition  of  such  interest  in 
the  surface  rights  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  operation 
of  the  rights  acquired  under  his  lease,  he  may,  provided  the  mineral  rights  in 
the  land  affected  with  access  thereto  and  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  such 
portion  of  the  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  effectual  working  of  the  minerals 
therein  have  been  reserved  to  the  Crown  in  the  original  grant  of  the  surface 
rights,  apply  to  the  Minister  for  permission  to  submit  the  matter  in  dispute 
to  arbitration.  Upon  receiving  such  permission  in  writing,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  lessee  to  give  notice  to  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  or  the  occupant,  to  appoint 
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an  arbitrator  within  a  period  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  to  act 
with  another  arbitrator  named  by  the  lessee,  in  order  to  determine  what  portion 
of  the  surface  rights  the  lessee  may  reasonably  acquire: — 

(a)  For  the  efficient  and  economical  operation  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
granted  him  under  his  lease; 

(6)  The  exact  position  thereof ;  and 

(c)  The  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner  or  occupant  shall  be 
entitled. 

23.  The  notice  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be  according  to  a  form  to 
be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district 
in  which  the  land  in  question  is  situated,  and  shall,  v/hen  practicable,  be  per- 
sonally served  on  the  owner  of  such  land,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  or  the  occupant 
thereof,  and  after  reasonable  efforts  have  been  made  to  effect  personal  service 
without  success,  then  such  notice  shall  be  served  by  leaving  it  at,  or  sending 
it  by  registered  mail  to,  the  last  known  place  of  abode  or  address  of  the  owner, 
agent  or  occupant,  and  by  posting  a  copy  of  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  agent 
of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  land  in  question  is  situate.  Such 
notice  shall  be  ten  days  if  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  resides  in  the  district  in  which 
the  land  is  situate;  if  out  of  the  district  and  if  in  the  province  or  territory, 
twenty  days,  and  if  out  of  the  province  or  territory,  thirty  days,  before  the 
expiration  of  the  time  limited  in  such  notice.  If  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  or 
the  occupant  of  the  land  refuses  or  declines  to  appoint  an  arbitrator,  or  when, 
for  any  reason,  no  arbitrator  is  so  appointed  in  the  time  limited  therefor  in 
the  notice  provided  for  by  this  section,  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the 
district  in  which  the  land  in  question  is  situate  shall  forthwith,  on  being  satisfied 
by  affidavit  that  such  notice  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  such  owner,  agent, 
or  occupant,  or  that  such  owner,  agent,  or  occupant,  wilfully  evades  the  service 
of  such  notice,  or  cannot  be  found,  and  that  reasonable  efforts  have  been  made 
to  effect  such  service,  and  that  the  notice  was  left  at  the  last  place  of  abode 
or  known  address  of  such  owner,  agent,  or  occupant,  as  above  provided,  appoint 
an  arbitrator  on  his  behalf. 

24.  In  case  the  two  arbitrators  cannot  agree  upon  the  award  to  be  made, 
they  may,  within  a  period  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the 
second  arbitrator,  select  a  third  arbitrator,  and  when  such  two  arbitrators  cannot 
agree  upon  a  third  arbitrator,  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in 
which  the  land  in  question  is  situate,  shall  forthwith  select  such  third  arbitrator. 

25.  All  the  arbitrators  appointed  under  the  authority  of  those  regulations 
shall  be  sworn  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  impartial  discharge  of  the 
duties  assigned  to  them,  and  after  due  consideration  of  the  rights  of  the  owner 
and  the  needs  of  the  lessee,  they  shall  decide  as  to  the  particular  portion  of  the 
surface  rights  which  the  latter  may  reasonably  acquire  for  the  efficient  and 
economical  operation  of  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  him  under  his  lease 
the  area  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  compensation  therefor  to  which  the  owner 
or  occupant  shall  be  entitled. 

26.  In  making  such  valuation  the  arbitrators  shall  determine  the  value 
of  the  land  irrespective  of  any  enhancement  thereof  from  the  existence  of  minerals 
thereunder. 

27.  The  award  of  any  two  such  arbitrators  made  in  writing  shall  be  final, 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which 
the  land  is  situate,  within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the 
last  arbitrator.  Upon  the  order  of  the  Minister  the  award  of  the  arbitrators  shall 
immediately  be  carried  into  effect. 
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28.  The  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  a  per  diem  allowance  of 
$5.00  together  with  their  necessary  travelling  and  living  expenses,  while  engaged 
in  the  arbitration,  and  the  costs  of  such  arbitration  shall  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  arbitrators. 

29.  The  lessee  shall  at  all  times  take  reasonable  measurements  to  prevent 
the  injurious  access  of  water  to  the  oil-bearing  formation.  Upon  a  well  proving 
to  be  unproductive,  or  ceasing  to  yield  oil  in  paying  quantity,  or  being  abandoned 
lof  any  cause,  the  lessee  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  the  casing  from  the  said 
well,  but  in  order  to  prevent  water  gaining  access  to  the  oil-bearing  formation 
the  lessee  shall  immediately  close  the  well  by  filling  it  with  sand,  clay,  or  other 
material  which  may  have  the  effect  of  preventing  water  from  gaining  access 
thereto. 

In  case  natural  gas  is  discovered  through  boring  operations  on  a  location, 
the  lessee  shall  take  all  reasonable  and  proper  precautions  to  prevent  the  waste^ 
of  such  natural  gas,  and  his  operations  shall  be  so  conducted  as  to  enable  him, 
immediately  upon  discovery  to  control  and  prevent  the  escape  of  such  gas. 

Should  salt  water  be  encountered  through  operations  upon  the  location,, 
the  lessee  shall  immediately  and  effectively,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister, 
close  the  well  at  such  a  depth  as  may  prevent  such  water  from  gaining  access 
to  the  oil-bearing  formation. 

The  Minister  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  additional  regulations 
as  mdjy  appear  to  be  necessary  or  expedient  governing  the  manner  in  which 
boring  operations  shall  be  conducted,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  wells  shall 
be  operated. 

Failure  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  comply  with  the  above  requirements,  or 
to  comply  with  such  other  requirements  as  the  Minister  may  consider  it  necessary 
to  impose  in  respect  of  boring  and  operating,  will  render  the  lease  subject  to 
cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

30.  The  lessee  may  be  permitted  to  relinquish  at  any  time  the  whole  or 
any  portion  of  the  location  described  in  his  lease,  provided  he  has  complied  in 
every  respect  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations,  and  that  all  paj^ment  on 
account  of  rental  or  other  liability  to  the  Crown,  due  in  connection  with  the 
lease,  have  been  fully  made,  and  provided  the  portion  of  the  location  which 
may  be  retained  shall  be  of  the  prescribed  shape,  and  shall  not  be  of  a  less  area 
than  forty  acres. 

31.  The  lease  shall  in  all  cases  include  only  the  oil  and  natural  gas  rights, 
which  are  the  property  of  the  Crov/n,  but  the  lessee  may,  upon  application,  be 
granted  a  yearly  lease  at  a  rental  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  an  acre  per  annum,  payable 
yearl}^  in  advance,  of  whatever  area  of  the  available  surface  rights  of  the  tract 
described  in  his  petroleum  and  natural  gas  lease  the  Minister  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  working  of  the  rights  granted  him. 

32.  Should  oil  or  natural  gas  in  paying  quantity  be  discovered  on  the 
leasehold,  and  should  such  discovery  be  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister,  the  lessee  will  be  permitted  to  purchase  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars 
($10.00)  an  acre  whatever  area  of  the  available  surface  rights  of  the  tract  des- 
cribed in  the  lease  the  Minister  may  consider  necessary  for  the  efficient  opera- 
tion of  the  rights  granted  him. 

33.  If  it  is  not  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  oil  or 
natural  gas  in  paying  quantity  has  been  discovered  on  the  leasehold,  the  lease 
shall  be  subject  to  termination  upon  two  years'  notice  in  writing  being  given 
to  the  lessee  by  the  Minister. 
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34.  The  boundaries  beneath  the  surface  of  a  location  shall  be  vertical 
planes  or  lines  in  which  their  surface  boundaries  lie. 

35.  A  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  shall  accompany  each  application  for  a 
lease,  which  will  be  refunded  if  the  rights  applied  for  are  not  available,  but  not 
otherwise. 

36.  The  lease  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

37.  The  lessee  shall  not  assign,  transfer  or  sublet  the  rights  described  in 
his  lease  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Minister  being 
first  had  and  obtained. 

38.  No  royalty  shall  be  charged  upon  the  sales  of  the  petroleum  acquired 
from  the  Crown  under  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  up  to  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1930,  but  provision  shall  be  made  in  the  leases  issued  for  such  rights 
that  after  the  above  date  the  petroleum  products  of  the  location  shall  be  subject 
to  whatever  regulations  in  respect  of  the  payment  of  royalty  may  then  or  there- 
after be  made. 

39.  A  royalty  at  such  rate  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  specified  by  Order 
in  Council  may  be  levied  and  collected  on  the  natural  gas  products  of  the  lease- 
hold. 

40.  Any  company  acquiring  by  assignment  or  otherwise  a  lease  under  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations,  shall  at  all  times  be  and  remain  a  British  com- 
pany, registered  in  Great  Britain  or  Canada,  and  having  its  principal  place 
of  business  within  His  Majesty's  dominions,  and  the  chairman  of  the  said 
company  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  at  all  times  be  British  subjects, 
and  the  company  shall  not  at  any  time  be  or  become,  directly  or  indirectly, 
controlled  by  foreigners  or  by  a  foreign  corporation. 

Any  alteration  in  the  memorandum  or  articles  of  association,  or  in  the 
constitution  of  the  company,  or  in  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Minister,  provided  that  two  months'  previous  notice  of  the  intention  to 
make  any  alteration  which  might  conceivably  affect  the  British  character  of 
the  company  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Minister,  and  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Minister  the  said  alteration  shall  be  contrary  to  the  cardinal  principle 
that  the  lessee  company  shall  be  and  remain  a  British  company  under  British 
control,  the  Minister  may  refuse  his  consent  to  such  alteration. 

If  the  company  which  may  acquire  a  location  under  these  regulations  shall 
at  any  time  cease  to  be  a  British  company,  or  shall  become  a  corporation  under 
foreign  control,  or  shall  assign  any  of  the  rights  acquired  under  the  lease  without 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Minister  being  first  had  and  obtained,  the  lease 
shall  be  subject  to  immediate  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

41.  The  Minister  may  at  any  time  assume  absolute  possession  and  control 
of  any  location  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Government  of  Canada  such  action  is  considered  necessary  or 
advisable,  together  with  all  buildings,  works,  machinery  and  plant,  upon  the 
location,  or  u^ed  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof,  and  he  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  operated  and  may  retain  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  output, 
in  which  event  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  lessee  for  any  loss  or  damage 
sustained  by  him  by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  this  pro- 
vision of  the  regulations,  the  amount  of  the  compensation,  in  case  of  dispute, 
to  be  fixed  by  a  judge  of  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  provided  that  the 
compensation  in  any  such  case  shall  not  exceed  the  profit  which  the  lessee  would 
have  earned  in  the  working  of  the  location  and  the  disposal  of  the  products

thereof,  had  possession  and  control  of  the  location  of  and  the  buildings,  works, 
machinery  and  plant  not  been  assumed. 

42.  If  the  location  described  in  any  lease  issued  under  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations,  shall  yield  oil  in  paying  quantity,  the  lessee  shall  pump  and  work 
the  wells  faithfully  and  uninterruptedly  with  due  vigour  and  skill,  with  good 
and  sufficient  machinery  and  appliances  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  regulations  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister,  so  long  as  the  said 
wells  continue  to  yield  oil  in  remunerative  quantity. 

43.  At  the  end  of  each  year  of  the  term  of  the  lease  the  lessee  shall  furnish 
a  statement,  supported  by  affidavit,  showing  the  number  of  days  during  the  year 
that  operations  were  carried  on  upon  the  location;  the  number  of  men  so  em- 
ployed; the  character  of  the  work  done;  the  depth  attained;  the  total  expendi- 
ture incurred;  a  detailed  statement  setting  out  fully  the  purpose  for  which 
such  expenditure  was  incurred;  the  quantity  of  crude  oil  or  natural  gas  obtained; 
and  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale  thereof.  Failure  to  furnish  such  yearly 
return  w^ill  render  the  lessee  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  a  day  for 
each  day's  delay  in  furnishing  the  sworn  statement,  and  after  three  months 
delay  the  lease  shall  be  subject  to  cancellation. 

44.  These  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  applications  submitted  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  August,  1913,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
regulations  which  were  for  the  time  in  force.

B}^  Order  in  Council  of  the  16th  of  February,  1914,  the  grazing  regu- 
lations established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  27th  July,  1905,  and  sub- 
sequent amending  Orders  in  Council,  were  rescinded,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

1.  Grazing  leases  of  vacant  Dominion  lands  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes 
in  the  provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  and  in  the  Peace 
River  tract  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia  controlled  by  the  Dominion 
Government,  may  be  issued  to  British  subjects  by  birth,  naturalization  or 
repatriation,  covering  a  period  of  ten  years.  The  lands  covered  shall  not 
be  open  to  settlement  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease.  Companies  making 
application  for  leases  must  show  that  they  are  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  under  the  laws  of  any  province  of  the  Dominion. 
In  the  granting  of  leases,  preference  shall  be  given  applicants  who  own  adjoining 
lands. 

2.  No  person  or  company  shall  be  permitted  to  hold  under  lease,  by  original 
grant  or  by  assignment,  more  than  12,000  acres. 

3.  Upon  an  application  being  received  for  a  grazing  lease,  accompanied 
by  the  rental  for  six  months,  the  lands  applied  for  shall  be  withdrawn  from  home- 
stead and  pre-emption  entry,  pending  inspection,  and  until  such  time  as  it  is 
decided  to  grant  or  refuse  a  lease.  No  application  will  be  entertained  unless 
accompanied  by  the  rental,  as  herein  stated. 

4.  The  holder  of  an  unpatented  homestead,  which  upon  examination  by 
the  inspector  of  ranches,  or  other  officer  of  the  department,  is  found  unfit  for 
agricultural  purposes,  may  sell  his  improvements  to  a  rancher  and  be  granted 
the  right  to  re-enter  for  other  land,  and  the  purchaser  may  applj^  for  a  lease  of 
the  abandoned  homestead. 
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5.  Should  the  inspector  of  ranches  on  making  examination  of  a  tract  of 
land  applied  for  find  that  owing  to  conflicting  interests  in  the  lands,  the  granting 
of  a  lease  to  the  applicant,  or  any  other  person,  would  be  an  injustice  to  others 
who  had  been  using  the  lands  and  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  make  a 
satisfactory  division  of  the  lands  affected  among  the  interested  persons,  such 
lands,  if  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes,  may  be  withdrawn  from  entry  and  reserv- 
ed for  public  grazing  purposes. 

6.  The  lessee  shall,  within  each  of  the  three  years  from  the  date  of  the 
lease,  place  upon  the  tract  of  land  leased  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  of  stock  which  is  required  to  .be  placed  upon  the  leasehold,  namely, 
one  head  of  cattle,  or  five  head  of  sheep  for  every  thirty  acres  of  land  covered 
by  the  lease,  and  shall,  during  the  rest  of  its  term,  maintain  stock  thereon  in  that 
proportion.  If,  upon  inspection  by  an  officer  of  the  department,  it  is  found 
that  the  leasehold,  will  support  more  stock  than  the  number  stated  herein 
the  Minister  may  require  the  lessee  to  place  additional  stock  on  the  lands. 

7.  It  is  required  that  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  stock  maintained 
on  any  leasehold  shall  be  breeding  stock. 

8.  The  lessee  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  execution  of  the 
lease  on  behalf  of  the  department  furnish  a  statutory  declaration  showing 
that  he  is  the  owner  of  and  has  the  required  number  of  stock  on  the  leasehold, 
and  non-compliance  with  this  requirement  shall  render  his  lease  subject  to  sum- 
mary cancellation.  The  lessee  will  be  required,  thereafter,  to  furnish  a  sworn 
return  to  the  department  on  the  1st  July  in  each  year,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  Minister  may  decide,  showing  the  number  of  head  of  stock  on  the  leasehold. 

9.  The  lessee  shall  be  required  to  enclose  his  leasehold  by  a  suitable 
fence. 

10.  The  lessee  shall  pay  an  annual  rental  at  the  rate  of  2  cents  per  acre 
for  every  acre  covered  by  his  lease,  payable  half-yearly  in  advance. 

.11.  Before  an  application  can  be  granted,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  appli- 
cant to  post  up  notices  of  his  application  in  at  least  four  different  conspicuous 
places  on  the  lands  applied  for,  and  also  in  the  nearest  post  office  for  thirty  days, 
and  make  a  statutory  declaration  of  having  done  so.  The  necessary  forms  will 
be  supplied  by  the  department.  A  report  shall  also  be  obtained  by  the  department 
from  the  inspector  of  ranches,  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be  authorized  to  make 
the  inspection,  that  the  lands  applied  for,  upon  examination,  are  found  unfit 
for  agricultural  purposes. 

12.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  lease,  should  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  decide  to  re-lease  the  lands  covered,  the  holder  of  the  lease  shall  have 
the  prior  right  to  a  renewal  lease  on  complying  with  the  regulations. 

13.  A  lease  cannot  be  assigned  without  the  consent  of  the  Minister,  but 
in  no  case  shall  an  assignment  be  allowed  unless  the  lessee  has  complied  with 
clause  6  of  these  regulations  by  placing  upon  the  leasehold  not  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  whole  number  of  the  stock  which  is  required  to  be  placed  thereon, 
and  has  furnished  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  he  has  done  so  and  that 
the  said  stock  is  owned  by  him. 

14.  The  holder  of  a  lease  acquired  under  regulations  prior  to  the  coming 
into  force  of  these  regulations,  provided  his  lease  has  at  least  ten  years  to  run, 
may  reUnquish  his  lease  and  acquire  one  under  these  regulations  on  the  condition 
that  the  lands  affected,  upon  inspection  of  an  officer  of  the  department,  are 
found  to  be  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes.  In  the  event  of  his  leasehold  com- 
prising more  than  12,000  acres,  this  will  not  operate  against  the  exchange, 
but  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  acquire  anj^  additional  territory  under  lease. 
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15.  The  lessee  of  four  sections  or  more  may  construct  buildings  and  corrals, 
and  make  other  improvements  on  a  half-section  of  his  leasehold,  but  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  have  any  vested  rights  in  such  lands,  but  in  the  improvements 
only.  In  the  event  of  the  principle  of  leasing  being  abandoned,  the  lessee  shall 
have  the  prior  right  to  purchase  the  half-section  on  which  his  improvements  are 
located  at  not  less  than  S3  per  acre. 

16.  The  lessee  may  graze  sheep  on  his  leasehold,  provided  the  sheep  are 
confined  within  a  sheep-tight  fence. 

17.  The  lessee  shall  be  entitled  to  the  hay  on  his  leasehold,  but  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  sell  or  barter  the  same. 

18.  The  frontage  of  a  leasehold  on  a  lake,  river  or  creek,  shall  not  exceed  one 
mile  for  every  four  miles  in  depth. 

19.  The  lessee  may  cultivate  any  portion  of  his  leasehold  for  the  purpose 
of  growing  winter  feed  for  his  stock,  but  shall  not  have  the  right  to  dispose  of 
any  such  feed  by  barter  or  sale. 

20.  Leases  shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  right  of  the  province  to  take  for 
road  purposes,  without  compensation  to  the  lessee,  such  land  as  may  be  required, 
not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the  total  area,  provided  the  value 
of  any  improvemxcnts  found  on  the  land  so  required  for  road  purposes  shall  be 
paid  for  by  the  said  province,  the  said  value  to  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior. 

21.  The  lease  shall  be  in  such  form,  and  shall  contain  such  provisions, 
not  inconsistent  with  these  regulations,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister. 

22.  The  lease  shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  upon  the  failure  of  the  lessee 
to  fulfil  any  of  the  conditions  thereof. 

23.  If  a  lease  has  been  secured  by  misrepresentation  of  any  material  facts, 
it  may  be  summarily  cancelled. 

24.  The  word  ''cattle"  means  bulls,  oxen,  cows  and  horses  at  least  one  year 

old.

(d)  A  fishery  officer,  of  competent  jurisdiction,  may  prevent  and  disallow 
sturgeon  drift-net  fishing  forthwith,  if  he  finds  or  if  it  is  shown  to  his  satisfaction 
that  salmon  or  shad  are  being  caught,  taken  or  procured  in  such  sturgeon  drift- 
nets.

Notwithstanding  anything  in  these  regulations  otherwise  provided, 
summer  fishing  shall  be  allowed  in  Lake  Winnipegosis  from  the  16th  August 
to  the  30th  September,  both  days  inclusive,  during  the  year  1913,  and  fishing 
may  be  carried  on  during  such  period  under  tug,  sailboat  or  skiff  licenses  only. 

(a)  A  tug  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

(5)  A  sailboat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  three  thous- 
and yards  of  gill-net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(c)  A  skiff  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

2.  The  mesh  of  whitefish  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  5J  inches,  extension 
measure;  the  mesh  of  pickerel  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  4 J  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  the  mesh  of  a  jackfish  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches, 
extension  measure. 

Saskatchewan  River. 

35A.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  these  regulations  otherwise  provided 
the  use  of  drag-seines  shall  be  allowed  from  the  16th  August  to  the  30th  Sept- 
ember, both  days  inclusive,  during  the  year  1913,  in  that  portion  of  the  Saskat- 
chewan River  within  fifteen  miles  on  either  side  of  the  Pas.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  24th  of  June,  1913,  under  and  in  virtue  of 
the  provisions  of  Part  XII  of  The  Canada  Shipping  Act,  section  40  of  the 
regulations  for  the  government  of  public  harbours  in  Canada  as  approved 
by  Order  in  Council,  dated  20th  April,  1911,  was  rescinded  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor,  viz : — 

Sec.  40  (1).  No  explosive  or  inflammable  or  dangerous  goods  of  any  kind 
or  nature  shall  be  kept  on  any  wharf  or  pier,  or  in  any  hulk,  scow,  floating 
stage,  or  otherwise  be  held  in  storage  within  the  limits  of  any  harbour,  whether 
intended  for  shipment  in  any  vessel  or  not,  without  written  consent  having 
been  previously  obtained  to  that  effect,  from  the  harbour  master  or  deputy 
harbour  master,  by  the  person  or  persons  intending  so  to  do,  under  a  penalty 
of  not  more  than  $100.00  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  paid  by  the  person 
or  persons  violating  the  regulation. 

(2)  The  harbour  master  or  deputy  harbour  master  shall  have  power  to  order 
the  removal,  within  a  specified  time,  of  any  such  goods,  placed  anywhere  within 
the  limits  of  any  harbour,  without  his  written  consent  having  been  obtained 
therefor,  and  if  such  goods  be  not  removed  within  such  time  by  the  person 
or  persons  placing  them  there,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine, 
of  not  more  than  $100,  and  for  a  continuing  violation  of  the  harbour  master's 
or  the  deputy  harbour  master's  orders,  shall  be  liable  to  a  further  penalty  of 
$10  for  every  12  hours  during  which  such  violation  continues. 

(3)  The  harbour  master  or  deputy  harbour  master  shall  have  power  to 
decide  whether  any  particular  goods  are  explosive,  inflammable  or  dangerous, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  by  any  person 
interested  therein  and  dissatisfied  with  the  harbour  master's  or  deputy  harbour 
master's  decision.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  of  September,  1913,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  27  of  57-58  Victoria,  chap.  48,  An  Act 
to  amend  and  consolidate  the  Acts  relating  to  the  Harbour  Commissioners  of 
Montreal,  by-law  No.  93,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  6th  July,  1909^ 
was  repealed  and  the  accompanying  by-law  (as  therein  set  forth)  dealing 
with  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  use  of  the  grain  elevator  at  Windmill  Point,. 
Harbour  of  Montreal,  substituted  therefor. 

By-law  No.  109,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  25th  April,  1912, 
was  repealed  and  the  accompanying  by-law  (as  therein  set  forth)  providing 
for  a  tariff  of  rates  on  the  articles  specified  therein  when  handled  at  the 
Commissioners  grain  elevators,  Harbour  of  Montreal,  substituted  therefor.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  November,  1913,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  54  of  The  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  45  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  subsection  (a)  of  section  2  of  the 
special  fisheries  regulations  for  the  province  of  British  Columbia  established 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  of  March,  1910,  was  rescinded,  and  the  follow- 
ing substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  abalone  that  shall  measure 
less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  across  the  shortest  diameter  of  the  shell. 

The  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  of  March,  1913,  was  amended  so  as 
to  provide  that  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  steelhead  salmon  in  the 
non-tidal  waters  of  Vancouver  Island,  from  the  26th  of  March  to  the  30th 
of  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.

2.  Paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  3  of  section  19  of  the  said  regulations  was 
rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

(a)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drag-seine  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

3.  Paragraph  (b)  of  subsection  4  of  section  19  of  the  said  regulations  was 
rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  purse-seine  license  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

4.  Paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  5  of  section  19  of  the  said  regulations  was 
rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof; — 

(a)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trap-net  license,  either  staked  or  floating,  shall 
be  one  hundred  dollars.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  25th  of  March,  1914,  in  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  54  of  The  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  45  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  1906,  the  lobster  fishery  regulations  established  by  Order  in 
Council  of  the  30th  September,  1910,  together  with  all  amendments  thereto 
were  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

LOBSTER  FISHERY. 

(See  also  Fisheries  Act,  sections  35  to  42 A,  inclusive,  and  76  to  82,  inclusive.) 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters,  from  the  16th  day  of  June 
in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  November  following  both  days  inclusive,  on  and 
along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of  New 
Brunswick,  embraced  and  included  within  the  counties  of  Charlotte  and  St. 
John;  nor  shall  any  one  within  the  above  described  limits,  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
at  any  time  any  lobster  or  lobsters,  the  carapace  of  which  measures  less  than 
4f  inches  in  length. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters,  from  the  30th  day  of  June 
in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and 
along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  waters  thereof,  of  the  provinces  of  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  county  of  Albert, 
New  Brunswick,  and  the  counties  of  Kings  and  Annapolis,  Nova  Scotia. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters  from  the  16th  day  of  June 
in  each  year,  to  the  5th  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and 
along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  county  of  Digby. 

4.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters,  from  the  31st  day  of  May 
to  the  14th  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and  along  that 
portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
embraced  and  included  within  the  counties  of  Yarmouth,  Shelburne,  Queens, 
Lunenburg  and  that  portion  of  the  County  of  Halifax  west  of  a  line  running 
SSE.  astronomic  from  St.  George's  Island,  Halifax  Harbour,  and  coinciding 
with  the  fairway  buoys,  in  the  entrance  of  the  said  harbour. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters,  from  the  21st  day  of  June 
in  each  year,  to  the  31st  day  of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and 
along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  from  the  aforesaid  line,  running  SSE.,  astronomic,  from  St.  George's 
Island,  Halifax  Harbour,  and  coinciding  with  the  fairway  buoys,  in  the  entrance 
of  the  said  harbour,  extending  eastwardly  and  following  the  coast  line,  as  far 
as  Red  Point,  between  Martin  Point  and  Point  Michaux,  in  the  Island  of  Cape 
Breton,  and  including  Chedabucto  Bay  and  St.  Peter's  Bay,  and  the  coasts 
and  waters  of  all  the  islands  lying  in  and  adjacent  to  these  Bays,  and  including 
the  coasts  and  waters  of  the  Cut  of  Canso,  as  far  as  a  line  passing  from  Flat  Point, 
in  Inverness  county,  to  the  lighthouse  in  Antigonish  county  opposite. 

6.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters  from  the  16th  day  of  July, 
in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and 
along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  Island  of  Cape 
Breton  including  St.  Paul's  Island,  not  covered  by  District  No.  5,  immediately 
preceding. 

7.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  Strait  of  Northumberland  between  a  straight 
line,  on  the  northwest,  drawn  from  Chockfish  River,  New  Brunswick,  to  West 
Point,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  a  straight  line  on  the  southeast  drawn  from 
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Indian  Point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New  Brunswick,  to  Cape  Traverse, 
Prince  Edward  Island,  no  one  shall  fish  for  catch  or  kill  lobsters  from  the  1st 
day  of  July,  1914,  to  the  25th  day  of  April,  1915,  both  days  inclusive,  and  there- 
after no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters  from  the  26th  day  of  June  in 
each  year,  to  the  25th  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and  along 
that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters-  thereof,  of  the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  westwardly,  and  northwardly 
from  the  lighthouse  in  Antigonish  County  opposite  Flat  Point  in  Inverness 
County,  Nova  Scotia,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  New  Brunswick,  including 
the  coast  waters  of  all  the  islands  adjacent  to  these  portions  of  the  coasts  of  the 
said  provinces  as  well  as  the  coast  and  w^aters  thereof  of  the  counties  of  Quebec 
south  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence. 

8.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters  from  the  11th  day  of  August 
in  each  year,  to  the  24th  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and  along 
the  coasts  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  that  portion  of  the  Strait  of  Northumberland 
between  a  straight  line,  on  the  northwest,  drawn  from  Chockfish  River,  New 
Brunswick,  to  West  Point,  Prince  Edw^ard  Island,  and  a  straight  line  on  the 
southeast  drawn  from  Indian  Point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New  Brunswick, 
to  Cape  Traverse,  Prince  Edward  Island. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters,  from  the  21st  day  of  July 
in  each  year,  to  the  last  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and  along 
the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof  of  the  Magdalen  Islands,  including  Bird  Rocks 
and  Bryon  Island;  but  no  one  shall  at  any  time,  fish  for  lobsters  in  the  lagoons  of 
these  islands. 

10.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  lobsters,  from  the  1st  day  of  August 
in  each  year,  to  the  19th  day  of  May  following,  on  and  along  that  portion  of  the 
coast  or  the  waters  thereof  of  that  portion  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  north  of 
the  Gulf  and  River  St.  Lawrence,  including  the  coast  or  waters  thereof  of 
Anticosti  Island. 

11.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy,  sell  or  have  in  possession  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  any  softshell  lobster  or  lobsters,  or  any  berried  lobster  or 
lobsters,  excepting  for  hatchery  purpose  as  provided  for  by  section  42  of  The 
Fisheries  Act,  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  such  lobster  or  lobsters 
v/hen  caught  shall  be  liberated  alive,  by  the  person  catching  it  or  them. 

12.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  or  other  fishing  apparatus  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  lobsters,  in  any  water  of  the  depth  of  two  fathoms  or  under. 

13.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  or  other  fishing  apparatus  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  lobsters,  at  a  distance  of  less  than  100  yards  from  any  stationary 
salmon  net,  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  salmon. 

14.  No  one  shall  for  canning  purposes,  offer  for  sale,  sell,  barter,  supply 
or  purchase  any  fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken 
up,  or  any  broken  lobster  meat,  and  all  fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely 
mutilated  or  broken  up  or  broken  lobster  meat,  so  offered  for  sale,  sold,  bartered 
supplied  or  purchased,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  or  confiscation  unless  possessed 
for  the  purpose  of  domestic  consumption  only,  and  not  for  canning,  the  proof 
whereof  shall  devolve  on  the  owner  or  possessor;  nor  for  canning  purposes, 
shall  any  lobster  or  lobsters  be  boiled  or  partially  prepared  elsewhere  than  in 
the  cannery  licensed  for  that  purpose. 

15.  No  one  shall  for  canning  purposes,  boil  lobsters  on  board  any  ship, 
vessel,  boat  or  floating  structure  of  any  description  whatever,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 
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16.  No  one  shall  leave  the  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors, 
lines  or  other  lobster  fishing  gear,  nor  shall  anyone  place  or  set  any  such  gear, 
before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  it  is  lawful  to  take  lobsters 
in  the  locality  affected;  provided  that  if  the  opening  day  of  the  seaon  is  on  Sunday^ 
no  one  shall  leave  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors,  lines  or  other 
lobster  fishing  gear,  nor  shall  anj^one  place  or  set  any  such  gear  before  eight  o'clock 
in  the  morning  of  the  following  Monday. 

17.  The  use  of  trawls  or  implements  other  than  traps  made  of  laths  and 
netting,  with  a  ring  in  the  netting  to  permit  lobsters  to  enter,  is  prohibited  in 
lobster  fishing.

By  Order  in  Council  the  4th  of  April,  1914,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  54  of  The  Fisheries  Act,  chapter  45  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1906,  subsections  2  and  3,  as  amended,  of  section  7  of  the  general  fishery 
regulations  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907, 
were  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from  the 
1st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  10th  day  of  May  following,  both  days 
inclusive,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  both  days 
inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug 
of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and, 
any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches 
in  length  that  may  be  accidently  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  water 
alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries  may  authorize  the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs 
of  a  less  size  for  purpose  of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam 
or  quahaug  culture.

Majesty  shall  not  be  cited  as  defendant  but  the  process 
shall  be  issued  against  the  General  Manager  of  Government 
Railways  and  such  process  may  be  served  upon  him  or 
upon  any  other  person  duly  authorized  by  him  to  accept 
service  of  or  to  be  served  with  process  in  such  cases.

[Assented  to  27th  May,  1914.] 

WHEREAS  at  the  conference  held  at  Brussels  in  the  year  Preambis. 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  two  conventions  dealing 
respectively  with  collisions  between  vessels  and  with  salvage 
were  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty;  and  The  Maritime 
Conventions  Act,  1911,  was  enacted  by  the  Parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom  to  give  effect  to  the  conventions; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  such  amendments  in  the 
law  of  Canada  should  be  made  as  will  enable  effect  to  be 
given  to  the  conventions  in  Canada:  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Maritime  Conventions  Short  me. 
Act,  1914- 

PROVISIONS  AS  TO  COLLISIONS,  ETC. 

Where,  by  the  fault  of  two  or  more  vessels,  damage  Collisions, 
or  loss  is  caused  to  one  or  more  of  those  vessels,  to  their 
cargoes  or  freight,  or  to  any  property  on  board,  the  liability  Liability  for 
to  make  good  the  damage  or  loss  shall  be  in  proportion  to 
the  degree  in  which  each  vessel  was  in  fault :

Maple  sugar  shall  be  entirely  the  solid  product  resulting 
from  the  evaporation  of  maple  sap,  or  of  maple  syrup, 
and  contain  not  more  than  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  water; 
and  yield  not  less  than  six-tenths  (0-6)  of  one  per  cent  of 
ash,  reckoned  on  the  dry  matter  of  the  sugar  when  incin- 
erated in  such  a  way  as  to  assure  the  earths  being  present 
as  salts  and  not  as  oxides,  and  not  less  than  tv/elve  one- 
hundredths  (0-12)  of  one  per  cent  of  ash,  insoluble  in  water, 
employed  as  described  below  and  yielding  a  lead  number 
not  less  than  one  and  seven-tenths  (1-7)  when  worked  by 
the  Canadian  method,  nor  less  than  one  and  two-tenths 
(1-2)  when  worked  by  the  Winton  method. 

Minute  traces  of  substances  such  as  gelatine,  albumen, 
isinglass,  etc.,  which  may  have  been  employed  as  refining 
or  clarifying  agents  in  manufacture,  shall  not  be  regarded 
as  adulterants.

STANDARD  FOR  MAPLE  SYRUP. 

Maple  syrup  shall  be  syrup  made  by  the  evaporation 
of  maple  sap,  or  by  the  solution  of  maple  concrete  in  water, 
and  contain  not  more  than  thirty-five  (35)  per  cent  of 
water  and  an  imperial  gallon  of  maple  syrup,  measured  at 
ordinary  temperature  of  the  air,  shall  weigh  not  less  than 
thirteen  pounds  three  ounces.  The  dry  substance  of  maple 
syrup  shall  meet  all  the  above  standards  for  maple  sugar. 

Provided  always  that  the  Governor  in  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  vary  and  change  the  said  standards  for  maple 
sugar  and  maple  syrup.

System. 

[Assented  to  12th  June,  1914-] 

WHEREAS  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company  Preamble, 
hereinafter  called  the  Canadian  Northern has 
represented  that  the  several  companies  set  forth  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Act,  and  their  railways  and  undertakings, 
rolling  stock,  equipment,  assets  and  properties  are  intended 
to  constitute  a  transcontinental  railway  system  to  be 
denominated  the  ' '  Canadian  Northern  System, ' '  and  that  the 
Canadian  Northern  desires  to  control  said  System  by  the 
ownership  or  control  of  the  shares  or  majorities  thereof  in 
the  capital  stock  of  the  said  companies,  and  that  it  now 
owns  or  controls  the  shares  or  majorities  thereof  in  the 
capital  stock  of  certain  of  the  said  companies,  and  that  the 
several  companies  are  desirous  that  aid  should  be  granted 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  System  and  for  the  betterment  thereof;  and 
whereas  it  is  in  the  interest  of  Canada  that  the  desired  aid 
should  be  granted:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Coramons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: —

are  hereby  respectively  empowered  to  carry  out  such  arrange- 
ments and  agreements. 

18.  Without  limiting  any  power  nov/  possessed,  it  is  ^^^J^^^^^^" 
hereby  enacted  that  any  Constituent  Company  which  is  Constituent 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  subject  to  the  legislative  authority  authorized!

be  subject  to  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  fi^^f  °^ 
Canada,  may  acquire  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of,  or  secur-  companies, 
ities  issued  by,  or  make  advances  to,  or  receive  advances 

from  any  other  company  comprised  in  said  System,  and  may 
take  or  give  security  for  such  advances. 

20.  The  Canadian  Northern  may  redeem  or  otherwise  ^^^^aSrteed 
discharge  the  guaranteed  securities  and  the  liability  of  His  securities. 
Majesty  as  guarantor  in  accordance  with  any  terms  in  that 

behalf  contained  in  the  New  Trust  Deed. 

SI.  The  following  shall  be  events  of  default  v/ithin  the  ^^etauits. 
meaning  of  this  Act,  viz, — 

(a)  if  the  Canadian  Northern  shall  make  default  in 
payment  of  the  principal  or  interest  of  the  guaranteed 
securities  or  any  part  thereof,  or  default  in  observing 
or  performing  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  New  Trust 
Deed,  and  the  security  constituted  by  the  New  Trust 
Deed  shall  thereby  become  enforceable; 

(6)  if  while  any  of  the  guaranteed  securities  are  outstand- 
ing the  Canadian  Northern  or  any  Constituent  or 
Subsidiary  Company  shall  make  default  in  the  payment 
of  the  principal  or  interest  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any 
securities  heretofore  or  hereafter  created  or  issued 
under  the  existing  trust  deed  or  mortgage  securing 
the  same,  or  under  any  future  trust  deed  securing  securi- 
ties having  priority  to  the  guaranteed  securities,  or 
default  in  observing  or  performing  any  of  the  terms  cf 
any  such  existing  or  future  trust  deed  or  mortgage, 
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and  the  security  constituted  by  any  such  trust  deed  or 
mortgage  shall  thereby  become  enforceable; 
(c)  if,  while  any  of  the  guaranteed  securities  are  out- 
standing, an  order  be  made  by  any  court  against  any 
company  in  the  Canadian  Northern  System  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  or  for  possession,  or  if  a 
receiver  be  otherwise  appointed  or  possession  be 
otherwise  lawfully  taken  of  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
undertaking. 

22.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  event  of  default  and  at 
any  time  or  times  while  the  same  shall  continue,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Governor  in  Council  after  such  notice  to  the 
Canadian  Northern  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  direct, 
to  declare  to  be  vacant  the  offices  of  the  directors  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  and  of  any  of  the  Constituent  or  Subsi- 
diary Companies  which  may  be  subject  to  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and  to  appoint  a 
board  or  boards  of  directors  in  lieu  thereof  respectively  (any 
former  director  being  eligible  for  appointment). 

2.  The  power  of  appointment  herein  conferred  upon  the 
Governor  in  Council  shall  be  a  continuous  power  and 
shall  be  exercisable  from  tune  to  time  and  so  often  as  any 
event  of  default  may  exist  and  be  continuing. 

23.  The  directors  so  appointed  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  and  any  such  director  may  be  removed  and 
another  appointed  in  his  place.

premises  to  be  foreclosed,  and  thereupon  the  equity  of  re- 
demption of  the  Canadian  Northern  (and  of  such  other 
persons)  in  the  mortgaged  premises  and  every  part  thereof 
shall  be  and  becon-3  absolutely  barred  and  foreclosed,  and 
the  same  shall  thereupon  be  vested  in  His  Majesty  in  right 
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of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  any  statutory  enactment  or  any 
rule  of  law  or  equity  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

25.  Without  limiting  any  of  the  powers  of  the  board  General 
it  is  declared  that  every  board  so  appointed  by  the  Governor  CoarTof^ 
in  Council  shall  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  directora 
Council  have  power  from  time  to  time,  in  such  way  and  on  ^^^^^^^^^ 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  thought  expedient, —  councU*"^ 
(a)  to  create  and  issue  securities  and  to  secure  the  same 
by  mortgages  or  charges  under  trust  deeds  or  otherwise 
and  to  raise  money  thereon  by  sale,  pledge  or  otherwise; 
(6)  to  make  arrangements  and  agreements  with  any  of 
the  companies  then  comprised  in  the  Canadian  Northern 
System  and  with  the  trustees  under  any  mortgage, 
charge  or  trust  deed  securing  any  securities  issued  by 
any  such  company  respecting  such  security  or  the 
moneys  payable  thereunder  or  the  terms  of  any  such 
mortgage,  charge  or  trust  deed; 

(c)  to  make  arrangements  and  agreements  respecting 
their  claims  with  creditors  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
or  any  company  then  comprised  in  the  Canadian 
Northern  System; 

(d)  subject  to  all  securities  forming  a  charge  upon  the 
Canadian  Northern  System  or  any  part  thereof  and  to 
the  terms  of  any  trust  deeds  securing  the  same,  to  make 
from  time  to  time,  with  or  without  consideration,  with 
any  corporation  or  corporations  incorporated  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  for  the  purpose,  having  the 
necessary  powers  in  that  behalf,  any  arrangement  or 
agreement  for  the  operation  or  for  the  leasing  or  for  the 
sale  or  transfer  of  the  Canadian  Northern  System  or 
any  part  or  parts  thereof,  and  the  undertakings,  assets, 
rights,  franchises  and  powers  thereof  or  any  part  or 
parts  thereof,  or  for  the  sale  or  transfer  with  or  without 
consideration  of  any  equity  of  redemption  therein,  and 
every  such  board  shall  have  power  to  carry  every  such 
arrangement  and  agreement  into  effect ; 

(e)  generally  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  as  the  Govern-

ST,  Every  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  made  in 
exercise  of  any  of  the  powers  contained  in  this  Act  may 
on  ex  parte  application  on  behalf  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
and  without  any  notice  to  any  person,  be  made  a  rule, 
order  or  judgment  of  the  Exchequer  Court  or  of  any  Superior 
Court  of  any  Province  of  Canada,  and  shall  be  enforced 
in  like  manner  as  any  rule,  order  or  judgment  of  such  Court, 
and  shall  not  be  subject  to  appeal. 

28.  The  following  provisions  shall  have  effect  with 
respect  to  every  person  from  time  to  time  appointed  by 
the  Governor  in  Council  a  director  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
or  of  any  Constituent  or  Subsidiary  Company,  viz, — 

1.  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Railvmy  Act 
or  any  other  law,  statute  or  by-law  to  the  contrary,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  such  director  to  possess  any 
stock  or  other  qualification  nor  shall  any  such  person  during 
the  term  of  his  office  be  subject  to  disqualification  on  any 
account  whatever; 

2.  no  such  director  shall  be  under  any  responsibility 
to  any  shareholder,  director,  or  officer  of  the  company 
of  which  he  is  director,  nor  to  any  other  person,  in  respect 
of  any  act  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  him  in  the 
execution  of  his  office; 

3.  each  director  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
section  22  of  this  Act  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  by  the 
company  for  which  he  is  appointed  such  salary  as  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  fix.

29.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  at  the  request  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund  pay  all  or  any  portion  of  the  first  six  half-yearly 
payments  of  interest  on  the  guaranteed  securities  falling 
due  after  the  opening  for  traffic  as  part  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  System  of  the  through  line  from  Vancouver 
to  the  citv  of   Quebec,  but  in  such  case  the  Governor 
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in  Council  shall  not  enforce  the  repayment  thereof  against 
the  Canadian  Northern  under  the  New  Trust  Deed  until 
the  maturity  of  the  principal  of  the  guaranteed  securities. 
The  Canadian  Northern  shall  however  pending  the  repay- 
ment of  interest  so  paid  by  the  Governor  in  Council  pay 
to  His  Majesty  half-yearly  interest  on  such  interest  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  and  such  interest  upon 
interest  until  so  paid  shall  form  a  charge  upon  the  mortaged 
premises  under  the  New  Trust  Deed.

WHEREAS  the  Canadian  Northern,  the  Constituent 
Companies,  the  Subsidiary  Companies  and  the  Contractors 
are  desirous  that  aid  should  be  granted  by  the  Government 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  System,  and  for  the  betterment  thereof;  and  by 
an  Act  cf  Parliament  of  Canada,  being  chapter  of 
the  statutes  of  1914,  the  Government  has  been  authorized 
to  grant  such  aid  upon  the  fulfilment  of  certain  conditions 
precedent,  one  of  which  is  the  execution  of  this  Agreement; 

Witnesseth  that  in  consideration  of  the  premises; 

1.  Interpretation. 

"Canadian  Northern  System"  means  the  Canadian 
Northern  and  the  Constituent  and  Subsidiary  Companies 
and  such  other  companies  hereafter  declared  by  order  of 
the  Governor  in  Council  to  be  comprised  in  the  Canadian 
Northern  S3^stem; 

"Nev/  Trust  Deed"  means  the  Trust  Deed  described  in 
Section  4  of  the  Statute; 

"Trustee''  means  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  of  the  New 
Trust  Deed  and  any  successor  Trustee  or  Trustees  thereof ; 

"Guaranteed  Securities"  means  the  securities  authorized 
by  the  statute  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  being  chapter 
of  the  statutes  of  1914,  and  "Statute"  means 
the  said  Statute: 

"Mortgaged  Premises"  means  the  undertakings,  proper- 
ties  and  assets,  rights,  powers  and  franchises  from  time  to 
time  mortgaged  or  charged  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
payment  of  the  guaranteed  securities ; 

"Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals; 

"Government  Railways"  means  the  railways  subject  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Government  Railways  Act  and  amend- 
ments thereto; 
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In  all  other  cases,  the  provisions  of  the  Interpretation 
Act  and  of  the  interpretation  section  of  the  Railway  Act, 
being  section  2,  chapter  37  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1906,  shall  apply  hereto. 

2.  Covenants  by  Contractors. 

The  Contractors  jointly  and  severally  covenant  with  the 
Government  as  follows: — 

(a)  that  the  Contractors  will  forthwith,  upon  the 
execution  hereof,  transfer  or  cause  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Trustee  all  the  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Constituent 
and  Subsidiary  Companies  mentioned  in  the  first  and  second 
parts  of  the  Schedule  hereto,  and  the  said  shares  shall  form 
part  of  the  mortgaged  premises  comprised  in  the  New  Trust 
Deed :  Provided  that  the  legal  title  to  such  of  the  said  shares 
as  may  be  necessary  to  qualify  the  directors  and  preserve 
the  corporate  entities  of  the  respective  Companies  or  any 
of  them,  may  be  allowed  by  the  Trustee  to  remain  in  the 
names  of  such  directors  and  other  necessary  parties,  but  the 
certificates  thereof  ready  for  transfer  shall  be  delivered  to 
and  held  by  or  for  the  Trustee.  The  absolute  ownership 
of  all  the  shares  mentioned  in  the  first  part  of  the  said 
Schedule  shall  be  vested  in  the  Canadian  Northern,  subject 
to  the  charge  thereon  created  by  and  to  the  terms  of 
the  New  Trust  Deed;  and  the  beneficial  ownership  of  all 
the  shares  mentioned  in  the  second  part  of  the  said  Schedule 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Canadian  Northern,  subject  only  to 
the  rights  now  or  hereafter  possessed  by  the  National  Trust 
Company,  Limited,  and  the  British  Empire  Trust  Com- 
pany, Limited,  under  the  Trust  Deed  of  the  30th  of  June, 
1903,  securing  the  Perpetual  Consolidated  Debenture  Stock 
of  the  Canadian  Northern,  and  to  the  charge  thereon 
created  by  and  to  the  terms  of  the  New  Trust  Deed; 

(b)  that  they  will  forthwith  cause  to  be  transferred  to 
the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General  of  Canada 
in  trust  for  the  Government,  fully  paid  and  non-assessable 
shares  of  the  Canadian  Northern  of  the  aggregate  par  value 
of  thirty-three  millions,  such  shares  to  be  the  absolute 
property  of  His  Majesty  in  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada; 

(c)  that  they  will  cause  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Trustee 
as  part  of  the  mortgaged  premises  free  from  bonds  or  other 
indebtedness  thereon,  the  railway  and  undertaking  of  the 
Brockville,  Westport  and  North  Western  Railway  Company 
described  in  Part  3  of  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  Statute, 
the  same  to  become  the  property  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
subject  to  the  charge  thereon  created  by  the  New  Trust 
Deed,  and  to  be  operated  by  the  Canadian  Northern  as 
part  of  its  system; 
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id)  that  they  and  each  of  them  will  from  time  to  time 
make,  do  and  execute  all  such  acts,  deeds,  matters  and 
things  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  Government 
for  the  purpose  of  more  fully  and  effectually  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  hereof^  and  the  terms,  conditions, 
and  stipulations  of  the  Statute; 

(e)  that  the  Contractors  will  not  at  any  time  make  or 
seek  to  enforce  any  claim  for  contractors'  profits,  commissions 
or  otherwise  against  the  Canadian  Northern,  or  against 
any  of  the  Constituent  or  Subsidiary  Companies,  upon 
or  in  respect  of  any  express  or  implied  contract,  under- 
standing, agreement,  or  stipulation  of  any  kind,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  made,  whereby  or  whereunder  they,  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them,  may  now  or  hereafter  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  Canadian  Northern,  or  from  any  of  the  Constituent 
or  Subsidiary  Companies  any  construction  profits,  in  respect 
of  work  heretofore  undertaken,  or  as  consideration  for 
transfers  of  properties,  rights  or  franchises  already  trans- 
ferred, or  to  be  transferred  under  sub-clauses  (a)  and 
(6)  of  this  clause,  or  for  commission  or  remuneration 
for  services  in  financing,  or  for  any  other  services  here- 
tofore rendered,  and  all  such  claims  are  hereb}^  by  them 
and  each  of  them  absolutely  renounced  and  released. 

3.  Covenants  by  Canadian  Northern. 

The  Canadian  Northern  covenants  with  the  Government 
as  follows : — 

(a)  that  the  Canadian  Northern  is  at  the  time  of  the 
execution  hereof,  the  absolute  owner  of  the  equity  of  redemp- 
tion in  all  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Constituent 
and  Subsidiary  Companies  set  forth  in  the  second  part  of 
the  Schedule  hereto,  and  that  all  such  shares  are  fully 
paid  and  non-assessable,  and  that  there  are  no  mortgages, 
incumbrances,  charges,  or  liens  thereon  other  than  those 
created  by  the  mortgages  and  charges  heretofore  created 
under  existing  trust  deeds  or  mortgages  referred  to  in  para- 
graph {h)  of  section  4  of  the  Statute; 

(6)  that  the  Canadian  Northern  will  at  all  times  make, 
do  and  execute  and  concur  in  all  such  acts,  deeds,  matters 
and  things  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  more  fully  and  effectually  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  hereof; 

(c)  that  it  will  forthwith  transfer  or  cause  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Trustee  as  part  of  the  mortgaged  premises 
all  the  mortgage  securities  and  shares  of  stock  mentioned 
in  the  second  part  of  the  schedule  hereto  subject  to  the 
charge  thereon  created  by  and  to  the  terms  of  the  Trust 
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Deed  of  30th  June,  1903,  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  to 
the  terms  of  the  New  Trust  Deed. 

4.  Covenants  by  Constituent  and  Subsidiary 
Companies. 

Each  of  the  Constituent  and  Subsidiary  Companies 
covenants  with  the  Government  as  follows: — 

(a)  that  it  will  not  create  or  issue  any  further  share 
capital  without  the  consent  of  the  Governor  in  Council ; 

(h)  that  it  will  at  all  times  make,  do  and  execute  and 
concur  in  all  acts,  deeds,  matters  and  things  as  may  be 
reasonably  required  by  the  Governor  in  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  more  fully  and  effectually  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  hereof  and  of  the  Statute; 

(c)  that  it  will  from  time  to  time  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Trustee  the  trust  deeds,  mortgages  and  charges  referred 
to  in  section  11  of  the  Statute  securing  the  repayment  of 
the  moneys  advanced  to  or  for  it  as  therein  mentioned,  and 
in  default  of  any  such  security  being  given,  the  Trustee 
shall  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  guaranteed  securi- 
ties have  a  charge  upon  the  undertaking,  property,  assets, 
rents  and  revenues  present  and  future  of  each  Constituent 
and  Subsidiary  Company  for  all  moneys  advanced  to  or 
expended  upon  or  for  the  purposes  of  such  Company  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  guaranteed  securities  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  such  charge 
to  rank  with  the  same  priority  and  subject  to  the  same 
powers  as  mentioned  in  section  11  of  the  Statute. 

5.  Issue  of  Stock  by  Canadian  Northern, 

The  Canadian  Northern  covenants  with  the  Contractors 
that  in  consideration  of  the  transfer  of  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  mentioned  in  clause  (a)  of  paragraph  2 
hereof,  it  will  by  proper  corporate  action  cause  to  be  allotted 
to  the  Contractors  or  their  nominees  fully  paid  and  non- 
assessable shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  of  the  par  value  of  twenty-three  million  dollars 
being  the  difference  between  the  present  issued  share 
capital  of  the  Canadian  Northern  and  the  amount  to 
which  its  capital  is  increased  by  the  Statute. 

6.  ROUTEING  AND  INTERCHANGE  OF  TRAFFIC. 

The  Canadian  Northern  and  the  Constituent  and  Subsi- 
diary Companies  severally  agree  with  the  Government  as 
follows : — 

(a)  that  at  all  times  hereafter  all  freight  originating  on 
the  lines  of  the  Canadian  Northern  or  on  the  lines  of  any 
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of  the  Constituent  Companies,  or  on  any  line  or  lines  of 
railway  now  or  hereafter  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  the 
Canadian  Northern  or  by  any  of  the  Constituent  or  Subsi- 
diary Companies,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shal',  when 
destined  to  points  in  Canada,  be  carried  over  the  lines  of 
the  Canadian  Northern  or  of  the  Constituent  Companies  or 
over  some  other  Canadian  Railway  or  Railways  (which  term 
shall  include  the  line  operated  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  between  Montreal  and  St.  John)  and  that  the 
through  rate  on  export  traffic  from  the  point  of  origin  to  the 
point  of  destination  shall  not  be  greater  via  Canadian  Ports 
than  it  would  be  via  United  States  Ports;  and  that  all 
inward  and  outward  ocean  traffic  shall  be  carried  to  Cana- 
dian Ports,  and  that  the  Canadian  Northern  and  the  several 
Constituent  and  Subsidiary  Companies  shall  not  in  any 
matter  within  their  power  or  control  directly  or  indirectly 
advise  or  encourage  the  transportation  of  any  such  freight 
by  routes  other  than  those  above  provided,  but  shall  in  all 
respects  in  good  faith  use  their  utmost  endeavours  to 
further  the  development  of  trade  through  Canadian  chan- 
nels and  Canadian  Ports; 

(6)  that  they  and  each  and  every  of  them  will  from 
time  to  time  enter  into  Agreements  with  the  Government 
for  the  mutual  interchange  of  traffic  between  the  Canadian 
Northern  and  the  Constituent  Companies  or  any  of  them, 
with  the  Government  Railways,  and  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  every  such  agreement  shall  be  such  as  the  parties 
thereto  may  agree  upon  or  in  default  of  agreement,  as  may  be 
settled  by  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada 
(hereinafter  called  the  '^Railway  Board"),  and  the  Railway 
Board  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Governor  in  Council  or  of  any  party  to  any 
such  agreement  to  vary,  modify  or  rescind  the  same: 
Provided  alv/ays  that  every  agreement  respecting  the 
interchange  of  traffic  shall  be  subject  to  any  agreements 
now  existing  with  any  other  company  or  companies; 

(c)  that  the  Canadian  Northern  and  the  Constituent 
and  Subsidiary  Companies  or  any  of  them  will  from  time  to 
time  on  the  request  of  the  Governor  in  Council  enter  into 
an  agreement  or  agreements  with  the  Government,  granting 
to  the  Government  for  the  purposes  of  the  Government 
Ptaiiways,  running  powers  over  the  lines  of  railway  now  or 
hereafter  comprised  in  the  Canadian  Northern  System  or 
any  part  or  parts  thereof,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
every  such  Agreement  shall  be  such  as  the  parties  thereto 
may  agree  upon,  or  in  default  of  agreement  as  may  be 
settled  by  the  Railway  Board,  and  the  Railway  Board  shall 
have  power  from  time  to  time  upon  the  application  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  or  of  any  party  to  any  such  agreement 
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to  vary,  modify  or  rescind  the  same:  Provided  always  that 
every  such  agreement  shall  be  subject  to  any  existing 
agreements  with  any  other  company  or  companies. 

7.  Covenants  by  the  Government. 

The  Government  covenants  with  the  Canadian  Northern 
that  it  will  from  time  to  time  enter  into  agreements  with  the 
Canadian  Northern  or  with  any  Constituent  Company, 
giving  running  rights  over  such  parts  of  the  Government 
Railways  as  may  be  desired  and  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  every  such  agreement  shall  be  such  as  the  parties  thereto 
may  agree  upon,  or  in  default  of  agreement  as  may  be 
settled  by  the  Railway  Board,  and  the  Railway  Board  shall 
have  power  from  time  to  time  upon  the  application  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  or  of  any  party  to  any  such  agreement, 
to  vary,  modify  or  rescind  the  same  :  Provided  always  that 
every  such  agreement  shall  be  subject  to  any  existing  agree- 
ments with  any  other  company  or  companies.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R  S-,  c.  i6; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  1912;  c*  14. 
follows : — 

1.  That  part  of  Schedule  B  to  the  Civil  Service  Act,  R-^-,  0.  iq, 
chapter  16  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  1906,  which  relates  to  amended. 
Clerks  in  City  Post  Offices,  and  the  offices  of  Post  Office

An  Act  to  authorize  a  guarantee  of  bonds  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

[Assented  to  12th  June,  1914.] 

WHEREAS  His  Majesty  The  King  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Preamble. 
»T  Pacific  Railway  Company,  (hereinafter  called  ''the 
Company/')  entered  into  certain  agreements  which  were 
confinned  by  and  set  out  in  Schedules  to  statutes  of  Canada, 
viz.,  an  agreement  dated  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  July, 
1903,  confirmed  by  chapter  71,  statutes  of  1903,  and  an 
agreement  dated  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  1904, 
confirmed  by  chapter  24,  statutes  of  1904; 

And  whereas  pursuant  to  said  agreements  and  to  a  Trust 
Deed  dated  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1905,  confirmed  by  chapter 
98  of  the  statutes  of  1905,  the  Company  issued  and  His 
Majesty  guaranteed  certain  bonds  of  the  Company  and  has 
duly  implemented  its  guarantee  to  the  extent  required  by 
said  agreements; 

And  whereas  the  Company  alleges  that  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds  so  implemented  have  proved  insufi&cient  to  pay 
the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  Western 
Division  as  hereinafter  defined,  which  the  Company  alleges 
His  Majesty  by  said  agreements  and  under  said  Trust  Deed 
became  bound  to  provide,  and  the  Company  alleges  that 
His  Majesty  is  obliged  to  pay  without  recourse  three-fourths 
of  the  amount  required  to  complete  the  Mountain  Section 
as  hereinafter  defined; 

And  whereas  His  Majesty  does  not  admit  such  allegations 
or  claims  and  has  offered  to  refer  the  questions  in  dispute 
to  the  decision  of  the  Courts; 

And  whereas  to  enable  the  Company  to  continue  its 
works  without  delay  the  Company  has  requested  His 
Majesty  by  way  of  com^prcmise  and  in  full  settlem^ent  as 
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below  mentioned  to  guarantee  a  further  issue  of  bonds  to 
the  amount  below  mentioned; 

And  whereas  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  such  guarantee 
should  be  authorized  upon  the  terms  and  subject  to  the 
conditions  hereinafter  set  out:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

Short  title.  1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
Guarantee  Act,  1914. 

Definitions.  2.  Unlcss  the  coutext  otherwise  requires,  Western 
Division  "  means  that  portion  of  the  line  of  railway  mentioned 
in  clause  2  of  the  said  agreement  of  the  twenty-ninth  July, 
1903,  extending  from  the  city  of  Winnipeg  to  the  Pacific 
Ocean;  '^Mountain  Section"  means  that  portion  of  the 
Western  Division  extending  from  the  East  Bank  of  the 
Wolf  River  to  the  Pacific  Ocean;  Prairie  Section"  means 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  Western  Division ; ' '  Guaranteed 
Securities"  means  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be 
guaranteed. 

Guarantee.  g.  That  upou  the  Company  establishing  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Governor  in  Council  that  the  moneys  available 
therefor  and  the  resources  of  the  Company  are  insufficient 
to  enable  the  Compan}^  to  complete  the  Western  Division, 
and  that  any  moneys  necessary  for  that  purpose  over  and 
above  the  proceeds  of  the  guaranteed  securities  will  be 
provided,  His  Majesty  on  behalf  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
may,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Company  to  provide  the 
balance  required  for  the  completion  of  the  Mountain 
Section,  including  the  expenditures  mentioned  in  the 
proviso  to  section  5  hereof,  and  upon  and  subject  to  the 
conditions  hereinafter  set  out,  guarantee  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  an  issue  of  bonds,  to  be  made  by 
the  Company,  for  a  principal  amount  sufficient  in  the

''4.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  works  after  enlargement 
shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant  or  applicants,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  by  the  owners  of  the  works  as  they  existed 
before  the  enlargement,  jointly  in  proportion  to  the  quantity 
of  water  which  each  is  entitled  to  use,  or  in  such  manner  as 
m-ay  be  agreed  upon  between  or  among  them,  and  if  they  fail 
or  delay  in  reaching  an  agreement  the  Minister  may  fix  the 
amount  to  be  paid  by  each.

3.  No  certificate  under  this  section  shall  be  giv^en  unless 
application  therefor  is  made  within  two  years  after  the 
passing  of  the  company^s  Act  of  incorporation,  or  within 
such,  extended  period  not  exceeding  one  year  as  the  Governor 
in  Council  before  the  expiration  of  such  two  years  allows. 

4.  If  a  certificate  has  not  been  obtained  as  in  this  section 
provided,  the  company's  Act  of  incorporation  shall  there- 
upon cease  to  be  in  force,  except  for  the  purpose  of  winding 
up  the  affairs  of  the  company  and  returning  to  subscribers 
the  amounts  paid  by  them  upon  the  stock  subscribed  or  so 
much  thereof  as  they  may  be  entitled  to. 
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14.  Notice  of  the  issue  of  a  certificate  of  the  Minister  Publication, 
permitting  the  company  to  commence  business  shall  be 
published  by  the  company  in  The  Canada  Gazette  and  in  at 

least  one  newspaper  in  the  city  or  place  where  the  head 
office  of  the  company  is  situate,  and  such  publication  shall 
be  continued  for  the  period  of  four  weeks. 

INTERNAL  REGULATIONS. 

15.  The  shareholders  may  at  any  annual  general  meeting  Regulations, 
or  at  any  special  general  meeting  duly  called  for  the  purpose 

fix  and  regulate  by  by-law  the  following  matters  incident 
to  the  management  and  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
the  company,  that  is  to  say: — 

(a)  the  day  on  which  the  annual  general  meeting  shall 
be  held; 

(6)  the  notice  to  be  given  to  shareholders  of  special 
general  meetings; 

(c)  the  requirements  as  to  proxies,  the  record  to  be  kept 
of  them  and  the  time,  not  exceeding  ten  days,  within 
which  proxies  must  be  produced  and  recorded  prior  to 
a  m.eeting  in  order  to  entitle  the  holder  to  vote  thereon; 

(d)  the  number  of  directors,  which  shall  be  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifteen,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  a  quorum; 

(e)  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained,  the 
qualifications  of  directors; 

(/)  the  remuneration  of  the  president,  vice-presidents 

and  other  directors;  and 
{g)  the  exercise  of  the  borrowing  powers  of  the  company. 

16.  The  election  of  directors  shall  be  by  ballot  of  theEie^ionof 
shareholders  and  shall  take  place  each  year  at  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  the  company. 

2.  The  persons  to  the  number  authorized  to  be  elected  Majority, 
who  have  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  any  election 

shall  be  directors. 

3.  If  it  happens  at  any  election  that  two  or  more  persons  ^^"^^^^ 
have  an  equal  number  of  votes  and  the  election  or  non-  votes.^^  ^ 
election  of  one  or  more  of  such  persons  as  a  director  or 
directors  depends  on  such  equality,  then  the  directors  who 

have  a  greater  number  of  votes  or  majority  of  them  shall, 
in  order  to  complete  the  full  number  of  directors,  determine 
which  of  the  said  persons  so  having  an  equal  number  of 
votes  shall  be  a  director  or  directors. 

4.  If  at  any  time,  an  election  of  directors  is  not  made  or  ^^^^'^^ 
does  not  take  effect  at  the  proper  time,  the  company  shall  directors, 
not  be  held  to  be  thereby  dissolved;  but  such  election  may 

take  place  at  any  general  meeting  of  the  company,  duly 
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caWvd  for  that  purposes,  and  the  retiring  directors  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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17.  Directors  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  in  the  year  succeeding  their  election  and  shall,  if 
otherwise  qualified,  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

18.  No  shareholder  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  a 
director  unless  he  holds  in  his  own  name  and  for  his  own 
use  at  least  twenty-five  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany and  has  paid  in  cash  all  calls  due  thereon  and  all 
liabilities  incurred  by  him  to  the  company,  and  if  any  direc- 
tor makes  an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  creditors 
or  comes  within  the  operation  of  any  insolvency  law  then 
in  force,  or  ceases  to  hold  at  least  twenty-five  shares  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  a  director. 

19.  The  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  company  shall 
at  all  times  be  persons  resident  in  Canada  and  subjects  of 
His  Majesty  by  birth  or  naturalization. 

20.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  of  directors  may  be 
filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  by  the  directors  from 
amxong  the  qualified  shareholders  of  the  company :  Provided 
that  if  the  vacancies  are  not  filled,  the  acts  of  a  quorum  of 
the  remaining  directors  shall  not  be  thereby  invalidated. 

SI.  The  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election, 
shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  a  pre- 
sident and  one  or  more  than  one  vice-president. 

2.  No  general  manager  or  manager  of  the  company 
shall  act  in  the  capacity  of  president  or  vice-president 
of  the  company. 

22.  The  president,  or  in  his  absence  a  vice-president, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  directors  and  of  the 
shareholders.  In  the  absence  of  both  the  president  and 
vice-presidents  at  any  meeting,  a  chairman  shall  be  selected 
by  the  directors  or  shareholders  present  at  such  meeting. 
The  presiding  chairman  may  vote  as  a  director  at  all  meet- 
ings of  directors  and  as  a  shareholder  at  all  general  meetings 
of  the  company,  and  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  at  any 
meeting  he  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

23.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  president  or  vice- 
president,  the  directors  shall  from  themselves  elect  a 
president  or  vice-president  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  next  election  of  directors.  If  at  any  time  an  elec- 
tion of  directors  is  not  made  or  does  not  take  effect  at  the 
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proper  time,  the  company  shall  not  be  held  to  be  thereby 
dissolved,  but  such  election  may  take  place  at  any  general 
meeting  of  the  company  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  retiring  directors  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

24.  The  directors  may  establish  branch  offices  and  local  Branch 
advisory  boards  within  Canada  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  deem  expedient. 

25.  The  directors  may  in  all  things  administer  the  affairs  Powers, 
of  the  company  and  may  make  or  cause  to  be  made  for  the 
company  any  description  of  contract  which  the  company 
may  by  law  enter  into. 

BY-LAWS. 

26.  The  directors  may  make  by-laws  not  contrary  to  By-laws, 
law  or  to  this  Act  or  to  any  by-law  duly  passed  b}^  the  share- 
holders for, — 

(a)  the  regulating  of  the  allotment  of  stock,  the  making 
of  calls  thereon,  the  payment  thereof,  the  issue  and 
registration  of  certificates  of  stock,  the  issue  of  share 
warrants,  the  forfeiture  of  stock  for  non-payment,  the 
disposal  of  forfeited  stock  and  of  the  proceeds  thereof, 
and  the  transfer  of  stock; 

(h)  the  declaration  and  payment  of  dividends; 

(c)  the  appointment,  functions,  duties  and  removal  of 
all  agents,  officers  and  servants  of  the  company,  the 
security  to  be  given  by  them  to  the  company  and 
their  remuneration; 

{d)  the  time  and  place  for  the  holding  of  meetings  of 
the  board  of  directors,  and  the  procedure  in  all  things 
at  such  meetings; 

{e)  the  imposition  and  recover}'-  of  all  penalties  and 
forfeitures  admitting  of  regulation  by  by-law;  and, 

(/)  the  conduct  in  all  other  particulars  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company. 

2.  By-laws  made  under  the  authority  of  this  section  Confirma- 
shall,  unless  confirmed  at  the  next  annual  general  meeting,  ^^o^* 
only  have  force  until  such  meeting  and  in  default  of  con- 
firmation thereat  shall  from  the  time  of  such  default  cease 
to  have  force  or  effect. 

CAPITAL  STOCK  AND  CALLS  THEREON. 

2T.  The  capital  stock  of  any  loan  company  hereafter  capital 
incorporated  by  Act  in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule  A 
to  this  Act  shall  be  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
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thousand  dollars  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each. 

28.  The  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  personal  estate, 
and  shall  be  transferable  in  such  manner  only,  and  subject 
to  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  prescribed  by 
this  Act,  or  the  by-laws  of  the  company. 

29.  The  directors  may  make  calls  upon  the  several 
shareholders  in  respect  of  the  amount  of  capital  subscribed 
by  them  respectively  at  such  times  and  places  and  in  such 
payments  as  this  Act  and  the  by-laws,  if  any,  made  under 
its  provisions  require  or  allow. 

2.  The  first  of  such  calls  shall  not  in  respect  of  shares 
subscribed  after  the  organization  of  the  company  exceed 
twenty-five  per  cent,  and  no  subsequent  call  in  respect 
of  shares  subscribed  before  or  after  organization  shall  exceed 
ten  per  cent,  and  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  shall 
be  given  of  any  call,  and  any  notice  of  call  may  be 
effectually  given  by  sending  the  notice  by  registered  letter 
to  the  last  known  address  of  each  shareholder  as  contained 
in  the  books  of  the  company. 

3.  There  shall  be  an  interval  of  not  less  than  thirty 
days  between  the  times  at  which  successive  calls  are  payable.  ^ 

4.  Interest  shall  accrue  and  fall  due,  at  the  rate  of  five 
per  cent  per  annum,  upon  the  amount  of  any  unpaid  call, 
from  the  day  appointed  for  payment  of  such  call. 

5.  The  directors  may  if  they  think  fit  receive  from  any 
shareholder  willing  to  advance  the  same  all  or  any  part 
of  the  money  due  upon  the  shares  held  by  him  beyond 
the  sums  actually  called  for;  and  upon  the  money  so  paid 
in  advance  or  so  much  thereof  as  from  time  to  time  exceeds 
the  amount  of  the  calls  then  due  upon  the  shares  in  respect 
of  which  such  advance  has  been  made,  the  company  may  pay 
interest  at  such  rate  as  the  shareholder  paying  such  sum 
in  advance  and  the  directors  may  agree  upon. 

30.  If  any  shareholder  fail  to  pay  any  call  or  instalment 
on  or  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  payment  of  the 
same,  the  directors  may  at  any  time  thereafter  during  such 
time  as  the  call  or  instalment  remains  unpaid,  send  a  notice 
to  such  shareholder  by  registered  post  to  his  last  known 
post  office  address  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  company^ 
requesting  him  to  pay  the  same  together  with  any  interest 
that  may  have  accrued. 

2.  The  notice  shall  name  a  day  not  less  than  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  mailing  the  notice  and  a  place  or 
places  on  and  at  which  such  call  or  instalments  and  such 
interest  are  to  be  paid.     The  notice  shall  also  state  that  in 
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the  event  of  non-payment  at  or  before  the  time  and  at  the 
place  appointed,  the  shares  in  respect  of  which  the  call  was 
made  or  instalment  is  payable  will  be  liable  to  be  forfeited. 

3.  If  the  requisitions  of  any  such  notice  are  not  complied  resolution 
with,  any  shares  in  respect  of  which  such  notice  has  been 

given  may  at  any  time  thereafter,  before  payment  of  all 
calls  or  instalments  and  interest  due  in  respect  thereof,  be 
forfeited  by  resolution  of  the  directors  to  that  effect.  Such 
forfeiture  shall  include  all  dividends  declared  in  respect  of 
the  forfeited  shares  and  not  actually  paid  before  the  for- 
feiture. Notwithstanding  such  forfeiture,  the  holder  of  such 
shares  at  the  time  of  forfeiture  shall  continue  liable  to  the 
creditors  of  the  company  at  such  time  for  the  full  amount 
unpaid  on  such  shares  at  the  time  of  forfeiture,  less  any  sums 
which  are  subsequently  received  by  the  company  in  respect 
thereof. 

4.  When  any  share  shall  have  been  so  forfeited,  notice  Notice  to 
by  registered  post  as  aforesaid  of  the  resolution  shall  be  ^"^^  Voider, 
given  to  the  shareholder  in  whose  name  it  stood  immedi- 
ately prior  to  the  forfeiture,  and  an  entry  of  the  forfeiture 

with  the  date  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  made  in  the  proper 
books  of  the  company. 

5.  Any  share  so  forfeited  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  Disposal, 
property  of  the  company,  and  the  directors  may  sell,  re- 
allot  and  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner  as 

they  think  fit. 

6.  The  directors  may,  at  any  time  before  any  share  so  Annual 
forfeited  shall  have  been  sold,  reallotted  or  otherwise 
disposed  of,  annul  the  forfeiture  thereof  upon  such  condi- 
tions as  they  think  fit. 

31.  No  share  shall  be  transferable,  until  all  calls  due  Transfer, 
thereon  up  to  the  date  of  transfer  have  been  fully  paid, 
or  until  it  is  declared  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  a  call 
or  calls  thereon. 

2.  No  transfer  of  shares  in  respect  of  which  the  whole 
amount  subscribed  has  not  been  paid  in  shall  be  made 
without  the  consent  of  the  directors. 


PREFERENCE  STOCK. 


32.  The  directors  may  make  by-laws  for  creating  and 
issuing  any  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  as  ^  ' 
preference  stock,  which  preference  stock  may  be  preferred 
in  any  respect  and  deferred  in  any  other  respect;  and 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  such 
preference  stock  may  be  either  preferred  or  deferred  in 
matters  of  the  division  of  profits,  payment  of  dividends 
and  bonuses,  election  of  directors,  voting  at  meetings, 
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rank  as  regards  capital,  and  in  winding  up  proceedings  and 
in  such  other  matters  and  respects  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  and  as  any  such  by-law  may  provide. 

2.  No  such  by-law  shall  have  any  force  or  effect  what- 
ever until  after  it  has  been  unanimously  sanctioned  by  a 
vote  of  the  shareholders  present  in  person  or  represented 
by  proxy  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  company  duly  called 
for  considering  the  same,  and  representing  two-thirds  of  the 
subscribed  and  issued  stock  of  the  company,  or  unanimously 
sanctioned  in  writing  by  the  shareholders  of  the  company: 
Provided  that  if  the  by-law  be  sanctioned  by  not  less  than 
three-fourths  in  value  of  the  shareholders  of  the  company, 
the  company  may  through  the  Minister  petition  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  for  an  order  approving  the  said  by-law, 
and  the  Governor  in  Council  may,  if  he  sees  fit,  approve 
thereof,  and  from  the  date  of  such  approval  the  by-law 
shall  be  valid  and  may  be  acted  upon. 

3.  Holders  of  such  shares  of  preference  stock  shall  be 
shareholders  v/ithin  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  shall  in 
all  respects  possess  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  the  liabili- 
ties of  shareholders  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act:  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  respect  of  dividends  and  otherv/ise 
they  shall,  as  against  the  ordinary  shareholders,  be  en- 
titled to  the  preferences  and  rights  given  by  such  by-law. 

Rights  saved.  4.  Nothing  in  this  section  contained,  or  done  in  pur- 
suance thereof,  shall  affect  or  impair  the  rights  of  creditors 
of  the  company. 
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33.  The  company  may  enforce  payment  of  all  calls  and 
r  thereon,  by  action  in  smy  court  of  competent 
tion. 


34.  In  such  action  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  set  forth 
the  special  matter,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  that 
the  defendant  is  a  holder  of  one  share  or  more,  stating 
the  number  of  shares,  and  is  indebted  to  the  company  in 
the  sum  of  money  to  which  the  calls  in  arrears  amount, 
in  respect  of  one  call  or  more,  stating  the  number  of  calls 
and  the  amount  of  each  call,  whereby  an  action  has  accrued 
to  the  company  under  this  Act. 


Service. 


Publication. 


35.  Service  of  any  process  or  notice  upon  the  company 
may  be  made  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  the  head  office 
of  the  company,  with  any  adult  person  in  charge  thereof, 
or  elsewhere  with  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  company. 

2.  If  the  company  has  no  known  office  and  has  no  known 
president  or  secretary,  the  court  may  order  such  publication 
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as  it  deems  requisite  to  be  made  in  the  premises,  for  at  least 
one  month,  in  at  least  one  newspaper. 

3.  Such  publication  shall  be  deemed  to  be  due  service  deemed*^^"^^ 
upon  the  company.  service. 

30.  Any  description  of  action  may  be  prosecuted  and  Actions, 
maintained  between  the  company  and  any  shareholder 
thereof. 


INCREASE  OF  CAPITAL  STOCK. 


37.  The  directors  may,  after  the  whole  authorized  J^^J^^^^® 
capital  stock  of  the  company  has  been  subscribed  and  stock!^ 
fifty  per  cent  paid  thereon  in  cash,  increase  the  capital 
stock  to  an  amount  not    exceeding  the  sum  named 
for  that  purpose  in  the  company's  Act    of   incorpora-  Confirma- 
tion; but  the  stock  shall  not  be  increased  until  a  resolution  *^^^* 
of  the  board  of  directors  authorizing  such  increase  has  been 
first  submitted  to  and  confirmed  by  the  shareholders  present 
or  represented  by  proxy  at  a  special  general  meeting  of  the 
shareholders  of  the  company  duly  called  for  that  purpose, 
the  vote  in  favour  of  such  resolution  being  that  of  share- 
holders holding  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  subscribed 
capital  stock  of  the  company.  * 


DECREASE  OF  CAPITAL  STOCK. 


38.  The  directors  may  by  by-law  provide  for  the  decrease  Decrease  of 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  to  any  amount  not  less  ^^^'^^^ 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  which  they 
consider  sufficient. 

39.  Such  by-law  shall  declare  the  number  of  the  shares 
of  the  stock  so  decreased  and  the  allotment  thereof,  or  the 
rules  by  which  the  same  is  to  be  made. 

40.  The  liability  of  shareholders  to  persons  who  are,  at 

the  time  the  stock  is  decreased,  creditors  of  the  company,  ^  "  '^'^* 
shall  remain  as  though  the  stock  had  not  been  decreased. 

41.  No  by-law  for  decreasing  the  capital  stock  of  the  Confirma- 
company  shall  have  any  force  or  effect  unless  and  until  it 

has  been  sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  the  shareholders  present 
or  represented  by  proxy  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  company 
duly  called  for  considering  such  by-law,  such  vote  being 
that  of  shareholders  holding  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the 
subscribed  and  issued  capital  stock  of  the  company,  and 
provided  that  such  by-law  has  afterwards  been  confirmed 
by  a  certificate  of  the  Minister  given  under  the  authority 
of  the  Treasury  Board. 
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42.  Upon  the  application  to  the  Minister  for  a  certificate 
confirming  such  a  by-law,  the  company  shall  satisfy  him  of

SHARE  WARRANTS. 
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43.  The  company  may,  if  so  provided  by  by-law  with 
respect  to  any  share  which  is  fully  paid  up,  issue  under  its 
common  seal  a  warrant  stating  that  the  bearer  oi  the 
warrant  is  entitled  to  the  share  or  shares  therein  specified, 
and  may  provide  by  coupons  or  otherwise  for  the  payment 
of  the  future  dividends  on  the  share  or  shares  included  in 
such  warrant,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  a    share  warrant. 

2.  A  share  warrant  shall  entitle  the  bearer  of  such  share 
warrant  to  the  shares  specified  in  it,  and  such  shares  may 
be  transferred  by  the  delivery  of  the  share  warrant. 

3.  The  bearer  of  a  share  warrant  shall,  subject  to  the 
by-laws  of  the  company,  be  entitled  on  surrendering  such 
share  warrant  for  cancellation  to  have  his  name  entered  as 
a  shareholder  in  the  books  of  the  company,  and  the  company 
shall  be  responsible  for  any  loss  incurred  by  any  person  by 
reason  of  the  company  entering  in  its  books  the  name  of 
any  bearer  of  a  share  warrant  in  respect  of  the  shares 
specified  therein  without  the  share  warrant  being  surren- 
dered and  cancelled.

69.  The  company  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  in  each  year,  prepare  and  transmit  by  registered  post 
to  the  Minister  a  statement  setting  forth  as  of  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  preceding  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company,  the  portion  thereof  paid  up,  the  assets  and  liabil- 
ities of  the  company,  the  amount  and  nature  of  the  invest- 
ments made  by  the  company  both  on  its  own  behalf  and 
on  behalf  of  others,  with  the  particulars  called  for  by 
schedule  B  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  such  other  details 
as  the  Minister  requires. 

2.  The  statement  shall  be  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  the  form 
in  schedule  B  to  this  Act,  and  shall  be  signed  and  declar- 
ation made  by  the  president  or  a  vice-president  and  by  the 
manager  or  secretary  as  in  the  form  prescribed. 

3.  The  Minister  may  make  such  changes  in  the  form  of 
statement  (whether  such  changes  are  of  general  application 
or  are  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  necessary  to  meet  the 
circumstances  of  any  particular  case)  as  he  may  deem  best 
adapted  to  ehcit  any  information  considered  necessary  or 
desirable,  and  the  form  as  changed  shall  be  signed  and 
declared  to  as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

4.  In  the  case  of  a  loan  company  incorporated  prior 
to  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  statement  of  whose  affairs 
submitted  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  company 
is  made  up  as  of  a  date  other  than  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  it  shall  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  if  the  statement  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Minister  in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  set  forth 
as  of  such  date  the  particulars  called  for  by  this  section 
and  Schedule  B,  and  such  company  shall  prepare  and  trans- 
mit to  the  Minister  the  statement  called  for  by  this  section 
within  two  months  after  such  date. 


INSPECTION. 


Investigation.  TO.  The  Treasury  Board  upon  the  report  of  the  Min- 
ister may  appoint  some  competent  person  as  inspector  to 
investigate  the  affairs  and  management  of  the  company, 
who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Minister.  The  Treasury 
Board  may  also  prescribe  the  manner  and  the  extent  to 
which  the  investigation  shall  be  conducted.

71.  The  company  may  acquire  and  hold  absolutely  ^^r  Liimtatmn 
its  own  use  and  benefit  such  real  and  immovable  property  estate^^^ 
in  Canada  as  is  necessary  for  its  actual  use  and  occupation 

and  the  management  of  its  business,  and  not  more  than 
thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  company's  unimpaired  paid-up 
capital  and  reserve  may  be  laid  out  or  expended  for  this 
purpose.

an  order  approving  the  said  by-law,  and  the  Governor  in 
Council  may,  on  compliance  with  such  terms  and  conditions 
if  any,  as  he  directs,  approve  thereof,  and  upon  such 
appro^'  1  the  by-law  shall  be  valid. 

3.  I\o  such  by-law  shall  be  acted  upon  until  two  months 
after  a  copy  of  the  by-law  has  been  published  by  the 
company,  once  in  The  Canada  Gazette  and  once  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  city,  town  or  village  in  or  nearest  to 
which  the  head  office  of  the  company  is  then  already 
situate,  and  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.

with  his  powers  as  such,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  company.

TRUSTS.

2.  The  receipt  of  the  parties  in  whose  name  such  shares, 
debentures,  debenture  stock,  deposit,  or  moneys  stand  in 
the  books  of  the  company,  shall  be  a  valid  and  binding

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which  they  may  then  be  subject  in  respect  of  such  shares, 
debentures,  debenture  stock,  deposits  or  moneys,  ro^with- 
standing  any  trust  and  whether  or  not  notice  of  such  trust 
has  been  given  to  the  company.

EVIDENCE. 


76.  A  copy  of  any  by-law  of  the  companj^,  under  its  Evidence  of 
seal,  and  purporting  to  be  signed  by  any  officer  of  the 
company,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of 

such  by-law  in  all  courts  in  Canada. 

2.  All  books  required  by  this  Act  to  be  kept  by  the  Books  as 
secretary  or  by  any  other  officer  of  the  company  charged 

with  that  duty  shall,  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  against  the 
company  or  against  any  shareholder,  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  all  facts  purporting  to  be  therein  stated.

An  Act  to  readjust  the  Representation  in  the  House 
of  Commons. 

[Assented  to  12th  June,  191^,] 

'\17HEREAS  the  results  of  the  census  of  1911  necessitate  R.s.,  c.  5; 
V  T  a  readjustment  of  the  representation  in  the  House  of  °* 
Commons,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  British  North 
America  Act,  1867,  and  the  other  statutes  in  that  behalf: 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Representatio7i  Act,  1914-  short  title. 

2.  The  House  of  Commons  shall  consist  of  two  hundred  Number  of 
and  thirty-four  members,  of  whom  eighty-two  shall  be 
elected  for  the  province  of  Ontario,  sixty-five  for  the 
province  of  Quebec,  sixteen  for  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
eleven  for  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  fifteen  for  the 
province  of  Manitoba,  thirteen  for  the  province  of  British 
Columbia,  three  for  the  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island, 
sixteen  for  the  province  of  Saskatchewan,  twelve  for  the 
province  of  Alberta,  and  one  for  the  Yukon  Territory. 

3.  The  said  provinces  and  territory  respectively  shall.  Division  into 
for  the  purposes  of  the  election  of  members  to  serve  in  the  d^stJfcts! 
House  of  Commons,  be  divided  into  electoral  districts,  and 

be  represented,  as  provided  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act. 

4.  Every  city,  town,  village,  township,  parish  or  place  lying  Places  not 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  any  electoral  district,  and 

not  specifically  included  in  any  other  electoral  district 
by  the  said  schedule,  shall  be  and  be  taken  to  be  part  of 
the  electoral  district  in  which  it  is  so  locally  situate. 
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interpreta-  5.  Wheiever  in  the  said  schedule  any  word  or  expression 
is  used  to  denote  the  name  of  any  territorial  division,  such 
word  or  expression  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  be  construed  as  indicating  such  territorial  division 
as  it  exists  and  is  bounded  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this 
Act.

29.  The  city  of  Brantford,  with  the  township  of  Oakland, 
and  that  part  of  the  township  of  Brantford  south  and  west 
of  the  Grand  River,  shall  constitute  the  electoral  district 
of  Brantford,  and  shall  return  one  member. 
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30.  The  city  of  Kingston,  including  the  village  of  Ports- 
mouth, shall  constitute  the  electoral  district  of  Kingston, 
and  shall  return  one  member. 

31.  The  city  of  London,  exclusive  of  the  portions  thereof 
described  as  follows:  (1)  Lands  and  premises  formerly  in  the 
township  of  London,  now  in  said  city,  viz. :  the  south  halves 
of  lot  numbers  eleven  and  twelve  in  concession  two  of  the 
township  of  London,  now  in  said  city,  including  the  road 
allowance  south  and  west  of  the  said  south  halves,  and 
annexed  to  the  said  city  as  of  the  twenty-first  day  of 
December,  A.D.  1912.  (2)  Lands  and  premises  formerly 
in  the  township  of  London,  now  in  said  city,  viz.:  Com- 
mencing on  the  southerly  limit  of  Oxford  Street,  otherwise 
known  as  the  allowance  for  road  between  concessions  one 
and  two  of  the  said  township  of  London;  thence  easterly 
along  said  southerly  limit  of  Oxford  Street,  or  to  the  said 
allowance  for  road  to  the  easterly  limit  of  lot  number  eight 
in  the  first  concession  of  the  said  township  of  London;

water  and  Mechanicsville,  and  also  exclusive  of  Rideau 
Ward;  shall  constitute  the  electoral  district  of  Ottawa, 
and  shall  return  two  members. 
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III. 

The  following  counties,  cities,  and  territorial  districts, 
with  additions  and  exceptions  as  and  where  indicated, 
shall  be  divided  as  follows;  each  riding  to  be  an  electoral 
district,  and  each  electoral  district  to  return  one  member: — 

33.  The  territorial  district  of  Algoma,  excepting  part 
thereof  hereinbefore  allotted  to  the  electoral  district  of 
Temiskaming;  that  part  of  the  territorial  district  of  Sud- 
bury lying  west  of  the  easterly  limits  of  townships  No.  67, 
No.  68,  No.  69,  Waters,  Snider,  Rayside,  Lumsden,  and  a 
line  drawn  north  astronomically  from  the  northeast  angle 
of  the  last  mentioned  township ;  and  the  territorial  district 
of  Manitoulin,  shall  form  and  constitute  the  electoral  dis- 
trict of  Algoma  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  ridings  to  be 
called  respectively  the  east  and  the  west  ridings  of  Algoma. 

(a)  The  east  riding  shall  consist  of  parts  of  the  terri- 
torial districts  of  Algoma  and  Sudbury,  and  the  whole 
of  the  territorial  district  of  Manitoulin,  described  as  follows : — 
Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  southerly  limit  of  the 
territorial  district  of  Algoma,  where  it  is  intersected  by  the 
production  in  a  straight  line  southerly  of  the  limit  between 
the  townships  of  Lefroy  and  Plummer  Additional;  thence 
north  along  said  production  and  along  the  said  limit  to 
the  northwest  corner  of  the  said  township  of  Lefroy; 
thence  due  north  to  the  southerly  limit  of  the  township 
of  Schofield;  thence  east  astronomically  along  0.  L.  S. 
Speight's  base  line  in  latitude  49  degrees  12  minutes 
6  seconds  north,  and  continuing  east  astronomically  in 
the  production  thereof  50  miles  more  or  less  to  the  inter- 
section with  a  Hue  drawn  north  astronomically  from  the 
northeast  angle  of  the  township  of  Buchan;  thence  south 
astronomically  23  miles  more  or  less  to  the  northeast  angle 
of  the  said  township  of  Buchan;  thence  continuing  south 
astronomically  along  the  east  limits  of  the  townships  of 
Buchan,  Davin  and  Lougheed  27  miles  more  or  less  to  the 
southeast  angle  of  the  latter;  thence  east  astronomically 
along  0.  L.  S.  Niven's  base  line  in  latitude  48  degrees 
27  minutes  54  seconds  north  36  miles  more  or  less 
to  the  northwest  angle  of  the  township  of  Whitesides; 
thence  south  astronomically  along  the  west  limit  of  the 
townships  of  Whitesides,  Keefer,  Hilary  and  Pharand  24 
miles  more  or  less  to  the  southwest  angle  of  the  latter;

south  astronomically  along  the  east  limits  of  the  townships

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Fawcett,  Ogilvie,  Browning,  Unwin,  Leask,  McNamara, 
Beaumont,  Roberts,  Kitchener,  Bowell,  Lumsden,  Rayside, 
Snider,  Waters,  Townships  69,  68,  67  and  township  of 
Humboldt;  thence  southerly,  westerly  and  northwesterly 
following  the  easterly,  southerly  and  westerly  limits  of  the 
territorial  district  of  Manitoulin  to  the  intersection  of  the 
southerly  limit  of  the  territorial  district  of  Algoma  at  the 
international  boundary  between  the  province  of  Ontario 
and  the  United  States  of  America;  thence  westerly  along

due  south  astronomically  twenty  miles,  more  or  less,  to 
the  said  international  boundary,  thence  southwesterly  along 
said  international  boundary  to  the  mouth  of  Pigeon  River, 
thence  continuing  westerly  along  said  international  bound- 
ary to  the  place  of  beginning. 

(h)  The  electoral  district  of  Port  Arthur  and  Kenora 
shall  consist  of  the  territorial  districts  of  Thunder  Bay, 
Kenora  and  Rainy  River,  exclusive  of  the  parts  thereof 
included  in  the  description  herein  of  the  electoral  district 
of  Fort  William  and  Rainy  River;  and  of  the  district  of 
Patricia. 

38.  The  county  of  Grey  into  two  ridings,  to  be  called 
respectively  the  north  and  the  southeast  ridings  of  Grey.

western corner  of  High  Park;  thence  southerly  along  the 
western  city  limits  to  the  southern  city  limits;  thence 
easterly  along  the  southern  city  limits  to  the  intersection 
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with  the  centre  line  of  Queen  Street  West  produced; 
thence  easterly  along  the  centre  line  of  Queen  Street  West 
to  the  centre  line  of  Dovercourt  Road;  thence  northerly

of  Davenport  Road;  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  line 
of  Davenport  Road  to  the  centre  line  of  Dovercourt  Road 
produced;  thence  southerly  along  the  centre  line  of  Dover- 
court  Road  produced  and  Dovercourt  Road  to  the  centre 
line  of  Bloor  Street  West;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre 
line  of  Bloor  Street  West  and  East  and  the  centre  line  of 
Bloor  Street  East  produced  to  its  point  of  intersection  with 
the  western  limit  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  (known  as  the  Belt  Line) ;  thence  northerly  along 
the  said  western  limit  of  the  said  Belt  Line  Railway  to  its 
intersection  of  the  northern  limit  of  the  city  of  Toronto  as 
defined  by  the  southerly  limit  of  Township  Lot  19  concession 
3  from  the  Bay;  thence  westerly  along  said  limit  and  its 
production  westerly  to  the  easterly  limit  of  Township  Lot 
21  in  the  3rd  concession  from  the  Bay;  thence  northerly 
along  that  limit  to  the  southerly  limit  of  the  former  town  of 
North  Toronto;  thence  westerly  along  that  limit  and  its 
westerly  production  to  a  line  130  feet  westerly  from  the 
westerly  hmit  of  Oriole  Parkway  and  parallel  thereto; 
thence  southerly  along  that  line  to  the  northerly  limit  of 
the  city  according  to  the  Ontario  Proclamation  dated  March 
3rd,  1905;  thence  following  the  present  limits  of  the  city 
to  the  centre  line  of  Oakw^ood  Avenue,  the  point  of  com- 
mencement. 

52.  The  county  of  York,  including  parts  of  the  city  of 
Toronto  as  hereinafter  defined  is  divided  into  four  ridings^ 
to  be  called  respectively  the  east,  the  west,  the  south  and 
the  north  ridings  of  York. 

(a)  The  east  riding  shall  consist  of  the  township  of  Scar- 
boro,  and  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Toronto  described  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
centre  fine  of  Danforth  Avenue  with  the  centre  line  of  Pape 
Avenue;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  line  of  Danforth 
Avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the  easterly  hmits  of  the 
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city  of  Toronto;  thence  southerly,  easterly  and  southerly 
along  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city  of  Toronto  to  the  south- 
ern limits  of  the  city  of  Toronto ;  thence  westerly  along  the 
southerly  limits  of  the  city  of  Toronto  to  its  intersection 
with  the  centre  line  of  Pape  Avenue  produced  southerly; 
thence  northerly  along  the  centre  line  of  Pape  Avenue  pro- 
duced southerly  and  the  centre  line  of  Pape  Avenue  to  the 
point  of  commencement. 

(h)  West  York  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of  Vaughan 
and  Etobicoke  and  the  villages  of  Weston,  New  Toronto, 
Mimico  and  Woodbridge  and  Ward  7  of  the  city  of  Toronto; 
and  that  portion  of  the  township  of  York  lying  between  the 
westerly  limit  of  the  city  of  Toronto  and  the  township  of 
Etobicoke  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  shore  of  Lake  Ontario 
and  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  centre  line  of  Northland 
Avenue  produced  westerly  to  a  point  where  the  said  line  inter- 
sects the  eastern  boundary  of  the  township  of  Etobicoke. 

(c)  South  York  shall  consist  of  the  villages  of  Richmond 
Hill,  and  Markham,  the  township  of  Markham,  the  town  of 
Leaside,  and  the  township  of  York  save  and  except  those  por- 
tions included  in  the  riding  of  West  York;  and  those  portions 
of  the  city  of  Toronto  not  included  in  the  ridings  of  West 
York,  Parkdale,  North  Toronto,  East  Toronto,  Centre 
Toronto,  West  Toronto,  South  Toronto  and  East  York. 

(d)  The  north  riding  shall  consist  of  the  townships  of 
Georgina,  Gwillimbury  East,  Gwillimbury  North,  King  and 
Whitchurch,  the  towns  of  Aurora  and  Newmarket,  and  the 
villages  of  Holland  Landing,  Sutton  and  Stouffville. 

53.  The  city  of  Hamilton,  exclusive  of  those  parts  thereof 
allotted  to  the  electoral  district  of  Wentworth,  into  two 
electoral  districts,  to  be  called  respectively  the  east  and 
the  west  ridings  of  Hamilton. 

(a)  The  east  riding  shall  consist  of  that  part  of  the  city 
of  Hamilton  described  as  follows: — Commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  the  centre  line  of  Ottawa  street,  (being  the 
road  allowance  between  lots  numbers  four  and  five  of  the 
township  of  Barton)  with  the  waters'  edge  of  Burlington 
Bay;  thence  southerly  along  the  centre  of  Ottawa  street 
to  Burlington  street,  (being  the  road  allowance  between 
the  Broken  Front  and  first  concession  of  the  township  of 
Barton) ;  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  said  Burlington 
street  to  the  division  line  between  lots  numbers  five  and 
six  of  the  township  of  Barton;  thence  southerly  along  the 
said  division  line  between  lots  numbers  five  and  six  to 
Barton  street  (being  the  road  allowance  between  conces- 
sions one  and  two  of  the  township  of  Barton);  thence 
westerly  along  the  centre  of  said  Barton  street  to  Sherman 
avenue,  (being  the  road  allowance  between  lots  numbers

eight  and  nine  of  the  township  of  Barton) ;  thence  southerly 
along  the  centre  of  said  Sherman  avenue  to  the  brow  of  the 
mountain;  thence  westerly  along  the  brow  of  the  mountain 
to  Wentworth  street  (being  the  road  allowance  between 
lots  numbers  ten  and  eleven  of  the  township  of  Barton), 
thence  southerly  along  the  centre  of  said  Wentworth  street 
to  Aberdeen  avenue,  (being  the  road  allowance  between 
concessions  three  and  four  of  the  township  of  Barton); 
thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  said  Aberdeen  avenue 
to  a  point  where  the  said  Aberdeen  avenue  would  be  inter- 
sected by  the  centre  line  of  Ferguson  avenue  produced 
southerly;  thence  northerly  along  the  said  production  of 
the  said  centre  line  of  Ferguson  avenue,  and  the  centre  of 
said  Ferguson  avenue,  to  King  street;  thence  westerly 
along  the  centre  of  King  street  to  Hughson  street;  thence 
northerly  along  the  centre  of  Hughson  street  and  the 
production  of  the  centre  line  thereof  to  the  waters  of 
Burlington  Bay;  thence  easterly  along  the  waters'  edge  of 
Burlington  Bay  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

(h)  The  west  riding  shall  consist  of  that  part  of  the  city 
of  Hamilton  described  as  follows: — Commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  Dundurn  street,  (being  the  road  allowance 
between  lots  numbers  eighteen  and  nineteen  of  the  township 
of  Barton)  with  the  brow  of  the  mountain;  thence  northerly 
along  the  centre  of  said  Dundurn  street  to  Aberdeen  avenue, 
(being  the  road  allowance  between  concessions  three  and 
four  of  the  township  of  Barton) ;  thence  westerly  along  the 
centre  of  said  Aberdeen  avenue  to  Paradise  road,  (being 
the  road  allowance  between  lots  munbers  twenty  and 
iwenty-one  of  the  township  of  Barton);  thence  northerly 
along  the  centre  of  said  Paradise  road  to  the  waters  of  the 
marsh  (generally  known  as  Cootes  Paradise);  thence  along 
the  southerly  and  easterly  margins  of  the  said  marsh  to  the 
waters  of  Burlington  Bay;  thence  easterly  along  the  south- 
erly margin  of  Burlington  Bay  to  a  point  where  the  centre 
line  of  Hughson  street  produced  northerly  would  intersect 
with  the  waters  of  Burlington  Bay;  thence  southerly  along 
the  said  centre  line  of  Hughson  street  produced  northerly 
and  continuing  along  the  centre  of  Hughson  street  to  King 
street;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  King  street  to 
Ferguson  avenue;  thence  southerly  along  the  centre  of 
Ferguson  avenue  and  the  production  southerly  of  the 
centre  line  thereof,  to  Aberdeen  avenue,  (being  the  road 
allowance  between  concessions  three  and  four  of  the  town- 
ship of  Barton);  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  said 
Aberdeen  avenue  to  the  mountain  brow;  thence  westerly 
along  the  mountain  brow  to  the  place  of  beginning. 
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QUEBEC. 

The  electoral  districts  of  the  province  of  Quebec  shall 
continue  to  be  constituted  and  represented  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  as  at  present,  except  in  the  following  particu- 
lars:— 

1.  The  two  counties  of  Vaudreuil  and  Soulanges  shall  be 
united  and  form  one  electoral  district  to  be  called  Vaudreuil- 
Soulanges,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

2.  The  tv/o  counties  of  Chateauguay  and  Huntingdon 
shall  be  united  and  form  one  electoral  district  to  be  called 
Chateauguay-Huntingdon,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

3.  The  electoral  district  of  Rimouski  shall  be  divided 
into  two  electoral  districts,  each  returning  one  member,  as 
follows : — 

(a)  One  which  is  to  be  called  Rimouski,  and  which  shall 
comprise  all  that  part  of  the  present  county  of  Rimouski 
situated  west  of  th-e  Metis  river  together  with  the  whole  of 
the  parish  of  Ste.  Angele  de  Merici. 

(6)  One  called  Matane,  comprising  all  that  part  of  the 
present  county  of  Rimouski  situated  east  of  the  Metis  river 
less  that  portion  of  the  parish  of  Ste.  Angele  de  Merici 
which  is  situated  east  of  the  Metis  river. 

4.  The  parishes  of  St.  Tite,  St.  Fereol,  St.  Joachim,  Cha- 
teau Richer,  Ste.  Anne  and  the  village  of  Ste.  Anne  shall  be 
detached  from  the  electoral  district  of  Montmorency  and 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  electoral  district  of  Charlevoix, 
and  together  with  the  said  electoral  district  of  Charlevoix 
shall  form  one  electoral  district  to  be  called  Charlevoix- 
Montmorency,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

5.  The  parishes  of  L^Ange  Gardien,  Laval  and  all  the 
parishes  and  municipalities  of  the  island  of  Orleans  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  present  electoral  district  of  Mont- 
morency to  the  electoral  district  of  Quebec  County. 

6.  The  electoral  districts  of  Quebec  Centre,  Quebec  East 
and  Quebec  West  shall  cease  to  exist  as  such  and  three  new 
electoral  districts  shall  be  created  as  follows: 

(a)  The  electoral  district  of  Quebec  South  which  shall 
consist  of  the  following  wards  of  the  city  of  Quebec :  Cham- 
plain,  St.  Peter's,  Palace,  St.  Louis,  Montcalm  and  Belve- 
dere, together  with  the  parish  of  Sillery,  which  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  county  of  Quebec  to  the  said  electoral 
district  of  Quebec  South. 

(6)  The  electoral  district  of  Quebec  East  which  shall 
consist  of  the  following  wards  of  the  city  of  Quebec  to  wit: 
St.  John,  Jacques  Cartier,  St.  Roch  and  Limoilou. 

(c)  The  electoral  district  of  Quebec  West  which  shall 
consist  of  the  following  wards  of  the  city  of  Quebec  to  wit: 
St.  Sauveur,  St.  Valier,  Stadacona,  St.  Malo,  Petite  Riviere, 
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and  the  parishes  of  Ste.  Foye  and  St.  F^lix  du  Cap  Rouge, 
together  with  the  parishes  of  St.  Augustin,  Les  Ecureuils  and 
Neuville  (which  is  also  called  Pointe  aux  Trembles)  which 
shall  be  transferred  from  the  electoral  districts  of  Quebec 
County  and  Portneuf  to  the  said  electoral  district  of  Quebec 
West. 

Each  of  the  said  new  electoral  districts  of  Quebec  East, 
Quebec  West  and  Quebec  South  shall  return  one  member. 

7.  The  County  of  Quebec  without  Sillery,  Ste.  Foye,  and 
St.  Felix  du  Cap  Rouge,  but  with  L'Ange  Gardien,  Laval, 
and  the  island  of  Orleans,  shall  form  one  electoral  district, 
and  shall  return  one  member. 

8.  The  electoral  district  of  Portneuf  less  St.  Augustin, 
Neuville  and  Les  Ecureuils  which  shall  be,  as  hereinbefore 
specified,  transferred  to  the  electoral  district  of  Quebec 
West,  but  with  La  Tuque  and  that  portion  of  the  territory 
extending  northward  of  the  present  north  boundary  of 
Portneuf,  which  is  situated  east  of  the  northwesterly  pro- 
duction of  the  line  which  now  forms  the  boundary  between 
the  counties  of  Champlain  and  Portneuf  (which  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  county  of  Champlain  to  the  said 
electoral  district  of  Portneuf),  shall  form  one  electoral  dis- 
trict, and  shall  retiu-n  one  member. 

9.  All  the  parishes,  municipalities  and  towns  comprised  in 
the  electoral  district  of  Laval  and  situated  on  Isle  Jesus,  and 
the  electoral  district  of  Two  Mountains,  shall  form  one  elec- 
toral district  which  shall  be  called  Laval-Two  Mountains, 
and  shall  return  one  member. 

10.  The  island  of  Montreal  shall  form  twelve  electoral 
districts,  each  returning  one  member,  and  shall  be  as 
follows :  • 

(a)  The  electoral  district  of  Jacques  Cartier  which  shall 
be  constituted  as  at  present  less  the  town  of  Verdun, 
Outremont,  Cote-des-Neiges  ward,  the  town  of  Mount 
Royal,  and  Mount  Royal  ward  which  shall  be  transferred  to 
another  electoral  district  as  hereinafter  specified,  the  said 
electoral  district  of  Jacques  Cartier  to  comprise,  how- 
ever, as  at  present,  all  that  part  of  Bordeaux  which 
is  situated  to  the  west  of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway;  also  that  part  of  St.  Gabriel  ward  north 
of  the  said  Grand  Trunk  Railway  tracks  as  hereinafter 
described. 

(6)  The  electoral  district  of  St.  Ann  which  shall  consist 
of  the  whole  of  Centre,  West  and  St.  Ann's  wards  of  the 
city  of  Montreal,  the  southern  part  of  St.  Gabriel  ward 
(said  southern  part  being  separated  from  the  northern  part 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  tracks)  of  the  said  city  of 
Montreal,  and  the  whole  of  the  parish  and  town  of  Verdun 
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which  shall  be  transferred  from  the  county  of  Jacques 
Cartier  to  the  said  St.  Ann  electoral  district. 

(c)  The  electoral  district  of  George-Etienne  Cartier  which 
shall  consist  of  the  whole  of  St.  Louis  and  St.  Jean-Baptiste 
wards  of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

(d)  The  electoral  district  of  Laurier-Outremont  which 
shall  consist  of  the  whole  of  Laurier  and  Outremont  wards, 
Cote-des-Neiges  ward,  the  town  of  Mount  Royal,  Mount 
Royal  ward  and  Mount  Royal  Park  of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

(e)  The  electoral  district  of  St.  James  which  shall  com- 
prise the  whole  of  East,  Lafontaine  and  St.  James  wards 
of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

(/)  The  electoral  district  of  St.  Mary  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  whole  of  Papineau  and  St.  Mary's  wards 
of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

(g)  The  electoral  district  of  Hochelaga  which  shall  com- 
prise the.  whole  of  Hochelaga,  Duvernay  and  Delorimier 
wards  of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

(h)  The  electoral  district  of  St.  Denis  which  shall  be 
com^posed  of  the  whole  of  St.  Denis  ward,  Ahuntsic  and  all 
that  part  of  Bordeaux  situated  to  the  east  of  the  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

(i)  The  electoral  district  of  Westmount-St.  Henri  which 
shall  consist  of  the  town  of  Westmount,  St.  Henri  and  Ste, 
Cunegonde  wards  of  the  city  of  Montreal.  The  part  of 
St.  Gabriel  v/ard  north  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  tracks, 
which  formerly  belonged  to  the  county  of  Hochelaga,  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  electoral  district  of  Jacques  Cartier, 
and  the  part  of  St.  Gabriel  ward  south  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  tracks,  which  also  belonged  to  the  county  of 
Hochelaga,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  electoral  district  of 
St.  Ann. 

(j)  The  electoral  district  of  St.  Antoine  which  shall  be 
composed  of  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  Joseph  wards  in  the  city 
of  Montreal. 

(k)  The  electoral  district  of  St.  Lawrence-St.  George 
which  shall  comprise  St.  Lawrence  and  St.  George  wards 
of  the  city  of  Montreal. 

(1)  The  electoral  district  of  Maisonneuve  which  shall 
comprise  the  town  of  Maisonneuve,  Rosemount  ward  and 
Longue  point  ward  of  the  city  of  Montreal,  Pointe-aux- 
Trembles  town  and  parish,  Riviere-des-Prairies,  Sault  au 
Recollet  town  and  parish,  St.  Leonard-de-Port-Maurice,  the 
town  of  Montreal  Est,  the  town  of  St.  Michel-de-Laval  and 
the  area  on  which  is  situated  the  St.  Jean-de-Dieu  hospital. 

11.  The  parish  of  St.  Marcel  in  the  county  of  Richelieu 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  electoral  district  of  Yamaska. 

12.  The  parish  called  L' Ascension  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
calm shall  be  transferred  to  the  electoral  district  of  Labelle. 
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13.  The  two  counties  of  L'Assomption  and  Montcalm 
shall  be  united  and  shall  form  one  electoral  district  less  the 
parish  of  L' Ascension  above  referred  to  which  is  transferred 
to  Labelle.  The  said  two  counties  of  L'Assomption  and 
Montcalm  so  arranged  shall  form  one  electoral  district 
to  be  called  L'Assomption-Montcalm,  and  shall  return 
one  member. 

14.  The  two  electoral  districts  of  Wright  and  Labelle 
shall  be  divided  into  three  electoral  districts  returning  each 
one  member  as  follows: 

(a)  The  electoral  district  of  Hull,  which  shall  consist  of 
Hull  city,  East  and  West  Hull,  Gatineau  Point,  East  and 
West  Templeton,  the  town  of  Buckingham,  the  township 
of  Buckingham,  L'Ange  Gardien,  Portland  East  and  West, 
Deny,  Bowman,  Villeneuve  East  and  West,  Blake,  McGill, 
Bigelow,  Wells,  Wabasee  and  Dudley. 

(6)  The  electoral  district  of  Labelle  which  shall  be 
constituted  as  at  present  less  the  town  of  Buckingham, 
the  township  of  Buckingham,  L'Ange  Gardien,  Portland 
East  and  West,  Derry,  Bowman,  Villeneuve  East  and  West, 
Blake,  McGill,  Bigelow,  Wells,  Wabasee  and  Dudl  jy  which 
are  transferred  to  the  new  electoral  district  of  Hull. 

(c)  The  electoral  district  of  Wright  which  shall  be  consti- 
tuted as  at  present  less  Hull  city.  East  and  West  Hull, 
Gatineau  Point,  East  and  West  Templeton,  which  are  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  electoral  district  of  Hull. 

15.  The  counties  of  St.  Hyacinthe  and  Rouville  shall  be 
united  into  one  electoral  district  returning  one  member,  and 
shall  be  called  St.  Hyacinthe-Rouville. 

16.  The  electoral  district  of  Chicoutimi-Saguenay  w^hich 
shall  be  constituted  as  at  present  together  with  that  portion 
of  the  province  of  Quebec  which  was  added  to  the  said 
province  and  described  in  section  2  of  chapter  45  of  the 
statutes  of  1912. 


NOVA  SCOTIA. 

The  electoral  districts  of  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia 
shall  continue  to  be  constituted  and  represented  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  as  at  present,  except  in  the  following 
particulars : — 

1.  The  county  of  Annapolis  and  the  county  of  Digby 
without  the  municipality  of  Clare  which  is  to  be  detached 
from  said  county  of  Digby,  shall  together  form  and  con- 
stitute the  electoral  district  of  Digby  and  Annapolis,  and 
shall  return  one  member. 

2.  The  county  of  Antigonish  and  the  county  of  Guys- 
borough  shall  together  form  and  constitute  the  electoral 
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district  of  Antigonish  and  Guysborough,  and  shall  return 
one  member. 

3.  The  electoral  district  of  South  Cape  Breton  and  the 
county  of  Richmond  shall  together  form  and  constitute 
the  electoral  district  of  South  Cape  Breton  and  Richmond, 
and  shall  return  two  members. 

4.  The-  county  of  Yarmouth  with  the  municipality  of 
Clare  which  is  now  comprised  in  the  electoral  district  of 
Digby,  shall  together  form  and  constitute  the  electoral 
district  of  Yarmouth  and  Clare,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

NEW  BEUNSWICK. 

There  shall  be  in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick  ten 
electoral  districts,  defined  as  follows: — 

1.  The  county  of  Restigouche  and  the  county  of  Mada- 
waska  shall  together  form  and  constitute  the  electoral 
district  of  Restigouche  and  Madawaska,  and  shall  return 
Oxie  member. 

2.  The  county  of  Victoria  and  the  county  of  Carleton 
shall  together  form  and  constitute  the  electoral  district 
of  Victoria  and  Carleton,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

3.  The  county  of  York  and  the  county  of  Sunbury  shall 
together  form  and  constitute  the  electoral  district  of  York- 
Sunbury,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

4.  The  county  of  Kings  and  the  county  of  Queens 
shall  together  form  and  constitute  the  electoral  district 
of  Royal,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

5.  The  city  of  St.  John,  the  county  of  St.  John  and  the 
county  of  Albert  shall  together  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  the  city  and  counties  of  St.  John  and 
Albert,  and  shall  return  two  members. 

6.  Excepting  the  counties  and  the  city  aforesaid,  each 
of  the  other  counties  of  the  province,  namely,  Charlotte, 
Gloucester,  Kent,  Northumberland,  and  Westmoreland 
shall,  under  their  respective  names,  form  and  constitute 
an  electoral  district,  and  shall  each  return  one  member. 

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 

There  shall  be  in  the  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island 
three  electoral  districts,  defined  as  follows : — 

1.  The  county  of  Kings  shall  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  Kings,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

2.  The  county  of  Prince  shall  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  Prince,  and  shall  return  one  member. 

3.  The  county  of  Queens  shall  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  Queens,  and  shall  return  one  member. 
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Provided  that  if  the  British  North  America  Act,  1867, 
should  be  amended  by  the  Parliament  of  the  United  King- 
dom, in  accordance  with  the  address  of  both  Houses  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  in  that  behalf,  passed  at  the  present 
session,  immediately  upon  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  amending  the  said  British  North  America 
Act,  1867,  in  accordance  with  such  address,  coming  into 
force,  there  shall  be  in  the  province  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  three  electoral  districts  defined  as  follows: — 

1.  The  County  of  Kings  shall  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  Kings  and  shall  return  one  member; 

2.  The  County  of  Prince  shall  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  Prince,  and  shall  return  one  member; 

3.  The  County  of  Queens  shall  form  and  constitute  the 
electoral  district  of  Queens  and  shall  return  two  mem- 
bers. 

MANITOBA. 

In  the  following  descriptions,  where  meridians  between 
ranges"  and  boundaries  of  townships''  are  referred  to  as 
the  boundaries  of  electoral  districts,  these  expressions  mean 
the  meridians  and  boundaries  of  townships  in  accordance 
with  the  Dominion  lands  system  of  surveys,  and  include 
the  extension  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  said  system. 

There  shall  be  in  the  province  of  Manitoba  fifteen  electoral 
districts,  each  of  them  to  be  represented  by  one  member,

and  seventeenth  ranges,  west  of  the  principal  meridian; 
thence  northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal 
meridian  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  twelfth  townships; 
thence  westerly  along  said  north  boundary  of  the  twelfth 
townships  to  the  said  west  boundary  of  the  province  of 
Manitoba;  thence  southerly  along  said  west  boundary  of 
the  province  of  Manitoba  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

2.  The  electoral  district  of  Dauphin,  bounded  as  follows : — 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  west  boundary  of 
the  province  of  Manitoba  with  the  north  boundary  of  the 
twenty-sixth  township;  thence  eastwardly  along  said 
north  boundary  of  the  twenty-sixth  townships  to  the 
meridian  between  the  twenty-fifth  and  twenty-sixth 
ranges,  west  of  the  principal  meridian;  thence  southerly 
along    said    meridian    between    the    twenty-fifth  and 
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twenty-sixth  ranges  west  of  the  principal  meridian 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  twenty-second  townships; 
thence  easterly  along  said  north  boundary  of  the  twenty- 
second  townships  to  the  east  shore  of  lake  Manitoba  in  the 
tenth  range  west  of  the  principal  meridian;  thence  north- 
erly along  said  east  shore  of  the  said  lake  Manitoba 
to  the  most  northerly  shore  of  the  said  lake  in  the  thirty- 
second  township  in  the  tenth  range;  thence  westerly  along 
said  north  shore  of  said  lake  Manitoba  where  it  is  bounded 
by  the  north  boundary  of  the  thirty-first  township  in  the 
eleventh  range;  thence  westerly  along  said  north  boundary 
of  the  thirty-first  township  in  the  eleventh  range  west  of  the 
principal  meridian  to  the  meridian  between  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  ranges  west  of  the  principal  meridian;  thence 
northerly  along  said  meridian  between  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  ranges  west  of  the  principal  meridian  to  the  north 
boundary  of  the  thirty-second  townships;  thence  westerly 
along  said  north  boundary  of  the  thirty-second  townships  to 
the  west  boundary  of  the  province  of  Manitoba;  thence 
southerly  along  said  west  boundary  of  the  province  of 
Manitoba  to  the  point  of  commencement.

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and  third  rangci  west  of  the  principal  meridian;  thence 
northerly  along  said  meridian  between  the  second  and  third 
ranj2;es  west  of  the  principal  meridian  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  ninth  townships;  thence  westerly  along  said  north 
boundary  of  the  ninth  townships  to  the  meridian  between 
the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal 
meridian;  thence  southerly  along  said  meridian  between  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal 
meridian  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  sixth  townships;

boundary  of  the  twelfth  townships  to  the  meridian  between 
the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal 
meridian;  thence  northerl}^  along  said  meridian  between  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal 
meridian  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  twenty-second 
townships;  thence  westerly  along  said  north  boundary  of 
the  twenty-second  townships  to  the  meridian  between  the 
twenty-fifth  and  twenty-sixth  ranges  west  of  the  principal 
meridian;  thence  northerly  along  said  meridian  between  the

where  the  shore  of  lake  Winnipeg  is  intersected  by  the  said 
meridian  between  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  ranges  west  of 
the  principal  meridian  near  the  fifty-third  parallel  of 
latitude;  thence  northwesterly  and  northerly  along  the  west 
shore  of  said  lake  Winnipeg  to  its  most  northern  shore;  thence

easterly and  northerly  direction  along  said  rear  line  of  lots 
in  the  outer  two  miles  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Vital  (the  said 
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parish  of  St.  Vital  to  be  constituted,  as  hereinafter  specified, 
in  the  electoral  division  of  Winnipeg  South)  to  the  south 
boundary  of  the  electoral  division  of  Winnipeg  South 
as  that  division  is  defined  in  an  Act  to  amend  ''The  Electoral 
Divisions  Act"  of  the  province  of  Manitoba  which  has  been 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  said  province  and 
assented  to  upon  the  twentieth  day  of  February  last  (1914) ;

east  boundary  of  the  said  province  of  Manitoba  to  the  north 
boundary  of  the  sixth  townships;  thence  westerly  along  the 
said  north  boundary  of  the  sixth  townships  to  the  rear  line 
of  lots  fronting  on  the  west  side  of  said  Red  River  in  the 
parish  of  Ste.  Agathe;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along 
said  rear  line  and  along  the  rear  line  of  lots  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Norbert  to  the  south  limit  of  lots  in  the  outer  two  miles

lino  of  the  outer  two  miles  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Andrews  and 
St.  Pauls  on  the  west  side  of  the  Red  River;  thence  southerly 
and  along  the  said  rear  line  of  the  outer  two  miles  of  the 
parishes  of  St.  Pauls  and  Kildonan  to  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  electoral  division  of  Winnipeg  north  as  that  division 
is  defined  in  an  Act  to  amend  ''The  Electoral  Divisions

11.  The  electoral  district  of  Springfield,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  rear 
line  of  lots  fronting  on  the  west  side  of  the  Red  River 
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in  the  parish  of  Ste.  Agathe  with  the  north  boundary  of  the 
sixth  townships;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  north  bound- 
ary of  the  sixth  townships  to  the  east  boundary  of  the 
province  of  Manitoba  as  that  boundary  is  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  14  of  the  statutes  of  1881  of  the  province  of 
Manitoba;  thence  northerly  along  the  said  east  boundary 
of  the  said  province  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  forty- 
fourth  townships  at  the  northeast  angle  of  the  north 
boundary  of  said  province  as  that  boundary  is  defined 
in  the  said  statutes  of  1881;  thence  westerly  along  said 
north  boundary  of  the  forty-fourth  townships  to  the  east 
shore  of  lake  Winnipeg  in  the  first  range  east  of  the  prin- 
cipal meridian;  thence  southerly  along  the  said  east  shore 
of  said  lake  Winnipeg  to  where  the  Red  River  empties 
into  the  said  lake  Winnipeg;  thence  along  the  said  Red 
River  up  stream  to  the  northeast  angle  of  the  north 
boundary  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  as  that  boundary  is 
defined  in  an  Act  to  amend  ^^The  Electoral  Divisions  Act^' 
of  the  province  of  Manitoba  which  was  assented  to  upon 
the  twentieth  day  of  February  last  (1914);  thence  along 
the  said  Red  River  up  stream  to  the  southeast  angle  of 
the  south  boundary  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  as  that  boun- 
dary is  defined  in  said  statutes  of  1914;  thence  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  to  the  rear  line  of  lots  fronting  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Red  River  in  the  parish  of  St.  Boniface  thence 
southerly  along  the  said  rear  line  of  lots  in  the  parishes  of 
St.  Boniface  and  St.  Norbert — but  exclusive  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Vital  as  hereinafter  defined  to  be  constituted  in  the  elec- 
toral division  of  Wiimipeg  South — to  the  point  of  commence- 
ment. 

12.  The  electoral  district  of  Souris,  bounded  as  follows: — 
Commencing  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  province  of 
Manitoba  being  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  meridian 
between  the  tw^enty-ninth  and  thirtieth  ranges  west  of  tKe 
principal  meridian  with  the  international  boundary;  thence 
easterly  following  the  international  boundary  line,  being 
the  south  boundary  of  the  province  of  Manitoba,  to  its 
intersection  with  the  meridian  between  the  thirteenth  and 
fourteenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal  meridian;  thence 
northerly  along  said  meridian  between  the  thirteenth  and 
fourteenth  ranges  west  of  the  principal  meridian  to  the 
north  boundary  of  the  sixth  townships;  thence  westerly 
along  said  north  boundary  of  the  sixth  townships  to  its 
intersection  with  the  meridian  between  the  twenty-ninth 
and  thirtieth  ranges  west  of  the  principal  meridian,  being 
the  west  boundary  of  the  province  of  Manitoba;  thence 
following  southerly  along  the  west  boundary  of  said  province 
of  Manitoba  to  the  point  of  commencement. 
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13.  The  city  of  Winnipeg  shall  be  divided  into  three 
electoral  divisions,  each  of  them  to  be  represented  by  one 
member,  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  electoral  division  of  Winnipeg  North  to  comprise 
all  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  included  within  the 
limits  following,  that  is  to  say : — Commencing  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  northerly  boundary  of  that  portion  of  the 
said  city  west  of  the  Red  River  with  the  centre  line  of  the 
Red  River;  thence  westerly  along  said  northerly  boundary 
to  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  said  city;  thence  southerly 
along  said  westerly  boundary  to  the  centre  of  the  main  line 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway;  thence  southeasterly 
along  the  centre  of  the  said  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway  to  the  centre  line  of  the  Red  River;  thence  northerly 
along  centre  line  of  the  Red  River  to  its  intersection  with 
the  southerly  limit  of  the  said  city  east  of  the  Red  River; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  southerly  limit  to  the  eastern 
limit  of  said  city  of  Winnipeg;  thence  northerly  along 
the  easterly  limit  to  the  northerly  limit  of  the  said  portion 
of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  east  of  the  Red  River  together 
with  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  designated  as 
^^Elmwood";  thence  westerly  along  the  said  northerly 
limit  to  the  centre  line  of  the  Red  River;  thence  norther- 
ly along  the  said  centre  line  to  the  point  of  commence- 
ment. Also  all  those  portions  of  sections  14,  23,  and  24, 
in  township  11,  range  2,  east  of  the  principal  meridian  and 
lot  35B  of  the  parish  of  St.  John,  bounded  as  follows:  On 
the  north  by  the  centre  line  of  the  road  allowance,  north  of 
and  adjoining  the  northerly  limits  of  the  said  sections  23 
and  24;  on  the  south  by  the  centre  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  main  line;  on  the  east  by  the  westerly 
limits  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  and  on  the  west  by  the 
centre  line  of  the  road  allowance  west  of  and  adjoining  the 
westerly  limit  of  the  said  section  23,  township  11,  range  2, 
east. 

(6)  The  electoral  division  of  Winnipeg  Centre  to  comprise 
all  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  included  within  the 
limits  of  the  following,  that  is  to  say: — Commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  the  centre  line  of  Portage  Avenue  East  and 
its  production  with  the  centre  line  of  the  Red  River;  thence 
northeasterly  and  northwesterly  along  the  centre  line  of  the 
Red  River  to  the  centre  line  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway;  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  the 
said  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  the  centre 
line  of  the  road  allowance,  west  of  and  adjoining  sections 
14  and  23,  township  11,  range  2,  east;  thence  southerly 
along  said  centre  line  to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  line 
of  the  road  allowance  south  of  and  adjoining  the  southerly 
limit  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  15,  township  11, 
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range  2,  east;  thence  westerly  along  the  said  centre  line  to 
the  point  of  intersection  of  the  production  northerly  of  the 
westerly  limit  of  lot  20,  in  the  outer  two  miles  of  the  parish 
of  St.  James;  thence  southerly  along  the  said  westerly 
boundary  of  its  production  to  the  centre  line  of  the  two 
mile  road  allowance  (Saskatchewan  Avenue) ;  thence  south- 
erly in  a  straight  line  to  a  point  in  the  southerly  limit  of 
the  two  miles  road  allowance,  equidistant  between  the 
easterly  limit  of  river  lot  19  and  the  westerly  limit  of  river 
lot  20,  of  the  parish  of  St.  James;  thence  southerly  along 
the  centre  line  of  the  municipal  road  between  the  said 
parish  lots  19  and  20  to  the  centre  Hne  of  the  Assiniboine 
River  together  with  that  portion  of  the  said  parish  of  St. 
James  which  is  not  comprised  within  the  limits  as  above 
defined;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  centre  line  to  the 
westerly  limit  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  north  of  the  Assini- 
boine River;  thence  northerly  along  the  said  westerly  limit 
of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  to  the  centre  line  of  Portage  Avenue; 
thence  northeasterly  along  the  said  centre  line  of  Portage 
Avenue  and  its  production  to  the  centre  line  of  Main  Street; 
thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  line  of  Portage  Avenue 
East  and  its  production  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

(c)  The  electoral  division  of  Winnipeg  South  to  comprise, 
Firstly:  All  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg  included 
within  the  limits  following,  that  is  to  say: — Commencing 
at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  said 
city  with  the  centre  line  of  the  Red  River;  thence  north- 
easterly and  northwesterly  along  the  centre  line  of  said 
Red  River  to  the  centre  line  of  Portage  Avenue  East;  thence 
westerly  along  the  centre  line  of  Portage  Avenue  East  to 
the  centre  line  of  Main  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the 
centre  line  of  Portage  Avenue  to  the  westerly  boundary  of 
the  said  city;  thence  southerly  along  the  said  westerly 
boundary  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  said  city; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  southerly  boundary  to  the 
place  of  beginning.  Secondly:  All  of  the  town  of  Tuxedo; 
and  Thirdly:  All  those  portions  of  the  rural  municipalities 
of  Fort  Garry  and  St.  Vital,  bounded  as  follows: — On  the 
north  by  the  southerly  limits  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  and 
the  city  of  St.  Boniface;  on  the  south  by  the  following 
described  lines: — Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection 
of  the  southerly  limit  of  river  lot  123,  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Norbert,  produced  with  the  centre  line  of  the  two  mile 
road  allowance  (Waverly  Street) ;  thence  easterly  along  the 
said  southerly  limit  of  river  lot  123  to  the  water's  edge  of 
the  Red  River;  thence  southerly  at  right  angles  to  the  said 
southerly  limit  of  river  lot  123  to  the  centre  line  of  the 
Red  River;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  centre  line  to 
its  intersection  with  the  production  westerly  of  the  northerly 
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boundary  of  river  lot  126,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Norbert; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  northerly  limit  of  river  lot 
126  to  the  centre  line  of  the  Seine  River;  on  the  west  by  the 
centre  line  of  the  two  miles  road  allowance  (Waverly  Street) 
and  on  the  east  by  the  centre  line  of  the  Seine  River  together 
with  that  portion  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Vital  which  is  not 
comprised  within  the  limits  as  herein  defined. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

The  provincial  electoral  districts  are  those  referred  to 
in  Schedule  ''C"  to  the  Constitution  Act,  being  chapter  44 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1911. 

There  shall  be  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia 
thirteen  electoral  districts,  each  of  them  to  be  represented 
by  one  member,  as  follows: — 

1.  The  electoral  district  of  Comox-Alberni,  comprising 
the  provincial  electoral  districts  of  Alberni,  Comox, 
and  all  that  portion  of  the  provincial  electoral  district 
of  Richmond  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  east  boundary 
of  the  said  provincial  electoral  district  of  Richmond 
from  the  northeast  corner  thereof  ;  thence  southerly 
to  the  northwest  comer  of  the  provincial  electoral  riding 
of  Dewdney;  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  the 
mouth  of  the  east  branch  of  the  Squamish  river  at  the 
head  of  Howe  Sound;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction 
along  the  easterly  shore  of  Howe  sound  to  Burrard  inlet. 

2.  The  electoral  district  of  East  Kootenay,  comprising 
the  provincial  electoral  districts  of  Cranbrook,  Fernie  and 
Columbia. 

3.  The  electoral  district  of  West  Kootenay,  comprising 
the  provincial  electoral  districts  of  Nelson  City,  Ymir, 
Rossland  City,  Slocan,  Kaslo  and  Revelstoke. 

4.  The  electoral  district  of  Nanaimo,  comprising  the 
provincial  electoral  districts  of  Cowichan,  Esquimalt, 
Nanaimo  City,  Newcastle,  Saanich  and  The  Islands. 

5.  The  electoral  district  of  New  Westminster,  com- 
prising the  provincial  electoral  districts  of  New  West- 
minster City  and  Delta,  and  all  that  portion  of  the  pro- 
vincial district  of  Richmond  lying  south  of  Burrard  inlet 
excepting  the  municipalities  of  Vancouver  City,  South 
Vancouver  and  Point  Grey. 

6.  The  electoral  district  of  Westminster  District,  com- 
prising the  provincial  electoral  districts  of  Dewdney  and 
Chilliwack,  and  all  that  portion  of  the  provincial  electoral 
district  of  Yale  adjoining  the  provincial  electoral  districts 
of  Chilliwack  and  Dewdney  bounded  by  a  line  commencing 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  provincial  electoral  district 
of  Chilliwack;    thence  easterly  along  the  international 
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boundary  to  its  point  of  intersection  with  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  provincial  electoral  district  of  Similka- 
meen;  thence  northerly  following  said  last  mentioned 
boundary  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  said  provincial 
electoral  district  of  Similkameen ;  thence  in  a  straight  line 
westerly  to  a  point  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Fraser  river 
one  mile  east  of  the  village  of  Yale;  thence  following  a 
straight  line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  provincial 
electoral  district  of  Dewdney. 

7.  The  electoral  district  of  Vancouver  Centre,  comprising 
ward  one  of  the  city  of  Vancouver  together  with  Stanley 
Park,  and  wards  two,  three  and  four  of  the  said  city  of 
Vancouver. 

8.  The  electoral  district  of  Burrard,  comprising  wards 
five,  six,  seven  and  eight  of  the  city  of  Vancouver  and  that 
portion  of  the  provincial  electoral  district  of  Richmond 
which  lies  within  the  following  described  limits,  that  is  to 
say: — Commencing  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  pro- 
vincial electoral  district  of  Dewdney;  thence  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  to  the  mouth  of  the  east  branch  of  the 
Squamish  river  at  the  head  of  Howe  Sound;  thence  in  a 
southerly  direction  along  the  easterly  shore  of  Howe  Sound 
to  Burrard  inlet;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the 
northerly  shore  of  Burrard  Inlet  and  in  a  northerly  direction 
along  the  westerly  shore  of  North  Arm  of  the  said  Burrard 
Inlet  to  the  northerly  extremity  of  the  said  North  Arm^ 
and  northerly  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

9.  The  electoral  district  of  Vancouver  South,  comprising 
the  municipalities  of  South  Vancouver  and  Point  Grey. 

10.  The  electoral  district  of  Skeena,  comprising  the 
provincial  electoral  districts  of  Skeena  and  Atlin. 

11.  The  electoral  district  of  Victoria  City,  comprising 
the  provincial  electoral  district  of  Victoria  City. 

12.  The  electoral  district  of  Cariboo,  comprising  the 
provincial  electoral  districts  of  Cariboo,  Lillooet,  Kam- 
loops  and  Yale  excepting  that  portion  of  Yale  contained 
in  the  electoral  district  of  Westminster  District  as  the 
same  is  above  described,  and  including  the  whole  city, 
and  district  municipality  of  Salmon  Arm. 

13.  The  electoral  district  of  Yale,  comprising  the  pro- 
vincial electoral  district  of  Okanagan,  excepting  any  portion 
of  the  city  or  district  municipality  of  Salmon  Arm  which 
may  be  contained  therein,  and  the  provincial  electoral 
districts  of  Similkameen,  Greenwood  and  Grand  Forks. 

SASKATCHEWAN. 

In  the  following  descriptions,  where  '^meridians  between 
ranges''  and  ''boimdaries  of  townships"  are  referred  to  as 
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the  boundaries  of  electoral  districts,  these  expressions  mean 
the  meridians  and  boundaries  of  townships  in  accordance 
with  the  Dominion  lands  system  of  surveys,  and  include  the 
extension  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  said  system. 

There  shall  be  in  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  sixteen 
electoral  districts,  defined  as  follows: — 

1.  The  electoral  district  of  Assiniboia,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
province  of  Saskatchewan;  thence  northerly  along  the  east 
boundary  of  the  said  province  of  Saskatchewan  to  the 
north  boundary  of  the  eleventh  township;  thence  westerly 
along  the  north  boundary  of  the  eleventh  townships  to 
the  meridian  between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west 
of  the  second  meridian;  thence  southerly  along  the  said 
meridian  between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of 
the  second  meridian  to  the  south  boundary  of  the  province 
of  Saskatchewan;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  south 
boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  to  the  point 
of  commencement.  The  said  electoral  district  of  Assini- 
boia shall  return  one  member. 

2.  The  electoral  district  of  Qu'Appelle,  bounded  as 
follows : — Commencing  at  the  east  boundary  of  the  province 
of  Saskatchewan  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  north 
boundary  of  the  eleventh  township;  thence  northerly 
along  the  said  east  boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatch- 
ewan to  the  Qu'Appelle  river;  thence  along  the  Qu'Appelle 
river  up  stream  to  the  meridian  between  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian; 
thence  southerly  along  the  said  meridian  between  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  second 
meridian  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth  townships; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth 
townships  to  the  meridian  between  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian;  thence  southerly 
along  the  said  meridian  between  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  eleventh  townships;  thence  easterly  along  the 
north  boundary  of  the  eleventh  townships  to  the  point 
of  commencement.  The  said  electoral  district  of  Qu'Ap- 
pelle shall  return  one  member. 

3.  The  electoral  district  of  Weyburn,  bounded  as  follows : — 
Commencing  at  the  south  boundary  of  the  province  of 
Saskatchewan  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  meridian 
between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of  the  second 
meridian;  thence  northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between 
the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth  townships;  thence 
v/esterly  along  the  north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth  town- 
ships to  the  meridian  between  the  twenty-first  and  twenty- 
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second  ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian;  thence  south- 
erly along  the  said  meridian  between  the  twenty-first 
and  twenty-second  ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian 
to  the  south  boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  south  boundary  of  the 
province  of  Saskatchewan  to  the  point  of  commencement. 
The  said  electoral  district  of  Weyburn  shall  return  one 
member. 

4.  The  electoral  district  of  Regina,  bounded  as  follows: — 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  meridian  between 
the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  second 
meridian  with  the  north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth  townships; 
thence  northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  ranges  west  of  the  second 
meridian  to  the  Qu'Appelle  river;  thence  along  the  Qu'Ap- 
pelle  river  up  stream  to  a  point  where  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway  crosses  the  said  Qu'Appelle  river  in  the  twentieth 
township  in  the  twenty-first  range  west  of  the  second 
meridian;  thence  northwesterly  along  the  said  Canadian 
Pacific  railway  to  Last  Mountain  lake  at  the  north  boundary 
of  the  said  twentieth  township  in  the  twenty-first  range 
west  of  the  second  meridian;  thence  northwesterly  along 
the  centre  of  Last  Mountain  lake  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  twenty-second  townships;  thence  westerly  along 
the  north  boundary  of  the  twenty-second  towmships  to 
the  meridian  between  the  first  and  second  ranges  west 
of  the  third  meridian;  thence  along  the  Qu'Appelle  river 
down  stream  to  Buffalo  Pound  lake;  thence  southeasterly 
along  the  centre  of  Buffalo  Pound  lake  to  where  the  Qu'Ap- 
pelle river  flows  out  of  the  said  lake  towards  the  east; 
thence  along  the  Qu'Appelle  river  down  stream  to  its 
most  easterly  intersection  with  the  north  boundary  of  the 
eighteenth  townships;  thence  southerly  along  the  meridian 
between  the  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-fifth  ranges  west 
of  the  second  meridian  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth 
townships;  thence  easterly  along  the  north  boundary  of 
the  fifteenth  townships  to  the  point  of  commencement. 
The  said  electoral  district  of  Regina  shall  return  one  member. 

5.  The  electoral  district  of  Moose  jaw,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  south  boundary  of  the  province 
of  Saskatchewan  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  meridian 
between  the  tw^enty-first  and  twenty-second  ranges  west 
of  the  second  meridian;  thence  northerly  along  the  said 
meridian  between  the  twenty-first  and  twenty-second 
ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  fifteenth  townships;  thence  westerly  along  the  said 
north  boundary  of  the  fifteenth  townships  to  the  meridian 
between  the  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-fifth  ranges  west 
of  the  second  meridian;  thence  northerly  along  the  said 
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meridian  between  the  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-fifth 
ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian  to  the  Qu'Appelle 
river;  thence  along  the  Qu^Appelle  river  up  stream  to 
Buffalo  Pound  lake;  thence  northwesterly  along  the  said 
Buffalo  Pound  lake  to  where  the  said  lake  is  entered  from 
the  w^est  by  the  Qu'Appelle  river;  thence  along  the  said 
Qu^Appelle  river  up  stream  to  a  point  where  the  said 
Qu'Appelle  river  is  intersected  by  the  third  meridian;  thence 
south  along  the  said  third  meridian  to  the  south  boundary 
of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan;  thence  easterly  along 
the  said  south  boundary  of  the  said  province  to  the  point 
of  commencement.  The  said  electoral  district  of  Moose- 
jaw  shall  return  one  member. 

6.  The  electoral  district  of  Swift  Current,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  third 
meridian  with  the  north  boundary  of  the  eighth  townships; 
thence  northerly  along  the  said  third  meridian  to  the 
Qu'Appelle  river;  thence  along  the  said  Qu'Appelle  river 
up  stream  to  its  source  in  the  tw^enty-third  township  in 
the  fourth  range  west  of  the  third  meridian;  thence  along 
Aitkow  creek  down  stream  to  the  South  Saskatchewan 
river;  thence  westerly  along  the  South  Saskatchewan 
river  up  stream  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  twentieth 
township  where  the  meridian  between  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  ranges  west  of  the  third  meridian  intersects 
the  said  South  Saskatchewan  river;  thence  south  along 
the  said  meridian  between  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
ranges  west  of  the  third  meridian  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  eighth  townships;  thence  easterly  along  the  north 
boundary  of  the  eighth  townships  to  the  point  of  commence- 
ment. The  said  electoral  district  of  Swift  Current  shall 
return  one  member. 

7.  The  electoral  district  of  Maple  Creek,  bounded  as 
follows : — Commencing  at  the  south  boundary  of  the  province 
of  Saskatchewan  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  third  merid- 
ian; thence  north  along  the  said  third  meridian  to  the 
north  boundary  of  the  eighth  township;  thence  westerly 
along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the  eighth  townships  to  the 
meridian  between  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  ranges 
west  of  the  third  meridian;  thence  northerly  along  the  said 
meridian  between  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  ranges 
west  of  the  third  meridian  to  the  South  Saskatchewan  river; 
thence  westerly  along  the  South  Saskatchew^an  river  up 
stream  to  the  west  boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan 
where  the  fourth  meridian  intersects  the  South  Saskatchewan 
river  in  the  twenty- third  tow^nship ;  thence  south  along  the 
said  west  boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  to  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  said  province;  thence  east  along  the 
said  south  boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan 
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to  the  point  of  commencement.  The  said  electoral  district 
of  Maple  Creek  shall  return  one  member. 

8.  The  electoral  district  of  Kindersley,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  a  point  where  the  South  Saskatch- 
ewan river  is  entered  by  Aitkow  creek  in  the  twenty-fifth 
township;  thence  northwesterly  along  the  said  South 
Saskatchewan  river  down  stream  to  the  meridian  between 
the  seventh  and  eighth  ranges  west  of  the  third  meridian 
where  the  said  meridian  is  intersected  by  the  said  South 
Saskatchewan  river  i-n  the  twenty-eighth  tow^nship;  thence 
north  along  the  said  meridian  between  the  seventh  and 
eighth  ranges  we^ot  of  the  third  meridian  to  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  thirtieth  township  where  the  said  meridian 
betw^een  the  seventh  and  eighth  ranges  west  of  the  third 
meridian  is  intersected  by  the  said  South  Saskatchewan 
river;  thence  along  the  said  South  Saskatchewan  river 
down  stream  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  thirty-third 
townships;  thence  westerly  along  the  north  boundary 
of  the  thirty-third  townships  to  the  meridian  between 
the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  ranges  west  of  the  third  meridian;

mencement.  The  said  electoral  district  of  Kindersley 
shall  return  one  member. 

9.  The  electoral  district  of  Last  Mountain,  bounded  as 
follows: — Com^mencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  meridian 
between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of  the  second 
meridian  with  the  north  boundary  of  the  twenty-fourth  town- 
ships; thence  northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between 
the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  thirtieth  townships;  thence 
west  along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the  thirtieth  town- 
ships to  the  meridian  between  the  seventh  and  eighth  ranges 
west  of  the  third  meridian;  thence  south  along  the  said 
meridian  between  the  seventh  and  eighth  ranges  west  of 
the  third  meridian  to  the  South  Saskatchewan  river  at  a 
point  where  the  said  South  Saskatchewan  river  intersects 
the  said  meridian  between  the  seventh  and  eighth  ranges 
west  of  the  third  meridian;  thence  along  the  said  South 
Saskatchewan  river  up  stream  to  Aitkow  creek;  thence 
along  Aitkow  creek  up  stream  to  the  source  of  the  said 
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creek  in  the  twenty-third  township  in  the  fourth  range 
west  of  the  third  meridian;  thence  along  the  Qu'Appelle 
river  down  stream  to  the  meridian  between  the  first  and 
second  ranges  west  of  the  third  meridian  where  the  said 
meridian  is  intersected  by  the  north  boundary  of  the  twenty- 
second  township;  thence  easterly  along  the  north  boundary 
of  the  twenty-second  townships  to  Last  Mountain  lake; 
thence  southeasterly  along  the  centre  of  Last  Mountain 
lake  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  twentieth  township  in 
the  twenty-first  range  west  of  the  second  meridian  at  a 
point  where  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway  crosses  the 
said  north  boundary  of  the  said  twentieth  township  in 
the  said  twenty-first  range  west  of  the  second  meridian; 
thence  along  the  said  Canadian  Pacific  railway  to  the 
Qu'Appelle  river;  thence  along  the  Qu'Appelle  river  down

10.  The  electoral  district  of  Humboldt,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  meridian 
between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of  the  second 
meridian  with  the  north  boundary  of  the  thirtieth  townships; 
thence  northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between  the 
tenth  and  eleventh  ranges  west  of  the  second  meridian 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  forty-first  townships;  thence 
westerly  along  the  north  boundary  of  the  forty-first  town- 
ships to  the  meridian  between  the  first  and  second  ranges

ALBERTA. 

In  the  following  descriptions,  where  "meridians  between 
ranges"  and  "boundaries  of  townships"  are  referred  to  as 
the  boundaries  of  electoral  districts,  these  expressions  mean 
the  meridians  and  boundaries  of  townships  in  accordance 
with  the  Dominion  lands  system  of  surveys,  and  include 
the  extension  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  said  system.

2.  The  electoral  district  of  Bow  River, bounded  as  follows : — 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  meridian  between 
the  eleventh  and  twelfth  ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian 
with  the  north  boundary  of  the  twelfth  townships ;  thence 
northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between  the  eleventh 
and  twelfth  ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian  to  the 
north  boundary  of  the  thirty-fourth  townships;  thence 
westerly  along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the  thirty- 
fourth  townships  to  the  point  of  intersection  thereof  with  the 
meridian  between  the  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-fifth 
ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian;  thence  southerly 
along  the  said  meridian  between  the  twenty-fourth  and 
twenty-fifth  ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian  to  the 
point  of  intersection  of  such  meridian  with  the  Bow  river;

northerly  along  the  said  meridian  between  the  twenty- 
fourth  and  twenty-fifth  ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian 
to  the  north  boundary  of  the  thirty-fourth  townships, 
being  the  point  of  commencement. 

4.  The  electoral  district  of  West  Calgary,  bounded  as 
follows: — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  north 
boundary  of  the  twenty-third  townships  with  the  west 
boundary  of  the  province  of  Alberta;  thence  northerly  and 
westerly  along  the  west  boundary  of  the  province  of  Alberta 
to  the  intersection  of  such  boundary  with  the  north  boundary 
of  the  thirty-first  townships;  thence  easterly  along  the  said 
north  boundary  of  the  thirty-first  townships  to  the 
intersection  thereof  with  the  fifth  mxcridian;  thence  southerly 
along  the  fifth  meridian  to  the  intersection  of  such  meridian 
by  the  north  boundary  of  the  twenty-fourth  townships ; 
thence  westerly  along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the

ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian;  thence  northerly  along 
the  said  meridian  between  the  twenty-ninth  and  thirtieth 
ranges  west  of  the  fourth  meridian  to  the  north  boundary 
of  the  second  townships;  thence  easterly  along  the  said 
north  boundary  of  the  second  townships  to  the  meridian

in  building  three  railway  bridges  in  the  province  of  New

holder, that  the  call  or  calls  have  been  made  to  enforce 
payment  of  which  or  of  any  interest  thereon  such  action 
has  been  brought,  and  that  so  much  is  due  by  him  and 
unpaid  thereon,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  as  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  purporting  to  be  stated  therein.

and  of  papers,  documents,  deeds,  wills,  debentures  and 
other  evidence  of  title  and  indebtedness; 

(e)  act  as  investing  and  managing  agent  of  estates  and  Managing 
properties  for  and  on  behalf  of  executors,  adminis- 
trators  and  trustees  or  other  persons; 

(f)  receive  and  collect  such  remuneration  for  its  services  Jf^^^^^^*" 
as  is  agreed  upon  or  as  fixed  or  allowed  from  time  to 
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time  by  law,  and  all  usual  and  customary  charges, 

costs  and  expenses  ; 

(g)  receive  moneys  in  trust  for  investment  and  allow

An  Act  to  make  further  provision  for  bounties  to 
Volunteers  who  served  the  Crown  during  the 
Fenian  Raids. 


[Assented  to  12th  June,  1914.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1912,  c.  63. 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 


1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Fenian  Raid  Volunteer  short  title. 
Bounty  Act,  1914- 

2.  In  this  Act  'Volunteer''  means  any  person  who  Definition, 
was  regularly  enrolled  or  enlisted  in  any  one  of  the  Militia 
Corps  which  the  Governments  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia 

and  New  Brunswick  respectively  called  out  for  active 
service  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
six,  or  which  the  Government  of  Canada  called  out  for 
active  service  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy,  and  who  actually  served  and  did  duty  with 
such  Corps  when  thus  called  out.  This  enactment,  however, 
is  not  to  apply  to  the  two, — Ontario  and  Quebec, — battalions 
of  riflemen  organized  for  service  in  the  ''Northwest'^ 
in  1870. 


3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  at  any  time  before  Bounty, 
the  thirty-first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifteen,  grant  the  siun  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  every  volun- 
teer who  is  living  on  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  at  any  time  before  widow  or 
the  thirty-first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  Jfve.^^^'^** 
and  fifteen,  grant  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  the 
widow,  or,  there  being  no  widow,  then  to  the  legal  represent- 
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ativo,  of  every  volunteer  who  was  living  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve,  and  to  whom 
or  on  account  of  whose  services  as  a  volunteer  no  grant 
had  previously  been  made  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act  or  under  the  authority  of  The  Fenian  Raid  Volunteer 
Bounty  Act. 

5.  The  payment  of  every  grant  authorized  by  this 
Act  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  out  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  upon  the  authority  of  a  warrant 
signed  by  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence,  certi- 
fying that  the  person  named  therein  as  a  volunteer  per- 
formed the  service  which  entitles  a  volunteer  to  a  grant 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

6.  The  warrants  to  be  signed  by  the  Minister  of  Militia 
and  Defence  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  not  be 
issued  except  upon  such  proofs  as  were  prescribed  by  the 
Governor  in  Council  by  an  Order  dated  the  sixth  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve,  in  respect 
to  The  Fenian  Raid  Volunteer  Bounty  Act,  or  upon  such 
proofs  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Governor 
in  Council.

An  Act  respecting  the  entrance  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  Company  into  their  joint 
terminals  at  the  City  of  Winnipeg. 

[Assented  to  12th  June,  1914*] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 


1.  The  agreement  set  out  in  the  schedule  hereto  ^^^^^  |o?h  ^A^rii* 
the  tenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  1911,  ^" ' 
eleven,  and  made  between  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  confirmed. 
Company  of  the  first  part,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway 
Company  of  the  second  part,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of 

the  third  part,  respecting  the  entrance  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  Canadian  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  into  their  joint  terminals  at  the  city  of 
Winnipeg,  is  hereby  confirmed  and  declared  to  be  valid  and 
binding  upon  all  persons  in  every  respect  as  if  the  said  agree- 
ment had  been  enacted  hereby,  and  the  parties  thereto  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  observe  and  carry  out  the 
said  agreement. 

2.  The  use  and  enjoyment  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Use^of 
Railway  Company  of  the  railway  tracks  of  the  Canadian  tracks^con- 
Northern  Railway  Company,  as  provided  for  in  the  said  ^g^^^^^^f^ 
agreement,  and  each  and  all  of  the  rights  of  the  Grand  Trunk  encumbrances 
Pacific  Railway  Company  and  of  His  Majesty  under  the 

said  agreement,  shall  continue  and  may  be  enforced  not- 
withstanding any  mortgage  or  charge,  whether  securing 
bonds,  debentures,  debenture  stock  or  otherwise,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  made  by  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway 
Company  or  its  predecessors  or  successors,  or  any  default 
thereunder  or  any  proceedings  for  enforcing  the  same. 
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SCHEDULE. 

Agreement  entered  into  as  of  the  tenth  day  of  April,  1911, 
Between : — 

The  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company,  hereinafter 
called  'Hhe  Canadian  Northern 

of  the  first  part, 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company,  hereinafter 
called  'Hhe  Grand  Trunk  Pacific" 

of  the  second  part^ 

and 

His  Majesty  the  King,  acting  in  respect  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  and  herein  represented  and  acting  by  the  Hon- 
ourable the  Minister  of  Railv/ays  and  Canals  of  Canada, 

of  the  third  part. 

The  Canadian  Northern  is  the  owner  of  the  properties 
shown  on  the  annexed  plan  No.  1  coloured  ''red",  including 
the  most  easterly  bridge  over  the  Assiniboine  river,  and  is 
at  the  present  engaged  in  constructing  another  bridge  over 
that  river  shown  on  said  plan  the  property  coloured ''red" 
aforesaid  including  both  of  the  said  bridges  and  the  in- 
dustrial tracks  now  or  hereafter  constructed  in  connection 
with  such  property  is  hereinafter  sometimes  referred  to  as 
the  "Joint  Section." 

The  Canadian  Northern  is  also  the  owner  of  the  property 
show^n  on  the  same  plan  coloured  "  green. " 

The  tracks  upon  the  Joint  Section  at  present  are  approxi- 
mately as  shown  upon  the  said  plan.  It  is  agreed  that  these 
tracks  shall  be  re-arranged  and  extended  so  as  generally  to 
be  as  shown  upon  the  annexed  plan  No.  2.  This  re-arrange- 
ment shall  be  completed  by  the  Canadian  Northern,  and 
shall  include  construction  of  the  necessary  subways  at 
Pembina  Street  and  Main  Street,  the  completion  of  the 
raised  approach  to  the  westerly  bridge  and  the  completion 
of  the  said  bridge  and  generally  the  doing  of  all  matters 
and  things  necessary  to  put  the  said  tracks  in  first-class 
condition. 

Subject  to  the  right  of  the  Canadian  Northern  to  maintain 
and  operate  its  present  Oak  Point  Branch  Line  and  any  other 
lines  or  lines  to  be  built  by  it  connecting  with  its  main  line 
between  the  points  "A"  and  "C"  shown  on  the  plans 
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attached  hereto  and  subject  to  the  other  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  this  agreement,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  for  railway  purposes  the 
property  shown  on  the  said  plans  attached  hereto  and 
coloured  green.'' 

In  connection  therewith  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  pay 
two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  maintaining,  replacing,  recon- 
structing and  operating  any  interlocking  plant  or  safety 
device  now  or  hereafter  installed  at  or  in  connection  with  the 
crossing  at  grade  by  the  lines  of  the  parties  hereto  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company's  Pembina  Branch 
tracks  at  Oak  Point  Junction  and  operated  in  respect  of  the 
connection  between  the  lines  of  the  parties  hereto  at  Oak 
Point  Junction  aforesaid  in  so  far  as  such  expense  shall  be 
borne  by  the  parties  hereto. 

In  the  event  of  either  Company  hereafter  constructing  any 
industrial  spur  connecting  with  its  tracks  between  the  points 
^'A"  and  ^^B"  on  the  plans  attached  hereto,  the  other  party 
shall  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  this  agreement  at 
any  time  have  the  right  to  notify  such  constructing  party  of 
its  desire  to  take  advantage  of  such  industrial  spur,  and 
upon  giving  such  notice  and  paying  the  constructing  party 
one-half  the  cost  thereof,  together  with  interest  on  such  one- 
half  from  the  date  of  construction  to  the  date  when  the  other 
party  shall  desire  to  use  the  same,  such  other  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  a  one-half  interest  therein  or  equal  benefit 
thereof  with  the  constructing  party,  but  subject  to  such 
reasonable  provisions  as  to  operation  as  may  be  required  by 
the  then  local  conditions. 

The  Joint  Section  shall  be  maintained  and  operated  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  agreement  made  between 
the  parties  hereto  dated  the  1st  day  of  March,  1907,  respect- 
ing the  Winnipeg  Terminals,  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  of 
such  agreement  can  be  made  applicable  to  the  Joint 
Section  (which  agreement  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Terminals   Agreement) . 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  pay  to  the  Canadian 
Northern  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  Dollars  (S30,000)  per 
annum  half  yearly  on  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  1st 
day  of  July  in  each  year,  the  first  payment  being  made  on 
the  1st  day  of  January  next,  such  amount  represent iiig 
five  per  cent  (5%)  interest  on  one-half  the  value  of  the 
properties  shown  '^red"  and  ^^green"  on  the  said  plans  in- 
cluding the  eastern  bridge,  such  value  having  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  agreement  been  placed  at  one  million  two 
hundred  thousand  Dollars  (11,200,000.)  The  compensation 
to  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  to  the  Canadian 
Northern  for  user  of  the  property  covered  hereby  up  to  the 
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first  of  July  next  shall  l)o  adjusted  between  the  parties  hereto 
and  failin«2;  to  agree  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration. 

Tlie  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  also  pay  to  the  Canadian 
Nortluvrn  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  (5%)  per  annum 
on  one-half  the  amount  of  all  capital  expenditure  which 
may  hereafter  be  made  by  the  Canadian  Northern  which 
is  properly  chargeable  to  capital  account  in  connection  with 
the  Joint  Section. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  also  pay  to  the  Canadian 
Northern  interest  on  one-half  of  any  expenditure  heretofore 
made  by  the  Canadian  Northern  upon  or  in  connection  with 
the  subways  now  being  constructed  by  the  Canadian  North- 
ern at  Main  and  Pembina  Streets  under  or  across  the  Joint 
Section,  including  any  land  damages  or  property  payments 
in  connection  with  either  of  such  subways,  and  interest  on 
one-half  of  all  expenditure  made  by  the  Canadian  Northern 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  westerly  bridge 
at  present  being  erected  by  that  Company  across  the  Assini- 
boine  river. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  also  pay  to  the  Canadian 
Northern  interest  on  one-half  the  cost  of  re-arranging  any 
industrial  tracks  at  present  connected  with  the  property 
which  will  constitute  the  Joint  Section. 

Either  of  the  first  or  second  parties  hereto  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  constructing  any  industrial  track  to  the  north 
or  west  of  and  connecting  on  the  north  or  west  with  the 
property  which  will  constitute  the  Joint  Section  or  to  the 
south  or  east  thereof  connecting  therewith  north  of  Corydon 
Avenue,  subject  to  the  right  of  joint  user  thereof  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  hereinbefore  specified  in  connection 
with  industrial  tracks  connecting  with  the  lines  of  the  Com- 
panies between  points  ^^A'^  and  ^^B"  aforesaid. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  also  pay  any  taxes  which 
may  be  imposed  upon  the  Joint  Section,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  upon  the  earnings  arising  therefrom,  or  upon  the  Canad- 
ian Northern  in  respect  thereof  which  would  not  have  been 
imposed  had  the  Canadian  Northern  itself  continued  to 
operate  the  property  constituting  the  Joint  Section,  or  upon 
any  separate  property  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  upon 
or  used  in  connection  with  such  Joint  Section  and  not 
forming  part  thereof.  The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  shall  also 
■pay  any  taxes  lawfully  imposed  upon  the  property  coloured 
"green"  as  shown  on  the  annexed  plan. 

In  the  event  of  the  Canadian  Northern  completing  an 
agreement  with  the  Midland  Company  for  the  use  of  the 
Joint  Section  and  Winnipeg  Terminals  on  a  basis  of  one 
Dollar  ($1.00)  a  car  movement,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
will  approve  of  and  so  far  as  necessary  join  in  such  agree- 
ment as  will  also  the  National  Transcontinental. 
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The  Canadian  Northern  has  for  some  time  past  handled 
the  business  of  the  Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific 
CompaDies  into  and  out  of  Winnipeg.  Those  Companies  or 
their  allied  Company,  the  Midland  Railway  Company,  are 
about  to  erect  freight  terminals  in  Winnipeg,  and  pending  the 
completion  of  these  terminals  have  requested  the  Canadian 
Northern  to  continue  to  handle  their  freight  business  for 
a  limited  period,  not  to  exceed  two  years,  over  the  Joint 
Section  and  through  the  Winnipeg  Terminals  of  the  Can- 
adian Northern  and  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Companies,  and 
the  Canadian  Northern  has  undertaken  to  do  this  at  a  rate 
very  favourable  to  the  Midland  Company.  The  Canadian 
Northern  shall  be  permitted  for  the  limited  period  afore- 
said to  handle  the  freight  of  the  Midland  Company  in  and 
out  of  Winnipeg  through  its  freight  sheds  and  over  the  team 
delivery  tracks  of  the  Winnipeg  Terminals  as  business  of 
the  Canadian  Northern. 

Subject  to  the  payment  at  maturity  of  the  moneys  herein 
agreed  to  be  paid  and  the  doing  of  the  things  herein  agreed 
to  be  done  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  this  agreement  shall 
remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  (999)  years  from  the  1st  day  of  July  next,  the  parties 
agreeing  to  join  in  an  application  for  the  necessary  legis- 
lation to  ratify  same. 

His  Majesty  is  interested  in  the  terms  of  this  agreement 
by  reason  of  being  a  party  to  the  Terminals  Agreement 
hereinabove  mentioned,  and  also  as  guarantor  of  certain 
bonds  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  deed  of  trust  by  way  of  mortgage, 
dated  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1905,  set  forth  in  Schedule 
"A''  to  chapter  98  of  the  statutes  of  Canada,  1905,  and 
joins  as  a  party  to  this  agreement  for  the  purpose  of  approv- 
ing of  the  terms  and  provisions  thereof.
